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| More Party Disturbances, 
| One Man Killed and Several Per- 
sons Wounded. 


(From the Montreal Star, Aprit 30,) 


| The grave apprehensions entertained for 
| several days past of party disturbances taking 
| place on the occasion af the concert given by 
the Hackett O. ¥, B. Lodge,we regret to say, 
have been fully verified. Owing to the pre- 
caution of a large force of polics b ing kept 
on St. James St, throughout thy evening and 
the congregating of crowdsabout the Mechanics’ 
Hall preyented, there was po trouble inside 
tho city proper, vut in the western suburbs, 
at the Wellington Bridge, where a desperate 
encounter took place on the evening of the 
16th of July last, an affray occurred at a very 
Jate hour, which ended fatally in the case of 
John Colligan and the wounding of a woman 
named Mrs. Johanna Maher Meehan, wife of 
Patrick Meehan, and two men named Mallan 
and Joseph Lang. We found it extremely 
difficult to obtain a connected narrative of the 
whole affair,but the following account is com- 
piled from statements made by eye witnesses 
of the sevoral encounters that took place :— 


Mr, James Meehan, brother-in-law to Mra, 
Patrick Meehan, states that Mis Mechan 
was at his residence, situated at the corner 
of St. Patrick and St. Columbian streets, last 
night from about half-past eight until half 
past ten, when she left to return home to her 
own house in St. Felix street, near Bonaven- 
ture street, accompanied by her daughter, 
thirteen years of age, and himsclf. On get- 
ting near the Wellington Street Bridge, they 
heard fifteen or sixteea shots fired, 

Mrs, Meehan states sho saw indistinctly on 
the railway track to the right, a group of four 
men and one mana little removed from the 
rest. The next momenta perfect volley of 
shots was heard from the same direction. Mr 
Mecham caught the little girl by the shoulder 
and, telling her and her mother to retreat as 
fast ng possible, turned and ian, but instantly 
another volley was fired, about forty shots in 
all; three shots struck Mrs, Meehan, ono on 
the big toe, another inthe ankle, and the 
third in the heel, allin the left foot, The 
woman exclaimed: ‘I am shot,” and fell to 
the ground, 

Mr, Meehan ran to his own house and then 
down Columbian street again to Wellington, 
where he found that Mra, Meehan had been 
taken into the shop of Nathaniel Buckler, 
shoe maker, who found her leg so swollen 
that it was necessary to cut hen boot and 
stocking open to get them off. As he took 
the stocking off, one bullet fell out, and he 
found another sticking in the skin of the leg, 
which ho pickers out with his shoe-knife, Her 
foot-was then wrapped up and Mr. Mechan 
took her home, She was very much frighten- 
ed and suffered great pain, and this mornin, 
is ino weak state. Mr. Mechan states he di: 
not s¢0 any one firing, but heard the bullets 
whiz and saw the flashes, and all the shots 
came from across the railway track, The 
whole affair was over in less than a quarter of 
en hour; overa hundred shot were tired in a 
few minutes, a continued volley being kept 
up all the time. 

As far as we can jadge, almost simultane- 
ously with the shooting of Mrs. Meehan, a 
young man from Point St. Charles, named 
John Lang, was returning with a young lady 
from a party in St. Lawrence Main street in 
a carter’s carriage. When at the corner of 
Wellington and Murray streets, opposite a 
saloon known as the ‘Clipper Shades,” a 
crowd of men stepped from the corner and 
accosted the cabman, who was walking his 
horse. The cabman replied, but what cither 
the men or he said, Mr. Lang or his companion 
could not hear, but the next moment a re- 
yolyor was presented at the window anda 
shot'tired, the ball just grazing the youn; 
lady's check. A volley was then dischargec 
at tho carriage, Mr, Lang urged the cabman 
to drive on faster, and as persuaded his 
young lady companion to crouch down in the 
bottom of the carriage. They reached tho 
bridge in safety, but on leaving it at the 
other end another voliey was poured into the 
carriage, and three of the shots took effect in 
Mr. Lang’s left thigh in such a manner that 
there could be no doubt they came from the 
same quarter as the shots which took effect on 
Mrs, Mechan, namely, from beyond the rail- 
way track at the western ond of the bridge, 
Mr, Lang and Miss Turnbull, his companion, 
are both Potixe that as_many asa dozen 
shots struck their carriage, When thecarriago 
arriyed at Miss Turnbull's residence Mr, Lang 
fainted. , Dr. Fuller was sent for and attend- 
éd his wounds, probed for the balls but could 
not find them, but stated that no apprehension 
need be felt, as they were not serions. Mr. 
Lang was removed to his father’s house, on 
the Lower Lachine road, about half past-one 
this morning. Mr. Lang is a Protestant, but 
not a member of any secret socicty whatever, 
and, aa was before stated, was not at the con- 
cert, bit at a private party ; moreoyver,he isa 
most quiet, inoffensive young man, 

Mr. James McShane, who had been attend* 
ing a mecting at the Point, sent his own car" 
riagé for Dr. Barnes, and Dr. Ross was after- 
wares called in, 

THE ATTACK ON THE 0. Y. Be 

Tho Orange Young Britons living in the 
Western suburbs left'the Mechanics’ Hall at 

11:05 p.m, and proceeded home in a body. 
At Wollington Bridgo they were attacked 
and fired on, the fire, it is said, being return- 
ed and kept up ata lively rate for some min- 
utes, probably five, It is not known whether 
it was at this time Colligan was shot, but it 
is supposed to have been. A large number of 
shots must have been fired, at this timea 
gentleman who heard them estimates tho 
number at 300, Colligan was a married man 
and a Catholic, An inquest will be opened 
on his remains at L p.m. to-day. Sovoral 
gontlemen driving into the city, one a lawyer 
and another a doctor, were tired at but es. 
caped, 

Various rumors are afloat as to the origin of 
the row. Two mon who were among the first 
to return from the concert stats that when 
they arrived near Wellington Bridge thoy saw 
such crowds of men about the bridge, avident- 
ly in ambush, that they did not dare to cross, 
but made a detour and reached Point St. 
Charles by way of Seignours stroct. A gon- 
tleman, who says he does not belong to any 
class, stated that, having heard at the closo of 
the concert that an attack was likely to bo 

lo on those living at Point St. Charles, I, 
with about 150 others, started about 11 
to go home, By the time wo reached 
the bridge our number had been reduced to 
five. We noticed the gaa light on the bridge 
had been put out; as we came on to tho 
bridge five young men of a party of about 50

ROUGH CONDUCT, 


During the time the jury were engaged in 
the hall, Constable Knowles, who had been 
sent for to the Young street station, to assist 
n keeping order at the door, arrived, but 
scarcely had he got inside the passage when 
several men who were standing there seized 
him roughly, and menaced him, saving they 
did not want him there, hey also told the 
Sergeant toftake him back again to the station; 
that officer however was not so casily fright- 
ened, replying that he was not going to have 
any mob violence, and that his men would be 
placed as he chose, 

On returning to the Young street station 
the jury were dismissed with orders to meet 
at the Grand Jury room of the Court Honse 
on Thursday morning at ten o'clock. ‘To- 
morrow being election day, it was thought 
that business would deter many being pre- 
sent. 

Drs. McDonnell and Sheridan began to make 
a post mortem examination of the body after 
the jurors left. 

. LATEST. 

This afternoon, at the corner of Nazareth 
and Wellington streets. three men, slightly 
intoxicated, with long knives in their hands, 
were calling for Orange sons, etc,, and acting 
in a yery menacing manner, A large and ex- 
cited crowd had collected near Wellington 
Bridge, using language of a threatening char- 
acter. There were no police in the vicinity. 

At the time of the disturbance only two 
men and a sergeaut were in the woung street 
station, and these when called out had to con- 
front the armed mob witheir short wooden 
batons. The remainder of the force were 
massed on St, James street or inactive in the 
centreal station. 

The police naturally complain of this inso- 
curity of their position, considering their 
small numbers. ‘they consider that in the 
present state of focling they should be well 
armed, The young man Lang who was 
wounded is a mechanic in the employ of the 
Grand ['runk as a shunter or engineer, 


Krupp’s Great Guu Factory. 
The number of workmen engaged in the 
steel manufactory of Krupp, at Essen, is 8,- 
500 ; there are 298 boilers at work, and a 
similar number of steam engines, repre- 
senting altogether 11,000 horse power.

The Papal Hierarchy in Scotland. 


In the Apostolic letter creating the hier- 
archy, the Pope refers to his predecessor's 
achievement in re-establishing the English 
hierarchy in 1850, and those of Holland 
and Brabant, as well aa the Patriarchate of 
Jerosalem afterwards, and to his having 
made arrangements to extend the same 
blessings to Scotland. Pope Leo, follow- 
ing his example and interpreting his inten- 
tions, proceeds now to carry his predeces- 
sor's designs into effect. ‘The Popo gives 
a cursory view of the Scotch Church from 
its origin, referring to &t. Ninian, instruct- 
ed in the faith by the venerable Bede—an 
anachronisin already alluded to—then to 
the monastic institutions of St. Volumba 
in the fifth century,and passing over a dark 
period of 200 or 300 years, describes the 
condition of the Church under Malcolm 
IIT., in the twelfth century, and the in- 
creased lustre it attained till Sextus IV. 
gave Scotland a Metropolitan Church of St. 
Andrews in 1472, and later ancther at 
Glasgow in 1491—the sees in Scotland be- 
ing then thirteen. The triumph of heresy 
destroyed the ecclesiastical edifice in the 
sixteenth century, but the Roman pontiffs 
never remitted their endeavors to keep to 
the faith in that kingdom—first by estab- 
lishing a Scottish College in Rome, then by 
appointing Apostolic vicars for the benefit 
of the scattered flock of the faithful. Days 
of tolerance and freedom having now dawn- 
ed for the Catholics in England, the Pope 
had come to the resolution which Pope Leo 
is now carr: into effect by creating the 
Archbishopric of Glasgow. Besides the ec- 
clesiastical province, consisting of the Arch- 
bishopric of St. Andrews and Edinburgh, 
and of the four Bishopric of Aberdeen, 
Vunkeld, Wigtown or Galloway, and the 
Isles, the Archbishopric of St. Andrews 
and Edinburgh will comprise the counties 
of Edinburgh, Linlithgow, Haddington, 
Berwick, Selkirk, Peebles, Roxburgh, 
Southern Fife to the right of the Eden 
River, and Stirlingshire, excepting the ter 
ritories of Baldernock and East Kilpatrick. 
The See of Glasgow will embrace the coun- 
ties of Lanark, Renfrew, Dumbarton, the 
territories of Baldernock and East Kil- 
patrick, North Ayr, down to the meeting 
of the Lugton with the Garnock, and the 
great and small Cumbrian Islands. The 
Bishopric of Aberdeen will contain the 
counties of Aberdeen, Kincardine, Banff, 
Moray, Nairn, Rosa: (exéepting Lowis in 
the Hebrides), Cromarty, Sutherland, 
Caithness, the Orkneys and the Shetland 
Isles, and finally, that part of Inverness- 
shire north of a line drawn from the north 
ond of Loch Linnhe to the eastern part of 
the county bordering on Banfishire and 
Aberdeenshire. In the diocese of Dunkeld 
are included the counties of Perth, Forfar 
or Angus, Clackmannan, Kinross, and 
North Fife to the left of the Eden River, 
as well as the eviclaves of Stirlingshire 
scattered in the territories of Perth and 
‘Clackmannan. Wigtown or Galloway will 
include the counties of Dumfries, Kirkcud- 
bright, Wigtown, and Ayr, left of the con- 
fluence of the Lugton with the Garnock. 
Finally, Argyll and the Isles will embrace 
Argyllshire and the Islands of Bute and 
Arran, the Hebrides, and South Inverness- 
shire, according to the line drawn from 
Loch Linnhe to the eastern border of taid 
shire. 

The Pope reseryes power to introduce 
alterations or addittons to the hierarchy 
now established, defines the rights and at- 
tributes of the bishops, and prescribes the 
rules of their intercourse with the Papal

How To Bake Buans.—The recipe for 
baking beans after the real New England 
style is as follows ; Pick over the beans 
carefully, wash clean with cold water and 
place in a kettle, covering them two or 
three inchos deep with water, aud parboil 
one hour, Having selected a piece of nice 
home-raised pig pork, well mixed with 
lean meat, about one pound to one quart 
of beans, place in & pan, and turn the 
water from the parboiled beaus over it while 
hot, draining all the water from the beans. 
Place the beans in au earthen crock, filling 
about two-thirds full ; scrape the rind of 
the pork thoroughly, until it looks white 
and nice, then rinseit in clean water and 
score the rind through about one-half inch 
apart and place on the top of the beans, 
burying it about half its thicknoss in the 
beans, rind uppermost ; add water enough 
fairly to cover the beans, and place in a 
moderately hot oven, and bake three or 
four hours.

Nupdleon the Third had, indeed, largo 
juitiication for the remark ho is reported 
} tb have made, when reviewing the reven- 
ges which ho was working for Waterloo. 
“We havealready beaton: Austria,” said ho, 
“and we have moro than beaten England— 
wohave have saved her.” Again tho curtain 
seoms about to be rung Up forthe drama 
an Anglo-Rugsian conflict. The despat, 
ches tell us, day by day, of the departure 
for the Mediterranean of this and that 
} home or Indian regiment, and it would 
seem that in fighting material at rate, 
England was well well provided. Has sho 
a leader of first-class ability? In spite of 
| their. Crimean, experience, the English peo- 
ple cling toa tradition which says that ‘the 
man and the hoor” always appear, for Eng- 
land,together, Their publicists, speakers 
and writers, are never tired of saying that 
| the strnggle for popular rights brought 
| Cromwell; that the various wars with 
France brought Marlborough, Nelson, and 
Wellington ; that the hour of their necess- 
| ity brought Olive ; and to-day they appear 
to believe that Robert Napier, first Baron 
of Magéala and Caryngton, waits the 
| appointed stroke of the clock to sally forth 
| trom his headquarters on the rocky heights 
of Gibraltar ‘and prove once more the war 
| luck of England, It is interesting to know 
) then,exactly on what basis such a belief 
| rests, who is the first Baron of Magdala and 
Caryngton? Let it first be said that he is not 
in théremotest way connected witheitherthe 
Napiers,of Scotland or Ireland. . He is the 
son.of a, not distinguished royal artillery 
officer, and was born in Ceylon, India, just 
about sixty-eight years ago, It will be 
observed, therefore, that England's faith is 
pinned to a leader whose lifois almost filled 
the,apan of three score years and ten allot- 
ted.to mankind, Educated at Addiscombe, 
he passed at the age of eighteen into the 
Bengal Engincers:.. The East India GCom- 
| pahy then held sway in the great peninsula; 
at whose southern-most tip Lord Naplor 
first saw the light. He was, therefore, ‘‘an 
East India Company officer,” and it was, 
until ten years ago certainly, the fashion of 
the omnipotent Horse Gnards to regard 
this sort of officer as an. irregular fighting 
animal, totally unfit for leadership. The 
expected leader of Enyland’s military forces 
in the war that now threatens, was known 
in his early days by the sonbriquet of ‘*The 
Sepoy Officer,” a nickname. not intended 
by those who applied it to‘be wholly com- 
plimentary. It was much as though they 
had called him a dashing guorilla. In the 
Bengal Engineers, the most famous military 
and scientific corps that was ever organized 
by the English in India, young Napier made 
no rapid progres’, though he did much hard 
work. It was not until 1845 that he obtain- 
ed the rank of Brigade Major, for meritor- 
ious service in thefSutlej campaign of that 
yearled by Lord Hardinge. Hbiseaia tohave 
been a severe student of the abstract workof 
his profession, and his warmer friends say 
that, in mathematics and strategy, he noed 
only take second place to Von Moltke. In 
proof of this his record is adduced.» He 
was the chief engineer who successfully 
besieged and took . Mooltan, «captured 
Goojerat, and routed the rebel army of the 
Khatas. For these feats he was mado 
Colonel; and Lord Dalhousie, the ruling 
Viceroy, appointed him to the tremendous 
task of directing the whole public works ib 
the new British-province-of-the= Punjaub. 
Here he was called upon to tranguilize and 
then organize governmental order in an in- 
surrectionary district twice the size of Great 
Britain itself, to house a permanent’ gar- 
risony and, by»improvising railroads. and 
fortifications, to secure it against attack 
along an extended frontier, strewn, thickly 
with the elements of revolt. He proved 
equal to this gigantic work, and over the 
whole length of this territory the Grand 
Tronk road, asitis called, was rapidly 
built, running from the bank of , the 
Suthlej river directly north to Peshawur. 
His next notable services were 
rendered in the gloomiest hour of the 
great Mutiny, Generals of divisions: and 
brigades were flying here, there and every- 
where, in a will o' the wisp pursuit through 
the jungles of the interior, in 1857-58 ; 
the deadly heats and rains’ were decim- 
ating these gallant handfuls: of hard-preas- 
ed men, and the great empire snatched by 
Clive for Englanl seemed about to pass 
from beneath her sceptre. Tantia Topee, 
the one talented’ general developed by the 
revolt, was laughing defiance at the impo- 
tent British Commanders. It was just 
then that Napier, having previously assist- 
ed as Outram’s chief of staff in the relief of 
Lucknow, was detailed to deal with this 
too successful Mahratta chieftain. He pur- 
sued him, camevup with him at Joura Ali- 
pore, and defeated him at the head of a 
numerically superior force. The coveted 
distinction ‘of K. C. B. was given to him 
for this achievement. It was very hardly 
won, For twenty months he had lived al- 
most wholly in the saddle. It is admitted, 
indeed, very generally, that Napier won 
the”'greatest honors ‘of the Mutiny, 
though he did not at its close receive 
a full recognition of the fact. It may 
that a later feat, appeals more 
to the average European mind, fond of 
romantic and fanciful war ; his capture, 
jointly with the French under Count de 
Palikao, of the Summor Palace of Pekin. 
There he won golden opinions by rostrain- 
ing his mon from lawlessness, while the 
French revelled in’ violence and plunder. 
| For his own part Napier surrendered his 
| share of all tho! legitimate spoils of the cap- 
ture to cho rank and file. After having 
| succeeded Outram, his old superior, as 
military member of the Viceroy’s Council, 
he was mada, in 1865, the Bombay District 
| Commander-in-Chief, When he took his 
oftice the home government was confronted 
with the Abyssinian dilemma. . Captain 
Cameron, the British Consul, languishod 
in King Theodore’s jail, Ministries had 
so bungled the affair that a great expodition 
to the very heart of what Disracli, at the 
time, happily called ‘the Mountains of 
Rassclas,” was the only. way out for 
England, Napier, at Bombay, demanded 
irte blanche, or he would nob move, It 
was given to. him, and, without losing a 
man, the expedition reached Magdala, and 
rescued the Consul and his fellow-captiven. 
This bloodless victory coat England dearly, 
but it was folt on all sides that, Napior had 
done his part well, and his elevation to the 
baronotey, with the additional distinction

with every appliance for laying down 
stationary torpedoes, having derricks all 
about the ship, and every facility for hoist- 
ing in and out heayy weights. All this was 
seen easily enotigh with a good glass from 
the window of the small hotel at Buyuk- 
dere, and to educated eyes a piece of ma- 
cbinery on deck,’ partially covered up, 
looked exceedingly like the engine of a 
fifth craft, to be ectheontiae from some- 
where later on. It is easy enough to un- 
derstand what such preparations mean.

Some Notes on the Trade Question. 


A CHEAP COUNTRY TO LIVE IN. 
Mr, Cartwright’s professed object in re- 
fusing protection to native industries is to 
make ‘‘Canada a cheap country to live in,” 
but there must be a miscalculation some- 
where, as in the United States living is at 
present actually cheaper than in Canada, 
although the latter country, according to 
Mr, Cartwright’s theory, ought to be ruin- 
ed by protection. A gentleman who was 
in Buffalo a few days ago, informs us that 
he dined at the Ocean House, a first-class 
restaurant in that city, for 25 cents, the 
bill of fare being varied and excellent, 
Considering that boots and shoes are about 
20 per cent cheaper in the United States 
than in Canada, and that clothing ard 


also much cheaper amongst our neighbor® 
than with us, it doesnot seem as if the 
Finance Minister's objections to a protect- 
ive tariff, as given above, had any founda- 
tion in reality. 
OTHER INDUSTRIES CRUSHRD. 

Says the Toronto National: “After a gal- 
lantstruggle against the determined efforts of 


the proprietors of the Burlington Glass 
Works of Hamilton find themselves com- 
pelled to abandon the field and will in the 
course of six weeks, or as soon as the raw 
material on hand is worked up, close their 
works. Canada will then be at the mercy 
of the American glass manufacturers, and 
we may look for such a rise in the price of 


themselves for their expenditure in crush- 
ing the Canadian industry, just as they 
did when on a previous occasion these same 
works were closed on the failure of Mr. 
Tarbox. Even the Free Trade Hamilton 
Times was compelled recently to acknow- 
ledge the injustice which our tariff did to 
those wor The Dominion Stereotype 
Company, who established themselves at 
Brockville, finding that stereotype plates 
are allowed to come into Canada free from 
the United States, whilst heavy duties shut 
their product out of the markets of the 
United States, have removed to the latter 
country, of whose market they have thereby 
gained the foll benefit, as well as that of 
the Dominion.

All the time they were in Opposition,

Tue Russtan Position,—A correspon- 
dent of the London 7'elegraph from Pera, 
under date April 12th, notes that the Rus- 
sian position at San Stefano is exceedingly 
weak, their guns small, comprising field 
artillery 12-pounders, and scarcely 10,000 
men between the valley of San Stefano and 
the Balkans. The spirit of the Russian 
army is described as broken, and the posi- 
tion of the troops, strategically speaking, 
very bad. On the other hand the opposing 
Turks have all along the line some eighty 
thousand splendid troops, in capital health 
and spirit, the best available military posi- 
tions having been selected. The same cor- 
respondent notes that there are in the 
vicinity of Boyukdere a strong Russian 
force, and argues that the position has been 
strengthened in view of any attempt in the 
future to seize the Bosphorus. Allowing 
for the evident animus of the writer a con- 
siderable latitude, the Turks seem to be 
under command of men who understand 
tho art of war. 

Tunxxs Not Arratp.—The Russian troops 
in the vicinity of the Turkish capital evi- | 
dently have not inspired that fear in the 
soul of the Turks which the public gener- 
ally believe they have done, and a corres- 
pondent of the Telegraph notes that follow- 
ing :—‘ Tho Grand Duke Nicholas intimat- 
ed his intention to be present, and to send 
about 100 of the cavalry of the Guard te 
pay honor to the Sultan. However, sever- 
al thousand Turkish troops were drawn up 
in tho inside yard of the Mosquo, and when

Dominion Parliament, 
FIFTH SESSION “THIRD PARLIAMENT. 


WepnespAY, May 1. 

Mr. Blake called attention to the rints which 
s0 frequently took place in Montreal and sug- 
xestod that special legislation was needed to 
deal with them with any measure of success, 
He proposed that a bill shorld be introduced 
thi s¢s*i05, but as the time would necessarily 
he limited to \conside ing it, that it shonld 
oply remain in forco until the endef noxt 
session, He moved the first reading of a bill 
on the subject, though he was aware he could

Mr. Mackenrie said the questior had been 
anxiously considered by the Government, aud 
no doubt someadditional legislation wasneed- 
ed, but there might be doubts about some of 

provisions of the bill now introduced, and 
unquestionably it would require a vory strong 
force to execute it, The billought t» be con 
sidored at once by a special Committee. 

The bi'l was then read a tirst time, and 
ordered to be put on the Government orderr. 

Mr. Mills bronght down a report of the pro- 
grees of the Geological survey. 

Mr, Ross (Middlesex) moved tho adoption 

of the seventh report of the Printing Commit- 
tee, The report proposed a considerable re- 
duction in the number of documents to be 
printed hereafter. 
Messra, Langevin, Young and Appleby 
complained that the economies proposed were 
in the wrong direction, and would deprive 
members of decuments they ought to have. 

Dr, Tupper concurred in this view, and 
moved that the report be referred back to the 
Committee on Printing. 

After some remarks from Mr. Mackenzie, 
Sir John Macdonald suggested that the 
motion and amendnient should be withdrawn 
and the Committee could then reconsider the 
question in sympathy with the opinion ex- 
pressed in the House. 

Mr. Mackenzie sail he would feel bound to 
stand by the report if the Committee adhered 
to it, butit might be well to accept the sug- 
gestion of thehon. momber for Kingston. 
Somo other members having spoken, the re- 
port was allowed to stand for the present, 
Mr. Ross (Middlesex) moved the adoption 
of the second report of the Committee on of- 
ficial debates. The repyrt authorizes the 
Speaker to make some arrangement for the 
publication of the debates next session until 
such time as a definite arrangement might be 
made by the House,

The Railways of the World. 


Of 181,864 miles of rail track on the 
globe at the close of 1876, 73,508 were in 
the United States, while all Europe con- 
tained but 89,129. Next comes Germany, 
with a total of 17,333 miles ; then Great 
Britain, with 16,659; France, 13,390; 
Russia 12,121 ; Austria, 10,768 ; India, 
5,475 ; Italy 4,764; Canada, 4,007 ; Swe- 
den and Norway, 2,769 ; Belgium, 2,169 ; 
Australasia,J,748; Switzerland, 1,200; Tur- 
key, 1,201, and Holland 1,174. Among 
the old world countries having fewer than 
a thousand miles of railroad were :—Rou- 
mania, 764; Portugal, 691; Denmark, 
781 ; Greece, 7 ; Java, 162 ; Japan, 38 ; 
Ceylon, 82; Algeria, 333 ; Exypt, 947 ; 
Tunis, 37 ; Mauritius, 66 ; and Natal, 2. 
In the Gulf of Mexico we note Costa Rico, 
29 miles of railroad ; Cuba, 397; Hon- 
duras, 60; Jamaica, 27. South America 
shows an aggregate of 3,753 miles, well 
distributed along both scaboards. Tho 
enterprising Argentine Republic leads, 
with 982 miles; Peru follows, with 960; 
Brazil has 830, but will, no doubt, surpass 
all when oxisting contracts and plans are 
finished ; Chili has 614; Columbia, 66 ; 
Paraguay, 45 ; Uroguay, 189 ; Venezuela, 
8. Taking the mileage to each 100,000 in- 
habitants—a fairer test of Railway enter- 
prise—the United States stands first at 163 
to the 100,000, but readers might not 
easily guess the country next highest on 
the list, which is Canada, with 139 ; sti!l 
less the thirdand fourth, which are Uru- 
guay, 100, and Costa Rica, 70. The Ar- 
gentine Republic comes fifth, with 64, so 
that decidedly we begin to reckon the rail- 
way a western world favorite. Then fol- 
low in succession Great Britain with 5) 
Chili, 49 ; Belgium, 41 ; Switzerland, 33 ; 
Germany,32; Peru, 32; France, 31 ; Cuba, 
28 ; Sweden and Norway, 24; Denmark, 
24 ; and so downward to Columbia, 2, and 
Venezuela, 4. These figures are the work 
of French statistitians,

Several Mills Destroyed andjMany 
Lives Lost. 


Sr. Pavt, Minn., May 2. 
A terrific mill explosion and fire, already 
including eight mills in Minneapolis, and 
extending further, occurred about 7 p.m. 
There are wild rumors of numbers of men 
having been killed, reaching{seventy-five. 


Muyyraroiis, May 2,—At seven this 


The number of dead is placed at seven- 
teen. There were many trifling accidents 
and narrow escapes. The loss to property 
is estimated at $1,500,000. Ono million 
falls upon the milling interest. The los’ 
throughout the city by broken glass, &c., is 
$10,000. Five mills and a planing mill are 
destroyed, besides adjoining property. 
LATER, 

Five tlouring mills are involved in the dis- 
aster from the group which comprises the 
heaviest concerns in the State, chief among 
which were two Washburn mills, property of 
ex-Governor Washburn. The one in which 
the explosion occurred was the largest flour- 
ing mill in the country, aud the largest but 
one in the world. It was built in 1870 and 
was worth $200,000, Total insurance on the 
mills destroyed amounts to $435,000. Tho 
flames aro still raging in the ruins, but under 
control, and no farther extension is feared. 
It is now hoped the dead will be confined to 
the L4 mentioned in the Washburn mill.

The Cow By-Law. 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Sm,— Permit me, through the columns 
of your valuable journal, to correct some 
statements in reference to the Cow By-Law 
being a dead letter. 

The first is that the By-law in its amend- 
ed form is a dead letter. 

In reply to this statement I would say 
that if in its amended form it is a doad 
jotter,it must havo been 6-7 of a dead let~ 
ter in its original form, as the original 
clause embraced 7 animals, the amendment 
6, and prevented the seventh from going 
at large during the night,when most of the 
damage complained of was done. 

The argument sustaining this remarkable 
logic seoms to be this, that because’ the 
cow is not included among the animals 
prohibited under the clause referred to, 
therefore none of them are prohibited, or 
the only other view which it seems to pre- 
sent, is this : That! because 6-7 of an’ evil 
only is removed, that therefore no part of 
it isremoyed, This kind of logic may be 
quite clear to some, but I must confess’ it 
is not quite so clear to me. 

Another argument equally logical is seb 
forth that the amended clause prohibiting 
the cows from running at large during the 
night is a dead letter because persons could 
not sit up to watch cowstoidentifythem dur- 
ing thenight. But of coursé the objection 
did ‘not apply under the original. They 
could easily be identified without any such 
Qnnecessary watching, notwithstanding 
the two clauses are identical in this 
spect. 

Tho second statement is that, to myself 
and Alderman Holden may be attributed 
the defeat of this remarkable By-law. I 
would say in reply to this, that a motion

English vessel, it would not revert to the 
owner, but become the property of the Eng- 
lish Admiralty. 


Once taken the ship is the absolute prop- 
orty of the captor. Ifhe caunop bring it 
into a port to be, condemned, hé niay do- 
stroy it. But if he does so he runs the risk 
of it being shown that it does not really 
belong to a belligerent, in which case he 
would have to pay heavy damages to the 
State to whom it does belong. . By the 
Treaty of Paris certain countries, in the 
exercise of their sovereign rights, agreed 
henceforward not to have recourse, as a 
means of war, to “la course,” by which!was 
meant that they would not issuu letters of 
marque to shipowners, allowing them to 
make war on joint account with the issuers, 
It would be most unjust were any of them 
to withdraw the tirst time that thoy Afe ; at 
war from this engagement. But were Rus- 
sia to withdraw there would be no. remedy 
against her beyond a declaration of war, 
and war would already be existing. The 
remedy in any case, however, would be 
against the State, and not against the indi- 
viduals acting under letters of marque 
granted by the State. 

As to what constitutes contraband of wat 
no two countries have ever agreed. Russi 
would, therefore, pretend to find an excus® 
for issuing letters of marque, or pleading 
that we were unfairly condemning as con- 
traband of war'what; by international law, 
is not contraband. 

But the radical error in the whole Times 
correspondence is to suppose that Russia 
could not prey on our commerce, were sho 
to maintain the Declaration of Paris in re- 
gard to privateers, and were her ports to be 
hermetically sealed up, Nothing would 
be easier than to haye what, practically, 
would be privateers, without violating the 
agreement to abolish ‘la course.” A term 
which is used in a technical sense is most 
limited in its application, and, if used in a 
general sence, most yague. What would 
occur would be precisely what did occur 
during the American civil war. A Russian 
agent would bay a ship, say in a Spanish 
port. It would be equipped to act asa 
vessel of war, but it wollld not be armed. 
It would then innocently sail out of the 
port, At, say the Azores, there would be 
guns for itin another ship. The first ves- 
sel would sail to the Azores, The second 
vessel would issue from the Azores. Be- 
yond the three miles territorial limit, that 
is to say on the high sea, the guns would 
be transhipped from tho second into the 
first vessel, A Russian naval officer, here- 
tofore a passenger, would then read’ his 
commission, and the vessel would become 
a Russian ship-of-war, 

It may be said that (1), our consuls 
would be on the. alert, to prevent Russian 
agents from playing thia trick, I deny that 
it would be possible to watch every port in 
the world. Besides, unfortunately, we 
have always argued that it is no trick, but 
that the business of solling such vessels is 
perfectly legitimate, 2. That such a ves- 
sel of war would be unable to coal. Rather, 
it ought to be said, that coaling would be 
exceedingly difficult, for, if it would pay a 
heavy price, it would be certain to be able 
to obtain coal and other suppltes. 

That the career of such vessels’ of war 
upon the ocean would be a brief one is very 
probable. But no sooner would one be 
taken than another would issue from somo 
port, and the mere fact of the possibility of 
such a vessel being brought into oxistance 
would make-the rates of insurance upon 
goods carried into British bottoms higher 
than on goods carried in neutral bottoms, 
| and this difference of rates would have the 
effect of making all merchants ship goods 
| in the latter in proference to the former—

Orrawa, April 6, 

Rea moved, ‘* To resolve, 
regrets that the mode 
adopted by thi’Governnient’ IW relation to 
thie donstruction of the Pacifie Railway in- 
volves the'expenditure rmoUs Bums 
of public money without any corresponding 
beneficial results,” 

He said ;—It must be apparent to this 
House that great uneasiness, uncertainty, 
and doubt prevail among the people as to 
what the effect of the construction of the | 
Pacific Railway will’ bo upon tho coun 
try. The Finance Minister, in his Budget 
Speech of 1874, told. us that it would 
cost the Dominion.,ono hundred and fifty 
or one hundred and sixty millions of dol- 
lars to complete this great undertaking. 
Tt should not be rded fr party 
point of view, but ‘ns a national work, 
desdrying of the patriotic consideration and 
support of all partics. We all ayrée as to 
the necessity of this great highway ; the 
only disagrcoment between the parties ap- 
pears to be as to the way in which it shall 
be construeted. “No matter by whom it is 
built, it must cost the country a very large 
amvuunt of money.. When we come to see 
the large sums which have already. been 
expended and the small results that haye 
been attained, we may well feel «alarmed. 
As far a8 can be ascertained from the re- 
turns that have been brought down, the 
total expenditure up tothe present time 
amounts ‘to $10,06: 
we may deduet 
Intercolonial Railway, leaying 
77 as the net expenditure on t 
Railway. I find these amounts in the Pub- 
lic Accounts :—

The agreement with British Columbia to 
build the Pacific Railway was entered into 
in 1871, and on the 1ith of April'in that 
yearthe following resolution was adopted 
by the Honse of Commons +

by Mr. Tilley, 
‘Resolved, That the railway referred to 
in the address to Her Majesty concern- 
ing the union of British Columbia with

‘urday, the Ist April instant, should be 
constructed and worked by private enter- 
prise, and not by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, and that the aid to be given to se- 
* cure that undertaking should consist of 
such liberal grants of Jand, and such sub 
sidy in money, or other aid not increas- 
ing the present rate of taxation, as the 
“Parliament of Canada shall hereafter de- 
“termine.” ; 
By the journals it may be seen that Mr. 
Dorion moved, seconded by Mr. Holton, 
in amendment, to add these words to the 
resolution‘ ‘* And not otherwise,” for 
which Mr, Mackenzie, Blake, Mills, Four- 
nier, Huntington, and the whole party, 
then in Opposition, voted. Snbsequently 
in 1872, ax may be seen on the 145th page 
of the Journals,it was moved by Sir George 
Cartier, seconded by Sir John Macdonald, 
‘That the whole line shall be constructed 
“ and worked by one Company ; that fifty 
‘© million acres of Jand and thirty millions 
‘(in cash shall be granted as the road pro- 
‘oresses, the land to be held by the Goy- 
“ ernment and sold for the Company, The 
** Company to have twenty thousand acres 
** of Jand in alternate sections, per mile, to 
‘aid the construction, the Government re- 
*f serving the other portions of land.” In 
the Lake Huron and Superior section the 
contractors were to have twenty-five thou- 
rand acrce per mile. It may be said that 
the road could not haye been constructed 
upon these terms, but when we saw two 
rival companies, composed of the wealthi- 
est and ablest men of the country, on both 
sides of politics,struggling for the contract, 
wo may at least suppose they knew their 
business, because we knowthesesame gentle- 
men had been Jargely conrected with rail- 
way business before, and had already ac- 
quired enormous wealth. Amongst these 
names on one side, we find Sonatora Mac- 
pheraon, Simpson, Ryan, Prico, McMaster 
and one hundred and ten of equally well- 
known capitaliste, On tho other side wa 
fri’ Sir Hugh Allan, Sie Edwatd Kentiy, 
David! Christic, Donald A. Smith, F. B 
Burpee, and a large number of equally 
wealthy and able men, all of Canada, pro- 
pared to riak their fortunes in the enter- 
prige, It was tho struggle between theso 
two companies that eventually destroyed 
the enterprise, through false rumors being 
circulated both in Canada aod in England. 
The atruggle being severe for the mastery, 
tho action taken by the rivala caused the | 
defeat of the schomo,as woll as the Govern- 
ment of the day, much to tho disadvantage 
of the Dominion at large. Had this work 
gone on, wo should not have experienced 
the hard times from which we have suf- |

We haye not 
scon that any commencement has yet been 
made in the constraction of the road in 
British Columbia, although the Govern- 
ment, after the dofeat of the Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo Railway Bill in this House, 
purchased 5,000 tons of raila and fasten- 
ings, at a cost of about $320,000, and sent 
them out to Vanconyer Island, where they 
are rapidly rusting away, as may be: seen 
from the rust scales now lying upon the 
table. I suppose they are carrying out 
the other terms of ‘the second agreement 
quietly, although it is said they do not in- 
tend to complete even the road from Tnun- 
day Bay to Fort Garry. Then there is 
the Georgian Bay Branch. There. was 
great haste about that. In 1874 an agree- 
ment was entered into for thé constraction 
of that section of the railway. Under 
the Pacific Railway Act, that, wasa work 
which this House had no control over. 
That Act was passed through Committee 
in this House late on a Saturday night,and 
Parliament was prorogved a day or two 
after; the clause providing that the. con- 
tracts should be submitted to the House 
of Commons escaped the notice of the Com- 
mittee, In the course of the debate upon 
this Bill, the general impression on both 
sides of the House seemed to be that the 
contracts must be submitted tothe Par- 
liament,which means both branches of the 
Legislature. One hon, gentleman, who is 
the right-hand man of the Governinent, 
said, ‘* These contracts were not to be 
‘completed until after Parliament had 
sanctioned them.;"".and.the-hon. gentle- 
man who leads the Oppositionin this House, 
in the coursc of his remarks, said ‘“ they 
should always be submitted to Parliament.” 
I ‘cannot understand how these two or 
three lines, Which nobody inthe House 
appeared to have seen, got into the Act. 
The effect of this clause was that the Sen- 
ate had no voice in the adoption or cancel-

Ihave estimated the expenditure for the 
current year at about the same as that of 
the last two years, which makes the total 
expenditure on survey the amount 1] haye 
stated. Isthere any explanation for an 
outlay in two years exceeding the outlay 
of the former Government in three years, 
by two hundred thousand dollars 7 (200, 
0007) Ihave’ seen nothing to warrant 
this enormous extra outlay these last three 
years, It seems to mé the Government 
have beon remiss in not deciding upon a 
terminus tipon the Pacific coast before ex- 
pending such enormous sums in surveys 
through British Columbia. Last year the 
British Government were asked for a re- 
port for a terminus in British Columbia. 
Admiral De Horsey was called upon to give 
an opinion as to the proper place for a ter- 
minus on the Pacific, which was given last 
fall, so it was evident up to that time,they 
had arrived at no decision on this point 
themselyes, though they had been _spend- 
ing millions of dollars in running lines 
through the Rocky Mountains, and the 
Cascade Range for three years, without 
knowing where they wanted to locate the 
line. In my opinion, the first duty of the 
Government was to have selected the ter- 
minus, and then found the best way to it, 
for without a good port the railway would 
be Coniparatively uséless for commerce. 
They hayo to look not only to the growing 
trade on tho Pacifle coast, which has built 
up such a city as San Francisco, butalso ta 
the future trade of a large portion of the 
North-West, becauso we cannot expect it 
will come 2,000 miles, whonit can reach 
thosea in half that distance. Evidently 
the Government have not acted on tho 
advice of Admiral De Horsey, nor have 
they selected the terminus,

The Contract System. 


During the pic-nic campaign of Mr. 
Mackenzie and others of his Grit followers, 
during the past year, the people were told 
repeatedly that on the assumption of office 
by the present men in power,great reforms 
were inaugurated, and no department wa® 
more lauded for its management than 
was that of Public Works, under the 
mansgement of the present Pre- 
mier, Mr. Mackenzie. The  sys- 
tem of letting out contracts by the late 
Government and the present one wasa 
topic upon which Mr. Mackenzie dilated 
loudly and long,and challenged comparison. 


Mr. Langevin accepted the challenge and 
where fair discussion could b» had took up 
the gauntlet, and proved that the campaign 
speeches which haye been circulated broad- 
cast, contained statements far from the 
trath, to which no reply was giyen, simply 
because no reply could be given.

14. Under the late Government the lowest 
tender for No. 5 was $266,000; under the 
Premier's new system, the lowest tender was 
$312,000, or a difference of $46,000. Under the 
late Government the lowest tender for section 
7 was $251,000 ; under the improved syatem 
of the Province the lowest was $283,000, or a 
difference of $32,000 more, On section }4 
the lowest tender under the Into Goyerement 
was $271,000; under the new system it was 
$292,000, or $21,000 more, The total amount 
of the then lowest tenders was $790,000 under 
the old system, and $878,000 under the now 
system, or $83,000 moro under tho latter than 
under the former. In one of the returns pre- 
sented to the Houso he fouad that the tender 
accepted for section 5 amounted to $352,000, 
for No. 7, $327,000, and for No. 14, $321,009. 
Tho lowest tender for No. 5 was $312,000, 
and the tender accepted was 40.000 more; 
the lowest tendor for No, 7, under the im- 
proved system, was $283,090, so that the 
tender accepted was $44,000 more; the low- 
ost tender for section 14 was $292,000 mak- 
ing the tender accepted $29,000 more. The 
differences between the threo lowest tenders 
and the three tenders accepted were therefore 
over $1,000,000. The tenders hon. gentle- 
men accepted were 20 per cont. higher than 
the lowest tenders under the late Government 
and 11 per cent. higher than their own low- 
est tenders,”

They at onco 
went to MoLaughlin’s boarding house, avd 
finding that he had not been in bed that night, 
thoy proceeded further in search, and finally 
found hin with some comrades, and after a 
fierce resistance on his part conveyed him to 
the cells. Tho prisonor is the same man who 
was a prominent ringleaderin the rioting atthe 
time of the strike on the Grand Trunk, and 
who was seriously wounded by a bayonet 
thrust from one of the Queen’s Own when the 
workmen were assailed by the mob when ple. 
cing an engine which had been ‘‘shunted off’’ 
on the track, He is known asa violent and 
quarrelsome young man, 

Tansey’s injuries are very severe. The stone 
with which he was struck is a large flat piece 
of limestone about Sinches long by 6 inches 
wide, and about an inch and a half in thick- 
ness. One of its corners struck the unfortun- 
ate man’s brow, making a deop indentation 
(if not a break) inthe frontal bone,and cutting 
down to below tho left eye, the sight of which 
is probably destroyed. He was unconscious 
for some hours after receiving the blow, bat 
yesterday was able to converse. He denied 
having been struck when behind the counter, 
stating that he had been hit when at his gate 
outside the house, but the evidence of spec- 
tators is to the contrary, and further proof of 
the correctness of the statement given above 
is afforded bya pool of blood behind the 
counter and by his revolver, in which 
was 8 cartridge which appar- 
ently had missed fire and could not be ex- 
tracted. He seemed to desire to hush the 
matter up. His condition is critical, as the 
injuries are very serious,and should intlamma- 
tion set in his chauces ef recovery would be 
very small.

Dominion Parliament. 
FIFTH SESSION—THIRD PARLIAMENT, 


Fripay, May 3, 

Mr. Mills moved that the House go into 
Committee of the Whole to consider the re- 
solution of which he had given notice in re- 
ference to tho north-easterly, northerly, and 
north-westerly boundary of Canada, 

Mr. Mitchell thought we could not govern 
so large a territory, 

Sir John Macdonald said he differed al- 
together from his hon. friend from Northum- 
berland. If the Government were blameable 
at all, it was because they had not brought 
down this scheme in 1875. The country had 
been ownel by England since the time of 
Queen Elizabeth, and he did not think it had 
cost the Imperial Government much There 
was no reason why it should cost Canada any 
more. An American had boasted that the 
United States wore bounded by Cape Hornand 
the Aurora Borealis, Canada must cut them 
out quoad the Borealis. The possession of 
this new territory would be a great leverage 
in negotiating a new Reciprocity Treaty with 
the American Government. We should be 
unworthy of being the founders of this Con- 
federation if we refused to take upon our- 
telves the responsibility of anoexing this 
northern country. 

M. Langevin spoke to the same effect. 

Mr. Mackenzio supported fhe resolution.

For him 
self,he was in favor of a stringent license law, 
such as had been passed not long since in On- 
tario, or, better still, the Nova Scotia Act, 
He believed there was a pretty goneral feel- 
ing in the country in tavor of somo such bill 
as this, and he would not, therefore, take up- 
on himself to offer Ep peeled to it. A fow 
years would show whotherit worked well. Ho 
thought however, three wears too long a time 
to keop the Actin force where once adopted, 
He would carefully consider the clauses in 
Committee. 

After some discussion the House went into 
Committee on the measure. 


The Speaker said he regarded the bill as 
pernicious, vicious, and tyrannical, Tyranny 
mors gross it was impossible to conceive, 
Most solemnly, he protested against it and if 
not inopepatire it would be productive of 
evil of the grossest character. Not one-fifth 
of the adult population of the Dominion be- 
longed to the organizations which were furc- 
ing this legislation through Parliament. They 
had bad a practical trial of thie sort of legis- 
lation in New Brunswick and the result was 
riot, tumult, and almost bloodshed. He pre- 
dicted if this bill passed it would lead to riot 
and confusion from which this Parliament

Mr. Mackenzie said he be!

It was an experiment, and 
ought fairly to be tried. He would resist any 
attempt to pass a prohibitory bill.

1. That there can be no question 

| the superiority of certain harbors 
outer coast of Vancouver Island 

2. That Waddington Harbor is not favor 
ably situated for a termini do may be 
viewed as a prelimina’ or temporary | 
station only, the true terminus of a line by | 
Bute Inlet being Esquimault,or some other 
harbor on the outor coast of Vancouver Is- 
| land. 

3. That a terminus at Port Simpson | 
would have the advantage of possibly the 
best harbor on the mainland ; and that of 
all the terminal points projected on the 
mainland, and on Vancouver Island, Port 
Simpson is most conveniently situated for 
Asiatic trade. But Port Simpson is open 
to climatic objections, which are not experi- 
enced to the same extent at points farther 
south, 

4. That of all the other points on the 
mainland Burrard Inlet is the least difficult 
of approach from the ocean, and is gener- 
ally preferred by the naval authorities, 

5. That Burrard Inlet, oqually . with 
Waddington Harbor, is open to the geo- 
graphical objections mentioned in my last 
general report. 

With these deductions, the comparison 
is confined to the three lines terminating 
respectively at Port Simpson, Esquimalt 
and Burrard Inlet. 


as to 
on the 


The route terminating at Port Simpson 
has not been surveyed. On reference to 
map, it will be seen that itis projected to 
follow the river Skeena, and thence easter- 
ly to Peace River ; thence by Lesser Slave 
Lake and Lac la Biche, keeping about 140 
miles to the north of the line located by the 
valley of the Saskatchewan. Being unsur- 
veyed,and but little being definitely known 
concerning it, it is not possible to compare 
it with the other two lines, which have beén 
located throughout the greater part of their 
length. If, therefore, this northern line is 
to be seriously considered, it is indispens- 
ablo that a thorough survey be made of it. 
With our present knowledge, it will be un- 
wise to adopt it as the route for the railway, 
and to determine op proceeding with con- 
struction, without obtaining full and com- 
plete information regarding it. My own 
opinion is in favor of gaining information, 
and if the Government entertain this view, 
I beg leave to suggest that during the pre- 
sent year a continuous exploration be made 
from Port Simpson easterly to a point of 
junction with the located lino in the neigh- 
borhood of Lake Winnepegoosis. 

It is evident that even were the wide 
channels at Valdes Islands bridged the 
railway carried to Esquimalt would pre- 
sent no advantage in time or cost to an or- 
dinary traveller. If passengers from Es- 
quimalt could secure no benefit from the 
extension of the railway to that place, it is 
certain that there would be a loss sustained 
by carrying freight by the longer route, 

‘rhe cost of extending the railway to Es- 
vuimalt would greatly exceed that of 
takihg it to Burrard Inlet ; there is no suf- 
ficient data to form a proper ostimate of 
the cost, But even by leaving a gap near 
Valdes Islands of 12 miles, and substituting 
a ferry for the enormously costly bridging 
at that locality, the excess would probably 
reach, $15,000,000 or $20,000,000. _ The 
cost of maintenance would be great in pro- 
portion, and the annual losses on working 
the extra mileage would, under the pecu- 
liar circumstances, would be serious. 

It is difficult to recognize any advantage 
in carrying the line of Esquimalt, at this 
period in the history of Canada, to compen- 
sate for these grave objections. I have as- 
sumed Esquimaltas far as the Vancouver Js- 
landterminus, If the other harbors, Alberni 
or Quatsino, were substituted,the argument 
remains unchanged, the conclusions ditfer- 
ing only in degree. If we abandon tho 
idea of extending the railway to Vancouver 
Island, and fallback on Waddington Harbor, 
we would have for a terminus a point not 
favored by the principal naval authorities, 
and partaking of the geographical objections 
to Burrard Inlet, while it would not possess 
some of the advantages of the latter place. 

After weighing every consideration, em- 
bracing the engineering features of each 
route, 1 am forced to the conclusion that, 
if a decision cannot be postponed until 
further examinations be made—if the con- 
struction of the railway must be at once 

roceeded with, the line to Vancouver Is- 
land should, for the present, be rejécted, 
and that the Government should select the 
route by the rivers Thompson and Fraser 
to Burrard Inlet,

My complaint 
is that the Government did not ask’ for 
tenders though there was falling market, 
and people were urging them to take more 
at lower rates than were paid Cooper, Fair- 
man & Oo." I think the country will say 
that the public money was expended under 
Very suspicious circumstances in that case, 
We find that Mr. Mackenzie's brother was 
then a special partner in this highly favor- 
ed firm,and that he liad an interest of $15,- 
000 in at. I will read the deed of partner- 
ship, and hon, gentlemen can judge for 
themselves whether Mr.Charles Mackenzie, 
the Premier's brother, benefited by those 
contracts given in‘such an irregular man- 
ner and under circum stances so suspicions.

The Montreal Star, an independent and 
reliable journal, agrees with the Mail and 
the Montreal Gazette that the Conser- 
vatives have succeeded by a majority of 
three, provided Chicoutimi and Saguenay 
elect a Conservative, of which little doubt 
is entertained by either party, ‘This state- 
ment is made on the ‘authority of lotters 
from Messrs. Caron and Magnan, Con- 
servative members elect for Maskinonge 
and Montcalm, who had been classed “as 
supporters of the Government, but who in 
reply to enquiries from friends in Montreal, 
express themselves as unqualifiedly opposed 
to the Government. Thus it would seem 
‘that after all the fabric of falsehood which 
the Globe and its coadjutors have erected 
has tumbled about their ears, to the dis- 
gust of their hitherto believing supporters. 

In order to show how little the result of 
the Provincial election in Quebec will affect 
Dominion issues, it may be as well to state 
a few facts which will dispel any idea that 
areaction in favor of Gritism has set in 
in that Province. In the first place, the 
proposed railway and stamp Acts of the 
DeBoucherville Government gave their op- 
ponents a cry which they used with im- 
mense effect amongst a people so primitive 
in their habits as the French Canadian 
habitants, namely ‘increased taxation.” 
Also, those counties which had incurred 
liabilities on account of the railways wished 
to get rid of them, which the Government 
candidates promised would be done if their 
friends were sustained.

Murder Near Stevensville, 
HOPE MAN MURDERED 
BUSH. 

Oxtrtoy, May 6.—On the 13th ult. a man 
who gave his name as Thomas Allan en- 
tered a shoemaker’s shop in Bertie and ap- 
pica for employment. He said he was on 

is way from Port Hope to Buffalo to see 
a brother, and seemed desirous of working 
his way thither, though he said he had 
money. On being told there was no work 
there he asked the way to Fort Erie, when 
Jack Smith, an Indian, who happened to be 
in the shopat the time, said he was going 
that way himself, aud volunteered to ac- 
company him. The two started out to- 
peruer: and from that time nothing was 

eard of Allan until a short time ago, when 
it turned out that on the 27th ult. a body 
had been hidden under some leaves in a 
sugar hut near Stevensville and buried. As 
noar as can be learned no inquest was held 
at the time, but the proprietor of the shop 
in Bartie at which Allan had called having 
heard of this discovery, suspected some- 
thing wrong, and succeeded in having the 
body exhumed, when it was recognized as 
that of Allan’s, and, on examination, it was 
found that his throat had been cut. It was 
also discovered that some of the clothes 
Allan had upon him at the time of appear- 
ance had been worn by [tho Indian when 
last seen. Smith had in the meantime 
been arrested and imprisoned a short time 
in Buffalo for drankenness, when a large 
knife with blood stains on it was found on 
his porson., It is now in tho possession of 
the police here. Smith is well known in 
Drummondville, “A silk umbrella, which 
he was suspected of haying stolen there, 
and which was seen in his possession at 
Bertie, was found near the body of the 
murdered man, The Ontario police are 
making every effort to ascortain the where- 
abouts of the supposed murderer, He is 
half negro and half Indian, about five foet 
soyon or eight inches in height, has a black 
moustache, a scar on one cheek resembling 
a burn, and his hair is inclined to curl. He 
is a fortune-teller and basket maker.

| Butter. 


Many buttor makers spoil their butter by 
salting too heavily, As a rale, a pound 
anda half of salt to a pound of butter is 
quite sufficient to keep it from souring in 
cold weather, providing it ia allowed to 
drain a bit before salting 
| thickened with salt to the consistency of 

butter, although it lasts woll, still it isn’t 
worth as much as real butter, except your 
appotite for drink is slack. Some people 
will persist in keeping spotted cows, and 
| try to make oyen-colored butter. But the 
| meanest colored cow in the world is a blue 
| cow. Milk from a blue cow shows all the 
way through a roll or crock of butter. Blue 
cows should be turned oyer to tho milk 
man ; whose ingenuity is equal to any 
on yncy. We heard of a milk man once 
| that had a flock of blue cows and his yqua- 
tomera began to got the blues, and com- 
plained of the milk. He thought the mat- 
ter over, went and got his measure bottom 
convexed and bronzed, by which means 
the color of the milk was improved ; more- 
over by the convex system tho measures 
wore made much shallower, so that he had 
again, besides satisfying his customers, 
But we were discussing the butter question, 
or rathor tho salt quostion ; for as a gener- 
al thing there are two salts to ono butter, 
Now we don't ask butter makers to slack 
up on the quantity of salt, not at all, but 
perhaps they could get a weaker kind. If 
not it will be necessary for buyera to got 
their mouths and stomachs lined, or so- 
cumb to it like poor Mrs, Lott.

objected to by some because of it proximity to 
the United States. In determining the posi- 
tion of a commercial route, it was not desir- 
ablo to allow military considerations to have 
too much weight. The shortest route from 
Yokohama to the Yellow Head Pass way by 
Bate Inlet, 4,664 miles ; by Burrard Inlet tho 
distance was 4,796 miles. The Burrard Inlet 
route was clearly the most costly, and was 
near tho boundary line, but these wero, its 
only disadvantages, everything olse favored it. 
The cost of the railway betwoon Fort Wil 
liam and Winnipeg might bo sot down at from 
$30,000 to $35,000 per mile. Even were the 
bridges of iron and masonry the cost would be 
not nearly as) great as’ on the: Intercolonial 
railway, bat it had to be stated that tho In- 
tercolonial crossed tho valleys instead of run- 
ning parallel to them, asin the west. The 
whole question was ono which had given the 
Government a great deal of concern,and while 
they wore fully conscious of tho valuo ot the 
road they had committed themselves by tho 
Act of 1874 not to increase the taxation of 
the country for the purpose of building the 
railway.

Supply. 

Mr. Plumb having referred to the blunders 
connected with the Georgian Bay branch,and 
the incapacity, or unwillingness, of the Gov- 
ernment to deal with the Pacific railway and 
the steol rails purchases, roforred to thefailure 
of the Government to make any effort to con- 
nect Port Savanne with Rat Portage, Why 
should this not have been done? Because, 
probably, it might interfere with tratlic and 
trade in another direction, and with profitable 
contracts for the carriage of steel rails. The 
Pacific railway should precede, not follow, 
settlement. A great deal of money, he con- 
tended, had been wasted in connection with 
this work, but pre-ominent for wastefulness 
and great extravagance was tho telegraph 
line, A million of dollars had been Ook on 
this line, and the greater part of it, he was 
satistied, had been lost. He criticized the 
Kaministiquia Pusphanes) charging that the 
Government had placed themselves in the 
hands of a lot of speculators. 


Mr. Laugevin criticized the Government's 
policy at some length. te thought the Gov- 
ernment had made a mistake in not startin, 
from Nepigon Bay, which was on the route o' 
main line. It was frue the late Government 
had selected Esquimalt as the Pacific terminus 
of the raiiway, and they had no reason to be- 
lieve they were wrong in doing so, What- 
ever place might have been selected on the 
main land, it would have been a question of a 
little more or less railway on the Island. It 
was curious that while tho Government were 
declaring there wasno money to build: the 
through railway, they hada bill before the 
House which proposed to give $10,000 a mile 
for the construction of branch railways in the 
North-Weat. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick said when they got to 
English river, 110 miles from Fort William, 
piey stopped in the wilderness, From Sel- 
kirk «ast 120 miles were under contract. 
What of the intervening link of 184 miles ? 
Notadollar could be spent on thi section 
now until after Ist July, 1879. This, he con« 
sidered, @ most extraordinary fact, and to him 
it was unaccountable. He denounced the Fort 
Frances lock ssheme, and expressed his great 
regret that a vote was not asked for the ox- 
tension of the railway west from Red river. 
This was not treating the North-West fairly. 

Mr. Trow defended the Fort Frances lock. 
If $150,000 more spent uponit, it would sorve 
& most useful purpose, 

Mr. McCallum pointed out that Mr. Trow’s 
statements were contradicted by tho official 
reports, 

Mr, White (Renfrew) censured the Goyern- 
ment for not taking steps to connect the rail- 
way between English river and Rat Portage. 
He did not notice that the Government asked 
for any vote for the Georgian Bay branch. 

Sir John Macdonald asked why a vote had 
not been taken for that portion of the road be« 
tween English river and Rat Portage, 

Mr. Mackenzie said the surveys being com- 
pleted, the Government did not desire to pro- 
ceed any further under cash contracts, 

Mr, Bunster was proce ling to speak, but 
being promised a ful! hearing on Monday, the 
eae closed, and the House adjourned av

What with the difterence in price, and the 
difference inthe weight of the ton, as one 
was the usual 2,246 lbs. per ton, while. the 
higher price, Kittson & Co., was for 2,000 
Ibs. per ton, the country lost in this trans- 
action $3.30 per ton, amounting to nearly 
fifty thousand dollars. There is another 
expenditure for which, J think, we have 
not got much benefit; I refer to the 
Georgian Bay Branch Railway. A contract 
was given for that before a survey was 
made, and aline was located through a 
sountry presenting almost insurmountable 
difficulties. Subsequent surveys have 
proved that some twenty miles north of 
that line a practicable route couldhaye been 
found, On the line where the Government 
selected, it was from 1,000 to 1,425 feet 
above the level of the sea,and the hills run 
north and south, whereas the road ran 
east and west. On a route subsequently 
surveyed, we find the land is from 396 to 
654 feet above the level of the sea ; this is 
near the Ottawa and French Rivers, about 
twenty miles north of the Foster line, It 
is hardly necessary to refer to the circum- 
stances in connection with that. contract 
because it is painful torefer to those things, 
as they lead to very unpleasant recollec- 
tions, and point directly to the nutter dis- 
regard of the public interest when that 
contract was given to Mr.: Foster. 

Now, I'say that the First Minister is 
called upon to justify himself to the coun- 
try, and say why he let this contract in 
in-the-face of the law, and contrary to law, 
ignoring all its provisions, and treating 
Parliament. asif they were his creatures in- 
stead of being what Parliament always 
ought to bo, the masters of the Government 
of the day. Parliament always should 
hold the position of requiring the Goyern- 
ment to follil the law, or vacate the posi- 
tion which such non-fulfilment shows that 
they are not worthy to fill; and I say that 
the hon. gentleman has to justify himself 
to the country, under these circumstances, 


for making this enormous contract with

And yet without a plan, without an esti- 
mato, without anything whatever, without 
even a recommendation from the Chief 
Engineer, this work is entered upon ; aud 
that witliout a survey, without the slightest 
means being taken to ascertain what ought 
to be done with reference toa work which 
was considered of such vital importance, 
thatit must be rushed) through without 
Parliament haying!.permission to pass on 
the contract at all. Well, that law also was 
violated ; and whereare we to-day ? Why, 
to-day we Aro told that $41,000 of public 
money have been paid. Why paid? How 
paid {Upon a certificato of the Chief En- 
ginecr? The hon. gentleman has never 
received such a certificate, Tho Chief 
Engineer of the Canadian Pacilic Railway 
never signed a certificate for a dollar of this 
$41,000 ; and; it was not only paid with- 
out sucha certificate, but also without 
proper vouchers, , Read the document that 
was brought down in relation to this mat- 
ter!

On the 6th of May, a fow days after- 
wards, without any such audit, the Minis. 
ter of Public Works recommend that £36,- 
838.15 be paid, deducting the sum of $20'- 
000 already paid. Subsequently, as is 
shown by the Public Accounts, ho was paid 
$109,000, besides his deposits, $41,000, for 
useless surveys, and $68,000 for iron rails 
that are now rusting away. These iron 
rails were shown to be of the-most _ worth- 
less character. The Government paid him 
$48 per ton, and afterwards allowed him 
to take away, for his own use, 227 tons, 
without any security, He might have tak- 
en more for all the good they are to the 
country, or ever will be, but for old iron. 
Stell rails can now be bought for about $33 
per ton, delivered here. Then we havo 
the fort Francis Lock. I am not a member 
of the committee investigating that matter, 
and, consequently, Ihave a perfect right 
to expressmy opinions on the subject. 
The hon, Senator from Toronto (Mr. 
Brown) said the expenditure on that work 
was only $185,000—quite an insignificant 
sum. I was present when .Mr. Mortimer 
was giving his evidence before the com- 
mittee, and I heard him state that after 
the lock was completed, and after an ex- 
penditure of $350,000 more upon that 
route, it might be possible to carry ten 
tons of freight a day by that route, This 
was also confirmed iE Mr. Dawson. Mr. 
Mackenzic informed us, when this work 
was undertaken, that the intention waa 
only to constroct two cheap wooden looks 
The Public Accounts show that $185,000 
haye been expended already, and we have 
not got the lock yet. The hon. the Secre- 
tary of State, tells usit may be necessary 
for carrying lumber, but the Engineer in- 
forms us that the Government wanted 
lumber will be got there. "IN Tict t"eto— 
Premier, without thinking, rushed reck- 
lessly into this expeiditure, and then when 
he discovered his mistake, he was so self- 
sufficient that he would not abandon a use- 
less work. I have already stated that I

I hope I have satisfied the hon. the Min- 
ister of Public Works, and in reading the 
text of this remarkable document, I have 
given the Hotse the best evidence that the 
work was undertaken without any know- 
lodge of the subject, and after $100,000 
were expended, an engincer was sent to in- 
vanigato tna report on the work, showing 
in the most conclusive manner, that the 
information which the hon. tho Minister of 
Pablic Works was botind to have obtained

Tho Government, of which Mr. Macken- 
aio is tho hoad, have had a Pacitic Railway 
‘© policy ” for every year during which thoy 
hayo boon in oftice, and one or two besides 
and to spare, First wo had the policy of 
building and operating the whole line asa 
Government work, in direct opposition to 
thoir ‘“poligy”” whon tho subject first on- 
gaged the attention of Parliament, Next 
came the abandonmoat of the first section, 
north of Lake Suporior, thon the amphi- 
bious ‘ magnificent water stretches " chi- 
mera, of which the Fort Francis lock is a 
souvenir ; ther the Georgian Bay 
branch, by which Senator Foster profited, 
without Parliamentary authority for tho 
expenditnre ; next tho“abandonment of the 
water strotches and the Georgian Bay 
branch ; and finally—nothing. _ This is 
what the blundering, jobbery and corrup- 
tion of the steol rails, telograph line, Neob- 
ing Hotel, Kaministiquia land job, ote., 
eto, have brought the Grit Railway 
‘policy to—nothing. The Promier gove 
his promised explanation of his latest 
** policy” on the subject on Saturday, the 
effect of which is that no more cash con- 
tracts are to be given ont this year, Tho 
steel rails are thus to be given another 
year to rust in, and to be a heavy bill of 
expense for interest on their cost and 
storage in the open air, whilst, as the Mail's 
Ottawa correspondent tersely puts it : ‘On 
the main line botwoen Fort William and 
Selkirk, ho has given out contracts at either 
end leading to nowhere, and leaving an in- 
tervening link of 184 milés entirely unpro- 
yided for, Tho traveller from the 
Kaministiquia westward is’ dumped 
down at English river, from Selkirk 
eastward at Rat Portage. They may 
cross the wilderness between it if thoy 
can. This is a most reprehensible state of 
things. It is more than reprehensible—it is 
madness, Fifteen millions of dollars have 
been spent or pledged on the Pacific Rail- 
way thus far by this Governmont, and noth- 
ing has really beon accomplished, When s0 
much money had been expended or pledged 
it was surely worth making an effort to con- 
nect English river with Rat Portage, and 
give us a through line to Manitoba nt least. 
There would then be some result to point to: 
But Mr, Mackenzie proposes nothiny of the 
kind. He has reached the bog, und there 
he leaves us. Supremer folly or stupidity 
it would not be easy to conceive.” These 
words fitly characterize the conduct of the 
Government throughout. They haye incur- 
red a vast expense, but so blundering has} 
been their mode of procedure that not one 
dollar's return has been seoured by the 
country for all the outlay ; and Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie, by pursuing his newly explained 
course, makes it certain that no benefit can 
result for at least a year or two fo come. 
All that has been done is tho selection of 
Burrard Inlet as the Pacific terminus,—a 
decision as to the wisdom of which there is 
much difference of opinion, the site chosen 
being objectionably near to the United 
States. j 
Tho Senate are entitled to the thanks of 
the country for interfering to prevent, so 
far as thoy can, farther waste of the public 
money in this undertaking. The Govern- 
ment proposed to lease the Pembing Branch 
for ton years toa Company largely interest- 
edin the Kittson Red River steamboat 
line monopoly, whereby the public inter- 
ests would have suffered,by the prevention 
of competition betwéon'the steamboat ‘line 
and the railway. The Senate, howevor, 
passed @ bill on the subject providing that 
no agreement shou'd be entered into with- 
out the consent of the Uppor Héuse. Tho 
Commons, dictated to by the Premier, ro- 
fused their consent to the proposition and 
struck the objectionable clause out of the 
Bill ; but the Senate declined to recede 
from their position, and reinserted the 
clause by a majority of nearly two to one, 
Hence the clause stands, aud the Govern- 
ment organs announce the probable failure 
of the negotiations, as the Senate inter- 
poses to prevent any more jobbery or fayor.

I whistled twice, He turned round 
and looked toward the engine, checked a 
little but did not stop, and then struck out 
quite smartly to cross the bridge. When 
I saw him step on the bridge I knew it was 
all up with him, Ishut off the steam, my 
mate put on the brakes, and rang the bell; 
knew we could not stop the engine in that 
distance, and so kept looking out until she 
struck him, when he was very neor the end 
of the bridge, Hoe remained a second or 
two on the engine when I saw him drop 
off but he did not move. I wanted my 
mate to get offand go back, but he wouldn't, 
so I slipped off the engine while it was in 
motion, as wo carried a red signal for a 
train bebind us and could not stop. I took 
the signal and returned to where the man 
lay. A second-man had come up, I don't 
know where he would strike the engine but 
his hat was found on the corner of tho 
steam chest. If he struck there it would 
produce the injuries found on him, The 
lever was up when the engine struck him, 
but it was not entirely reversed as the 
train behind was in sight, and we carried 
the signal. I did not stop the engine at all, 
When I whistled we were goingat25 miles 
per hour, and if the engine had been re- 
versed sho could not have been stopped in 
time.

A. N, Diamond, sworn :—I recognize the 
body as that of Abraham Diamond ; he re- 
sided in Belleville ; was about 80 years of 
age ; was a Wesleyan Methodist. 
At this point Chief Allen produced a 
pair of spectacles, a handkerchief, a couple 
of keys, and a purse containing $6.11, 
which had been found on his person. 
David Forbes, sworn :—I live in S. 
Fredericksburgh ; know deceased ; last 
saw him alive about a month ago. Have 
seen the body and know it to be Abraham 
Diamond. 
Dr. Ruttan put in the following written 
testimony ;—‘*Medical oxamination on the 
body of Abraham Diamond, deceased, at 
an inquest held at Napanee Station, G. ‘I, 
K,, on the 4th day of May, 1878. I have 
examined the body of the deceased, Abra- 
ham Diamond, and find a corfused and 
lacerated wound of the scalp on the left 
side of the head, also fracture of the ribs, 
and severe confusion of the upper part of 
the chest, and also fracture of the verte- 
brae and right arm. These injuries re- 
ceived by the deceased are what might be 
expected when struck by a passing train, 
and are suflicient to account for his death.” 
Edward Edwards, sworn :—Am section 
foreman on the G. T. R; deceased passed 
by us about 9:30 a. m., on the east side of 
the bridge. He bid us the time of day and 
said, ‘* Yes are working hard, boys.” We 
took no more notice of him until the engine 
passed and we heard her whistle, which we 
mistrusted was for the old man, and I stood 
one side of the track to look, and saw him 
rolling down the bank. I went there as 
soon as possible, about one-quarter mile 
away, and when I arrived there he was dead. 
We brought the body to the Station on the 
hand-car, It was on the west side of the 
bridge and on the north side of the track. 
John Muir éworn :—Am fireman on en- 
gine No. 190, was on it this morning, saw 
deceased about a quarter of a mile off, 
and when we passed the section men the 
river whistled. He looked round, halted 
& moment and started to go over the bridge. 
My mate put on the back gear and I put 
on the tender brake and rang the bell. 
‘Then I saw deceased rolling down the bank, 
Am satisfied he heard the whistle. 
Mr. Forbes, recalled :—DVeceased was a 
little hard of hearing, very little. 
The jury after a few minutes consult- 
ation agreed upon the following verdict : 
We, the undersigned jurymen, empan- 
nelled on behalf of our Sovereign Lady,the 
Queen, to enquire into the death of one 
Abraham Diamond, who was killed about 
9:45 o'clock, this morning, on the G. T, 
ailway track, find that the said Abraham 
Diamond was struck by Engine No. 190, 
and we also find that the G. 'f. R. author- 
ities are in no manner to blame, 
Dated at Napance this fourth day of

The four 100-ton guns purchased by the 
British Government from Sir William Arm- 
strong, are intended to be used in the land 
defences until, at least, provision is made 
for them in the Royal Navy, and they will 
probably be mounted in the fortifications at 
important stations either at homo or in the 
Mediterranean. The Italians have five of 
these 100-ton gans, including the experi- 
mental one, and they paid Sir Wm. Arm- 
strong more than $80,000 each for them. 
The price at which the British Government 
has seoured the four now in hand is under- 
stood to be somewhat below that figure. 
The 80-ton guns made in the Royal Gun 
Factories in the Royal Arsenal at Woolwich 
cost between $45,006 and $50,000 each,— 
and a 100.ton gun, if manufactured at tho 
Royal Arsenal on the Woolwich principle, 
has b estimated at 860,000, to which 
may be added the outlay on new machine- 
ry.

Advantages of Pure-Bred Stock. 


BY PROF, MANLY MILES, LANSING, MICH 


Which breed is tho best, and what are 
tho advantages of the pure breeds over tho 
common grade atock of the country, aro 
quostions that aro often asked by those 
who are not familiar with the differont 
breeds. 

A consideration of the origin and charac- 

teristics of puro-brod animals will furnish 
the best and only satisfactory answer to 
these questions, Animals that have been 
kept in a circumscribed locality for a long 
time, without any admixturo of the blood 
of other families, have certain characters in 
common, which are the result of the con- 
ditions in which they are placed, and tho 
hereditary transmission of these characters 
from parent to offspring. Tho process of 
development may bo accelerated by the 
selection for breeding purposes of those 
that resemble each other in tho greatest 
number of particulars, and the rejection of 
all that prosont undesirable variations. As 
it would be extremely difficult to find two 
animals that aro procisoly alike in all details 
of the organization, we cannot expect the 
prevailing conditions will haye exactly the 
same influence in modifying the characters 
of different individuals ; and more or leas 
variation in the form and qualities would 
therefore ocour, 
From the intimate admixture of blood, 
arising from the interbreeding of the ani- 
mals in a given locality, and the continual 
influence of the same conditions, these dif- 
ferences would gradually diminish until a 
uniform type was finally established, These 
animals would then, from the uniformity of 
their characteristics, and the comstancy 
with which they are transmitted, be re- 
cognized as a distinct breed. In what are 
called the “improved breeds” this process 
is carried still further. 


Tho flexibility of the animal organization 
that renders possiblethe development of the 
characteristics of a breed through the in- 
fluence of surrounding conditions,as already 
noticed, furnishes an opportunity for im- 


rovement of a more special churacter, A 
liberal supply of nutritious food, in con- 
nection with protection from the in- 
clemencies of the seasons, will produce a 
tendency to early guaturity and better feed- 
ing quality ; or the energies of the system 
may be devoted tu the secretion of milk 
by developing a habit of the system in thut 
direction, and then new characters may be- 
come fixed by a system of selection and 
breeding, and constitute the improved 
characteristics of the breed. 

The improved characters are, therefore, 
the result of more highly artificial con- 
ditions than those that gavé riso to the 
original characters of the breed. 

The improvements, it will bo seen, are 
roduced by modifications of food and 
habi and they aro perpetuated by a 
judicious system of breeding. It is a too 
common error to suppose that improve- 
ments are made fryiineodinig only, and to 
overlook the influence of food and manage- 
ment, 

At the timo of birth the animal has no 
characters that have not been derived by 
inheritance, from the parents, but it may 
itself be changed in its characters by modi- 
fications of food or by the development of 
new habits, and these now characters, 
which are added to the sum of the parental 
characters, may be transmitted to the next 
generation, where they appear as inherited 
characters, The process of breeding, then, 
only serves to accumulate the improvements 
made in each generation by other means, 
and perpetuate them asinherited characters, 

Gread differences in breeds, and in the 
improved characters engrafted upon them, 
must therefore be produced from the differ- 
ent conditions that have provailed in their 
development. Each breed is therefore nat- 
urally adapted to particular conditions of 
life, and the peculiarities of the farm and 
the system of management must be taken 
into consideration in deciding which is 
“best” in any given case. 

‘The tendency to uniformity in the trans- 
mission of characters is increased by breed- 
ing only from the animals that posseas the 
same peculiarities for many generations. 
From this concentration of horeditary force 
pure-bred animals are “ prepotent” in the 
transmission of their characters when cross- 
ed upon animals that have no established 
characters, as is the caso with our native 
and grade stock. As improved characters 
are engrafted upon the general characteris- 
tics of a breed through the influence of 
special conditions,the intensity of the pow- 
er of transmission may likewise be aug- 
mented in particular families by more rigor- 
ous selections within the limita of the fami- 
ly, to produce a concentration of the ape- 
cial characters that belong to it, which is 
called high breeding. 

One of the greatest advantages of the 
pure breeds, and particularly of high-bred 
families, consists in the uniformity of their 
characters and their prepotency in trans- 
mitting them to their off-spring. 

For practical use upon the farm—aside 
from breeding purposes—well-bred grades 
may be equal in yalue to animals of pure 
blood, and in some instances they may be 
superior, Tho best grades, howeyer, can 
only be produced by a systematic use of 
** prepotent ” sires that have development 
of the characters we wish to establish, and 
wo must look to the pure breeds as the only 
available source from which such sires can 
be obtained.

Thad on my farm a four-acro field coyur- 
ed with Canada Thistles, { say ‘had’ bo- 
cause I am convinced the present season’s 
treatment has made it too hot for them and 
I shall see no more of them. The land was 
strong—“‘it takes good land to raise good 
thistles.” One-half of tho field was seeded, 
immediately after plowing and a thorough 
working with a two-horse cultivator, with 
soiling-corn.

There is groat fear, on the part of some 
amiable persons who write for the public, lust 
in certain excited movements of reform,there 
should be those why will take steps for which 
thoy will be sorry. They arguc, from. this, 
that it is not best to have any oxcitement at 
all, and especially that nothing should We 
done under excitement, It xo happens, how- 
over, that the path of progress has always 
been marked by sudden steps upward and 
onward, ‘There aro steady growth and atea- 
dy going, it in true, but the tendency to rut 
making and routine are 99 great in human 
nature that it is often only hy wide excite- 
ments that a whole community is lifted and 
forwarded to a naw | Men often pet ine 
to the condition of pig-iron. ‘They pile up 
nicely in bars. Thoy aro in. an excellent state 
of preservation, ‘hey certainly lie still, aud 
though there is vast capacity in them for ma- 
chinery, and cntlery, and agricultural imple- 
ments, —though they contain measureless pos- 
sibilities of spindles and spades,—thore is 
nothing under heaven but fire that can de- 
velop their capacity and realize their poasibil- 
ities, 

There are communities that would never 
do anything but rot,except under excitement. 
A community often gets into a sto.id, immo 
bile condition, which nothibg bat a public ex- 
citement can break up. Thia condition may 
relate to a single subject, or to many sub- 
jects. It may relate to temperance, or to a 
church debt.” Now it is quite possible that a 
man under excitement will do the thing’ that 
he bas always known to be right, and be 
sorry for it or recede from it afterward ; bot 
tho excitement was the only power that 
would ever hayo started him on tho right 
path, or led himito stop in the wrong one. It 
is all very well to say that it would be a great 
deal better for a drunkard, coolly, after qniet 
deliberation and a rational decision, to resolve 
to forsake his cups than to take the same step 
under tho stimulus of social excitement and 
the persuasions of companions and fervidl ora- 
tory, but docs he ever do it? Somotim 
possibly, but not often. Without excitement 
nnd a great social movement, very little of 
temperance reform has ever been effected

Bible Discoveries. 


It is curious to compare ‘the old and now 
maps, and to mark the progress of discovery. 
The blank space of ocean is followed by a 
faint outline of a few miles of coast, marking 
tho termination of introid-voyage. Then fur 
ther portions of the same coast are laiddown 
at intervals as supposed islands, Then by 
and by these portions are connected, and the 
outline of a great continent begins to he devel- 
oped.

Thus it is with the Bible. What progress 
iy being made in the discovery of its meaning!

SPEECH FROM THE THRONE, 


Orrawa, May 10, 
His Excellency the Governor-General pro- 
rogued Parliament this afternoon with tho 
following speech from the Throne :— 


Hon. Gentlemen of the Senate ; Gentlemen oy 
the House of Commons : 

I am glad to be able to relieve you from 
further attendance in Parliament, after a 
somewhat long and laborious session, I shall 
take the necessary steps at an carly day after 
the close of the financial year to give offect 
to the measure ee havo passed for the hetter 
auditing of public accounts. I shall ca!! the 
attention of Her Majesty's Government to 
your address, praying that all of British 
America, except Newfoundland, sha’! by tho 
Imperial action declared to bo within the 
Dominion of Canada, I rejoice that during 
the term of my administration this final step 
to consolidate British interests on the contin- 
ent of America has been taken with so much 
unanimity ond that henceforth the Dominion 
Goverament will, under Her Majesty, oxor- 
cise undisputed sway over tho northern half 
of this continent, I am happy to be ablo to 
state that, pending the final settlement 
of the question of boundary, a  con- 
ventional line has been adopted for 
my Government end the Government of the 
United States between Alaska and British 
Columbia on the Stickeon River. Tho largo 
aums you have appropriated for the pront 
‘works of intercolonial improvement will be 
expended with the most rigid regard to econ- 
omy and in the exdectation that the principal 
canals under construction may be nearly com- 
plete within the next financial year. The 
settlement of Manitoba and the North-West 
Territories has been proceeding this year with 
an unexampled rapidity, and if the efforts of 
uny Government to obtain railway connection 
with Winnipeg at a very early day should bo 
successful I anticipate next year still a largor 
increase to the population. It is specially 
geatifying to find so many Canadians who 
had in former years omigrated to the United 
States now returning to the newly orgar‘zod 
territories of thoir native land.

PAssep 
HEREAS it is necessary and expedient 
that the Corporation of the County of

A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE, 


Mr. Smith (Selkirk) rose to a, question of 
privilege. He said the hon. member for King- 
ston had last night spoken of him in an unfair 
and unjustifiable 1anner, in,proof of which 
he quoted from a local paper in. which it was 
said that ‘Sir John Stkedonall insinuated 
that the bill, the Pembina Branch bill, was 
merely ati arrangement by which the Govern- 
ment rewarded a member of the House for 
his servile eupport, and that that member 
had been compelled to admit in tho House 
that he was interested in this bill.” In the 
first placo, he (Mr. Smith) never made such 
an admission, and if be did the hon. gentle- 
man had no right to speak of him in that 
way. As a member for Manitoba, he had 
done all he could to bring about railway com- 
munications between that Province and tho 
outer world, and no sooner had he found that 
that could not be done than the hon, gentle- 
man (Sir John) and his friends put every ob- 
staclo in the way,and stated that the Govern- 
ment was rewarding him for his servile sup- 
port.

LETTER FROM ME. MACKENZIE BOWELL, 


(To the Editor of the Montreal Gazette, ) 


Sin,—Letters have been published in the 
journals of your city, over the ‘signatare of 
the Rey.

Tho fifth session of the third Paaliament 
of Canada, which was brought to a close on 
Friday last, was, though not remarkablo 
for the amount of legislation which was had 
during its currency, the Government hay

nounced programme, yet

kenzio Goyernment, having been opened on 
Thursday, February 7th,and closed on Fri- 
day, May 10th, having thus lasted rather 
more than three months. The line which 
soparates the opposing parties on the trade 
and cognate questions was more clearly 
drawn than previously, whilst more fully 
and satisfactorily than had before been done 
the corruption, oxtravagance and jobbery 
of the Government were made manifest.

WHAT IS THERE OF IT /—EXPLODED IN BUF- 
FALO—NON-EXISTENT IN OSWEGO, 


(From the Osivego Palladiim, May 10!) 


It now appears to be pretty well settled 
that the Fenian excitement which some of 
the papers have been striving to manufav- 
ture during the past few days, is mainly a 
myth. The Buttulo Commercial has mado 
athorouyh examination of the status in 
that city, and finds that thé police author 
ities haveno. knowledge of any prepara- 
tions for a Canadian raid. Superintend- 
ent Byrne says ho has never heard of such 
a person as Col. Mulligan of Chicago, and 
he and all others say no such person has 
been in Buffalo. Col. Wm! B. Smith, one 


at the story that tugs, steamers and canal 
boats have been engaged for transport- 
ation of Fenian troops to Canada und pro- 
The command- 
er at Fort Porter jsays' he has heard of 
nothing to justifythe-rumors=that a vio- 
lation of the neutrality laws is coutemplat- 
ed. - So, ns far. as Batlalo is concerned, the 
sonsatién’appears'to™be pretty effectually 
exploded, Oswego, being a lake frontier 
city, has been dragwéd into tho newspaper 
reports without any warrant whatever, 

No Fenian organization or force now ex- 
ists here, and there are probably few towns 
in the conntry where less stock is taken in 
these late reports or where thoy create less 
aensation. The Trish citizens of Oswego aro 
4o situated a8 to fully realize the impractic- 
ability of making any demonstration on 
England by tho way of Canada under oxist- 
ing circumstances, They understand fully 
that an attack now in that direction. could 
possibly result in nothing but wasteful and 
useless sacrifice of life and money on the 
part of an invading foreo. ‘The Irishmen of 
Oswego aro devoted to their native country 
in that none excel them ; none more ar- 
dently desire her political independence ; 
and none would make greater sacrifices for 
her sake. But in the main, they look at 
the subject sensibly and are willing to await 
the political cycle which shall bring with it 
the indépendence they desire. They re- 
alize, we believe, how unwise it would be 
for Oswego, in the present stato of business 
paralysis, to violently end usclessly disrupt 
our commercial relations with Canada, and 
the ineyitable result of which would be 
harder times and more suffering for our 
laboring classes. Such we believe to be 
substantially the situation here with refor- 
once to the alleged movement.

YHE MILITARY PREPARATIONS, 


The announcement that Indian troops 
are on their way to Malta has been well re- 
ceived here. At first the Liberal press 
complained bitterly that the secret was only 
allowed to ooze out after tho prorogation 
of Parliament, and at first sight it appeared 
that there had been some skilful manage- 
ment in outgenoralling tho Radicals, wlio 
would have endeavored to rise a commotion 
in. the House of Commons; buts the tole- 
gram that brought the news camé throngh 
Reuter’s agency, it is Dow belived that 
there was no intention of springing a mino 
upon thé unlucky Liberals. The total 
strongth of the force does not exceed 8,000 
men, but it is well understood that it is on- 
ly the advance-guard of a much larger 
contingent, arid the significance of thé itp 
is two-fold—first, as showing thatthe Goy- 
ernment has almost given up all hope of 
peace, and, secondly, that they have deter- 
mined on utilizing the enormous recraiting- 
ground that India opens out to ue in the 
event of war. The number of natives 
under arms in India, including the con- 
tingents in. the, tributary. states, excee! 
450,000 men, all of whom, »vurd be 
available or could easily be made 80 ; 
while from the-Sikh, Rajpoot, Ghoorka, 
and Mahratta populations could be. drawn 
a practically inexhaustible supply of fight- 
ing mon. Led by English ofticers,there is 
ho reason to suppose that such troops 
would be at all inferior in the field to the 
average of the Russianarmy. ‘Vhey fought 
well enough against the French in Bour- 
bon and Egypt in the beginning of this 
century ; and as no Asiatic troops have 
ever been able to stand up against them, 
they come to Europe with good credentials. 
The Indian cayalry are perhaps. better for 
light cavalry work than our hussars or 
lancers, and they will reinforce an arm of 
the service in’ which actual warfare would 
probably have shown a deficiency in num- 
erical strength. If, however, it is the in- 
tention of the Government to try conclu- 
sions with Russia in the field, the war will 
be more serious than we have yet supposed, 
However as there is no) break on; the 
horizon, no one thinks of going back, and 
the enthusiasm among those who will 
have to bearthe brunt of the business 
is shown by the alacrity with which 
the reserve forceshave mustered to!col+ 
umn, only about five per cenb of the 
whole number failing to report themselves 
at depot. ‘hey are all drafted off to the 
regiments forming the second army corps, 
now brought up to war strength. 


ITEMS. 


Recruiting is going.on briskly in Eng- 
land, as many as 1,500 presenting. them- 
selves in one day, 

It is rumored in Sheflield that the Goy- 
ernment will prohibit the exportation of 
100,000 tons of coal ordered to be shippod 
at Sunderland for Russia. 


A correspondent of a Scotch paper, 
twenty-five years resident in the west of 
Ontario, says that a very general feeling is, 
Springing up that the native population of 
the Dominion will be able hénceforth to 
supply the labor wants of the conntry with- 
out immigration. 


We hear from Greenock that two power- 
ful ateam vessels, suitable for service in 
connection with the defence of British 
ports by sub-marino mines, have just been 
purchased on behalf of the Government, 
and that they will be immediately de- 
spatched to one of the naval ports to, be 
specially prepared for work of this natare. 

Over-crowded street cars are not per- 
mitted in England. At the Clerkenwell 
Police Court, John Browning, a tram-car 
conductor, was fined 20s, for permitting 
seven more passengers to ride in his vehicle 
than were allowed by tho statute. The 

rosecution was instituted by the Chiof 
Jommissioner of Police, 

The Grand Lodge of Freemasons, under 
the presidency of the Prince of Wales has 
again unanimously elected his Koyal High- 
ness Grand Master. His Roysl Highness 
Was accompanied by the Crown Prince of 
Denmark, both of them having been ad- 
mitted into the craft by the late King of 
Sweden. 


In Littlehampton, Hampshire, a number 
of the parishioners, who object to the ritual 
practised in the parish church, haye erect- 
ed a building which is to be opened to-day 
as a ‘Reformed Episcopal Church,” by 
“the Right Rey. Bishop Gregg.” The 
Bishop of Chichester, in whose diocese the 
new building stands, has written a letter 
to the members of the Church of England 
in Littlehampton, in which he informs 
them that any bishop officiating in that 
diocese without his sanction is an intruder 
and that those who seek confirmation at 
the hands of such a one are partakers of 
his transgression. :

Mr, Wurre (East Hastings), said that no 
ono in the House regretted more than him- 
solf that it was necessary to bring this Bill 
before the House, and he hoped that it 
would haye its effect. He was yery glad 
that the hon. momber for South Bruco had 
prepared this Bill, and that the Govern- 
ment had accepted it as a Government Bill, 
and he hoped and trusted that they would 
carry it out in the interests of the people 
of this country. He thought that it would 
not be out of place to enquire whether they 
could not arrive at some kind of an ar- 
rangement by which no difficulty would be 
experienced in putting this Bill into force. 
It was a well-known fact that on the last 
12th of July in the City of Montreal, a 
large number of people having equal rights 
and privileges with others, on that day to 
walk in public, when asked not to do so by 
clergymon and prominent citizens,and some 
of those citizens members of the Church of 
Rome, consented, but unfortunately a 
young man was killed. It was not neces- 
sary now to discuss how this man 
met his death, further than to say that he 
was foully murdered, and the only cause 
for this murder, was because he protected 
a lady who wore an orange lily. In this 
country we should keep in mind that we 
shoul bear each other’s burdens as it were, 
and bear patiently one with the other. We 
should take the fact into consideration that 
we had our likes and dislikes,and he would 
not givo the snap of his finger for a man 
who would not stand up for what he be- 
lieved to be right, and to support and 
maintain the church and minister of his 
choice, It was a pity that in this country 
we could not regard the shamrock and lily 
as emblems that would hurt no party. The 
same dew from Heaven that nourished the 
one nourished the other, and why should 
he not stand up in the House to say that if 
one lady saw fit to wear a shamrock, and 
another a lily, each had a perfect right to 
do so, without being insulted or misused 
by any party. Unfortunately, owing to 
the carrying of a lily, this young man lost 
his life. There was but one opinion, to the 
effect that if the Mayor of Montreal had 
on that occasion discharged his duty, this 
life would not have been taken, If this 
had not occurred many lives since lost 
would have been saved, and the hon. mem- 
ber for South Bruce would not have been 
obliged to use his active mind and ingeni- 
ous brain in order to prepare this Bill, and 
the Goyernment would not have been forced 
to bring it before the House and country. 
But it was now here, and unfortunate oc- 
currences were happening day after day in 
Montreal. They must meet these occur- 
rences, and he thought that if they were 
sensible men and prepared to bear and for- 
bear, they could arrive at some conclusion 
that would be satisfactory, and that all 
these matters would be wiped away, and 
he trusted, forgotten ; though they would 
not be forgotten by those who had 
lost relatives in that disturbance. 
Some believed that it was right enough to 
walk in public procession, and well enough 
to take the lives of fellow-men; but cer- 
tainly this should not be done, because 
that was taking what could not be given 
again. The Orangemen of the City of 
Montreal had acted very handsomely in 
consenting not to walk on the last 12th of 
July. He begged to thank the hon. the 
Minister of Public Works for having tele- 
graphed to Montreal, when the funeral of 
this young man took place, to say that he 
would render assistance if necessary to pro- 
tect the citizens in paying the last act of 
respect to the deceased. He did not think 
that any party could say that the Govern- 
ment was in any way whatever to blame 
for that unfortunate event, or for the un- 
fortunate events that had since occurred. 
In the county from which he had the honor 
to come, the Protestants were largely in 
the majority; but the adherents of each 
religion walked, one on the 12th of July, 
and the other on St. Patrick’s Day. No 
one molested or annoyed them, or said an 
unkind word to them; and he would ask 
hon, members whether either Protestantism 
or Roman Catholicism was injured or bene- 
fited by these events? Notabit. It did 
not take away one member from the Church 
of Rome or dnjuro it, because the Orange- 
men walked on the 12th of July. Then 
why did they not arrive at some conclusion 
and arrangement by which the Orangemen 
could walk in public procession in Mont- 
real, and let no outside influence or out- 
side parties go to Montreal on that occa- 
sion, and then no harm or injury would be 
done. It was in the power of both parties 
to make such an arrangement. He under- 
stood that the hon. member for Montreal 
Centre, and other parties, had done their 
duty on the last 1th of July, and all they 
could to sayo trouble. He would say, Let 
every party enjoy the freedom and privi- 
leges which were purchased, as they all be- 
lieved, by the blood of their ancestors ; let 
each one worship as he desired, celebrate 
what day he wished, and walk as he would, 
so long as he conformed to tho laws of the 
country. He would se hal that 
when any Orangemen walked in Montreal 
and a band played, or the Orangemen en- 
couraged the playing of such tunes as “Kick 
the Pope,” and “ Oroppies lie down,” it was 
injurious to the jnstitution, to society, and 
unbecoming ; and he condemned such con- 
duct in the strongest terms. He did not 
blame parties for being annoyed at it. If 
they professed to bo liberal-minded and 
Christian, why should they wish any party 
“ kicked,”—and especially when a man 
was chosen to be the head of a Church 
and believed to be the right man to oo- 
cupy that exalted position, why should 
they wish him to be ickod? They should 
not do ao. Let each party worship as 
they pleased and do as they pleased, as 
long as they adhere to tho rules and the 
~ | laws of the country. He would say posi- 
tively, that in a quiet way ho had used his 
utmost exertions, and he still intended to 
do so—to prevent any Orangomon, with 
whoin he had influence—going to Montreal 
on the next 12th of July. Why? Bocauso 
no good could come out of it. Thoy did 
1| not want people to go from Uppor Canada 
or other quarters to take away lifo in 
Montreal, and thoy would also say that 
thoy did not want rowdies from the United 


anxious to be courteous to those who differ- 
ed from them in opinion, In Toronto not 
long since, the Orange procession stopped 
to let some clergymen of the Ohurch of 
Rome pass ; and why should they not hon- 
ormen of talent, ability and education, 
though differing from them in opinion? 


Itwas not long since when the Orange Young, 
Britons passed the Cathedral in Ottawa 
when high mass was in progress in respect 
for the memory of the Head of the Roman 
Catholic Church they did not play tunes or 
in any way disturb this meeting in passing. 
‘They threw down the oliye branch, and it 
should be taken up by the intelligent and 
independent Roman Catholics of Montreal. 
A word or two from the gentleman who oc- 
cupied the high position of R. O. Bishop of 
Montreal, and all would have been quiet 
and peace. It was an honor to him to have 
such an influence over his people. If the 
Bishop of Montreal would say to his peo- 
ple, “let the Orangemen walk on the 12th 
of July,” if the city Council would gnaran- 
tee protection, and if the True Witness 
would advocate it, all the difficulty would 
be overcome ; this Bill would never be en- 
forced, and peace and harmony and good 
will would prevail. He hoped he had not 
said a word that would make any one feel 
aggrieved ; althongh for one word he had 
used he would suffer in somo quarters from 
excitable members of the Orange Order, for 
he did not think that it was a good thing 
to goto Montreal on the 12th, nor that 
this was necessary or would be beneficial. 
Why should they deny to any one the 
right if they wished to walk in procession 
on that day ; or say to them, ‘* You are 
the minority, and we the majority will 
crush you.” This would work both ways. 
In Upper Canada Protestants could say 
that they would crush out the parties who 
celebrated St. Patrick's Day, etc., but it 
would not be right. This would place 
them in an unfortunate,uncomfortable and 
unjust position. He hoped that the ma- 
jority of the people of Montreal and those 
who represented the Catholics would say, 


Let the Orangemen walk and enjoy 
themselves and do as they liked as long as 
they do not play insulting and uncalled for 
tunes.” He hoped and trusted that if such 
an offer was made such tunes would not be 
played, and that the Orangemen would not 
do what was not right or sustained by the 
laws of the country, but what was right 
and fair in accordance with the rales of 
the Society. An hon. gentleman beside 
him said they had aright to walk. Cer 
tainly, but unless some assurance was giv- 
en by intellectual men on the opposite side 
that no objection would be raised to the 
programme he mentioned, they would go 
and doubtless be prepared to shed blood. 
How would this Bill stop or prevent any 
man from putting a pistol in his pocket 
and preparing to shoot down people or hin- 
der armed parties coming from the other 
side to prevent this procession? It was 
well known that there was a law_prohibit- 
ing the carrying of pistols ; but it had not 
prevented these deaths or parties being 
shot down and sent into the presence of 
God withont amoment’s preparation. Who 
was benefited, or what society was advan- 
ced by these proceedings? Was the Church 
of Rone, or Protestantism? Not at all. 
All this was injurious and wrong, and con- 
trary to the harmony and the prosperity of 
the people of this country. It would not 
be right for him to forget that the Hon. 
Frank Smith, and many other prominent 
Roman Catholic gentlemen in Toronto,had 
used their utmost exertions to prevent in- 
terference with the procession in Montreal 
on the last 12th of July. He hoped that 
these gentlemen would still continue to act 
in as liberal-minded a manner and use their 
good offices in this regard ; and show that 
nothing would make the country prosper 
more than the guarantee of equal rights 
and privileges to all. Our constitution 
was as free as the air we breathed,and why 
should not members of both churches asso- 
ciate together and be friendly one with 
another, supporting and maintaining the 
churches and societies of their choice? He 
believed that the hon. member; for Mont- 
real Centre had done his duty on the last 
16th, and he thanked the hon. gentleman 
for doing so. Many gentlemen of intelli- 
gence had also done their best on that oc- 
casion to prevent a riot in Montreal. There 
never was a time when it was more neces- 
sary than now for all citizens to stand 
shoulder to shoulder. They did not know 
how soon the time would come when they 
would be placed in an unfortunate and un- 
comfortable position ; when the empire 
which protected, assisted and stood by us 
would be plunged into war with one of the 
most powerful nations in the world ; and 
then it would be necessary and right to 
give the Mother Country assistance and 
not to jump at each other's throats and 
take each other’s lives. This was not right 
—and he would join with any party or 
body of men and use whatever little influ- 
ence he had to prevent any ono on the 
coming 12th in Montreal from being insult- 
ed or injured, and to prevent any outsid- 
ors going there to celebrate the day. The 
leaders on the opposite side should say— 
«'Theso men havo rights as well as our- 
selves.” It possibly might be offensive for 
men to carry Orango flags ; but it was 
also offensive to carry tho Host. But 
why quarrel with those who honored the 
Host! He had no right to say that this 
should not bo done. Then the opposite 
side should say “if you wish to carry a flag 
or omblem,you should have the same rights 
and privileges.” If they did so faithfully 
and in a spirit of charity, they would dis- 
charge a ality, Ho was contident that the 
hon. membor for South Bruce would give 
his assistance in this matter ; and also tho 
hon. the Firat Minister. In a conversation 
that day with tho latter hon. gentleman— 
which was not privato—tho First Miniator 
had said that ho would do anything he pos- 
sibly could in this relation. Ho. trusted 
that the hon. gentlemen representing the 
opposite side would express thoir willing- 
noss to Orangemen celebrating tho 12th in 
tho way they bolioved they should. If this 
was dono ho was assurod that this difficulty 
would bo overcome and that this Bill would 
not bo required. He hoped that his ro- 
marks would be receiyed in tho cordial 
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end? And after they were done,who would 
be benefited or advantaged? Ho trusted 
that some conciliatory arrangement would 
be made and the difficulty overcome for the 
sake of peace and harmony. 

THE PEMBINA BRANCH. 

Mr. Wuire (East Hastings) said this 
matter was ono of very great importance. 
The people of this country wero watching 
with great interest the proceedings of this 
House and Government with relation to 
leasing to the Montreal Bank or any other 
institution that line of road. The people 
would ask: Did the Government object 
that it should be submitted to the Senate 7 
There must be something behind the screen, 
something that will not bear the light, 
when the Government refused to accept 
the bill amended by the Senate, composed 
of gentlemen selected from among the best 
men of the country. The hon. member 
for South Bruce found fault because a ce 
tain item, a certain law had been passed ; 
he remembered well that by that Pacific 
Railway Act, and the letting of that con- 
tract the late Government was put out of 
power. The people of this country were 
suspicious of letting a contract to any rich 
corporation. The point he wished to im- 
press on this Government was that they 
professed to be a reform Goyernment, to 
guard the interests of the people and to do 
everything right and just. Why deny the 
Senate the right to say whether this con- 
tract shall be a fair contract or not? Ho 
was bound to say, that no matter what the 
political opinions of the Senate were, if 
this contract were in the interest of the 
country the gentlemen composing that 
body would be independent enough to pass 
it. Why prevent them? No man in this 
House had shown a more independent 
spirit than the hon. member for South 
Bruce ; when the Government did not do 
what was right, he left the House and 
would not vote with the Government. He 
(Mr. White) hoped the Government would 
accept this motion, otherwise the people 
would say, they were afraid there was 
something behind the} screen, something 
detrimental to their interests, and to the 
interests of the people if encouraged to go 
into that province. That road was to be 
finished during this semmer,and completed. 
Why should we hand it over to any cor- 
poration for ten years to the injury of the 
people of that Province? Why not let all 
parties that build roads leading there have 
the right to compete for running powers. t

ARMS AND AMMUNITION DISTRIBUTED—MAR- 
AUDERS PROMISED A HOT RECEPTION, 
(Prom the Ottawa Citizen, May 14.)

Butter Making and the Cost of 
| Creameries, 


(From the Monetary Times.) 


Tho question of greatest interest to our 
dairymen is probably this: In what man- 
nor can thoy dispose of their milk to best 
advantage. Three courses are open to 
them: To mako the milk into butter at 
tho dairy ; to sell it to the choese factorica; 
or to establish creamories to manufacture it 
| into butter. 

The first namggis the least likely to give 
satisfoction as qbhings now exiat. Dairy 
| butter has beon found for the most part to 
be only medium in quality, and this is not 
the grade in demand. If we had a nom- 
ber of large and well appointed dairy farms 
where care and method were used, it would 
be a very different matter, but the bulk of 


inferior,owing to the small quantity of milk 
that can be treated at one time, upon an 
ordiuary farm. 

The next alternative isto send the milk 
to the cheese factories, This course has 
| proved so successful after soveral years,ox- 
perience in the past, that there is no need 
of enforcing it here, It is an evidence of 
the lack of dairying facilities on a proper 
scalo, a8 well as a striking illustration of 
the conservatism of Canadian farmers, in 
some quarters at least, that they have con- 
tinued so long making dairy butter at home, 
when they could have disposed of their 
milk profitably and with but little labor 
and expotise at the cheese factories. The 
manufacture of cheese is now an establish- 
ed industry here and cannot fail to com- 
mand increasing patronage year by year, 
from tho'dairymen of Canada. But it 
would not be advisable for all the milk to 
be made into cheese, for if the market were 
overstocked low prices might result. The 
better plan, perhaps, would be for dairy- 
men to support liberally the cheeso fac- 
tories already in operation, and to establish 
butter creameries in localities where there 
id no cheese factory. 


The total outfit for abutter factory, in- 
cluding building, churns, milkpans and 
other necessary appliances, will cost. about 
one thousand dollars. ‘This is, perhaps the 
smallest sym for which a creamery, equip- 
ped to manufacture the milk of 300cows and 
worked by horse-power, can be started. If 
steam power be employed, the outlay will 
be increased by the cost of the boiler. 
There are many creameries which cost 
more than that, although $1,000 covers 
all nevesaory expenditure. One butter fac- 
tory in the county of Huntingdon cost 
nearly three thousand dollars, but it has a 
very large and handsome building, and all 
the machinery necessary for manufactvring 
the milk of 500 cows, including boiler and 
ice-house. Every creamery should have an 
ice house, and commodious store-room for 
the butter ; and the latter should be dry, 
cool, and well ventilated, for the preserva- 
tion of the rich, creamy flayor in the butter 
depends greatly (pon the purity and clean- 
liness of the storeroom. 


This factory is managed by a joint stock 
company of farmers, and pays a dividend 
of about ten per cent. per annum upon the 
capital invested. They charge the patrons 
three and a half cents per pound for mak- 
ing the butter and furnishing the salt and 
tinnets, aud make one pound of butter 
from twenty-five pounds of milk through- 
out the season. ‘Tho butter sold for 234. 
netting the patrons twenty cents per pound 
after paying expénses. They also get back 
the skimmed and butter milk, which is 
valuable to them for feeding young stock 
and much superior to whey. In two neigh- 
boring creameries, which cost only $1,000 
éach, is charged four cents per pound for 
manufacturing, and the butter netted the 
patrons 21¢ per pound, last, season, better 
sales having been made than in the firet 
factory, 

The managers of a Western creamery 
offered the dairymen of an adjoining town: 
ship, € start & creamery for them, if they 
would furnish 300 cows, and to poy them 
tWenty cents per pound for the butter 
throughout the whole season, free of all ex- 
pense to them for manufacturing or pack- 
age. But this offer, will it be believed, was 
Dot, accepted. It is unaccountable that 
formers will thus refuse to take twenty 
cents for their butter, free of expense for 
labor or timjets, preferring to haye their 
Wives and danghters make it at home, and 
then perbaps sell it atten or fifteen cents 
per pound, or at six to ten cents ina season 
like the present. 


A largo shipper, just returnod from Eng- 
land, states that butterine has completely 
superseded ordinary Canadian butter in the 
British markets, He visited tho retail 
stores in the principal cities there,trying to 
sell his Canadian butter, and he found 
them stocked with medium butter which 
was selling very slow ly. 
tailing buttorine in largo» quantities, and 
Wwas'told that they sold ten packages of 
butterine to one of common butter; the 
former being preferred because of its more 
nutritious qualities. Butterine is on the 
table in all the ordinary eating houses as 
wellas butter, and is frequently used in 
preference to it. The commission mer- 
chants are receiving butterine weekly, fresh 
from the factories, and haye ordera from 
the consignors to sell immediately on ar- 
rival, at ‘tho current prices, and on no ac- 
count to hold it for a better market. The 
reason for such peremptory order is thint 
butterino, when held any time, goes en- 
tirely out of condition, We hear of a lot 
now going a begging in a British port at

Look to the Apple-Trees. 

The time will soon come when if apple- 
trees are suffering from the borer, the ef- 
fect will be seen in the foliage before the 
proper maturing time comes. By the term 
** borer ” different insects may be under- 
stood ; but the one we mean, and which 
| is the only one people trouble themselves 
much about in this part of tho world, is 
the one which enters the stem of the tree 
near the ground and bores its way up the 
trunk, just below the bark, in the young 
wood. It can be readily detected by ex- 
amining the trank at that spot, and if this 
borer is there sawdust-like particles which 
have been ejected by the larva of the in- 
sect. will appear. The numerous holes 
which this fellow makes cuts offa large 
supply of the sap which ought to go from 
the roots to the leaves, and these therefore 
become half-staryed, and thus results the 
yellow color, 

To get these worms out is the one uni- 
versal thought ; but people differ as to how 
it is best to be done. In years gone by the 
most popular process was to run up a stiff 
wire, but people have found by experience 
that tho ‘** worm ”’ is not always crushed by 
it, especially if he has genius enough to 
make his way a devious one. The wire 
strikes against the side, and while we are 
laughing at the thought of his utter de- 
struction, if it has reason and not inetinct, 
as some writers contend for insects and 
animal life in genoral, it is probably laugh- 
ing at its lucky escape. This plan does not 
seem to satisfy many people, for there are 
continually appearing new modes which are 
supposed to do better than the old one. 

One of the most original of these is to 
take clay, temper itso thatit will hold 
water pretty well, and then make a dish 
around the base of the tree, the edge ex- 
tending up as high as the worms haye pro- 
bably ascended. Water is ther. poured in 
and the insects are drowned out, We shoald 
be afraid it would be as hard to get the 
water to run up into these worm-holes as 
for water to get up into an inverted tumb- 
ler. However, whether this or any other 
plan is good or not, there is nothing to our 
mind like taking them out with the jack- 
knifo. This is easily done without much 
horizontal injury tothe bark, and there is 
a satisfaction in being ablo to look straight 
into the eyes of ono's enemy, and to testify 
positively to his death.

Dominion Parliament. 
FIFTH SESSION “THIRD PARLIAMENT, 


(From the Official Report, ) 


On the third reading of Mr, Blake’s Bill for 
the Presorvation of the Peace, Mr, White 
spoke as follows :— 

PRESERVATION OF THE PRAce, 

Mr, Wurre (East Hastings) ssid tho hon. 
member for Montreal Centre (Mr, Devlin) had 
appealed to him to use his influence to pro- 
vent a procession taking place in Montreal on 
the 12th of July, That he could not do. The 
only thing he could do was to advise that the 
Orangemen of Montreal should walk there 
and that others should not visitthem, The 
hon. gentleman had said that if they did walk 
there would be bloodshed. How, then, could 
he (Mr. White) ask the people ia Upper Can- 
ada not to goto Montreal. ‘hey would say 
they ought to go thre to assist their friends, 
If the Orangemen of Montreal obtained their 
right he would use his influence to prevent 
any one clsc from going there. He thought 
charity should enter junto the hearts of the 
people of Montreal ; when there wore so many 
thousands of a majority, they ought surely to 
allow a few hundred to’ exercise their right. 
It was his own countrymen who caused this 
difficulty, He was sure that the French Ca- 
nadian Koman Catholics would allow the 
Orangemen of Montreal to walk. Why should 
they not be allowed to walk in peace? He 
would say to his friends, ‘don't go to Montreal 
prepared to injure your neighbor by taking 
the lives of your wives’ brothers or their 
sons.” He hopell that this great difficulty, 
which was anticipated, would be overcome ; 
and that the Orangemen of Montreal would 
be allowed to walk in peace, But he could 
not use more influence than he had, He 
could not prevent a great number from going 
there ; but he should advise them to keep 
within the laws of the country, to give no of- 
fence, and to be slow to take it, He was 
sorry that the hon. member (Mr, Devlin) 
could not have made a statement that thi 
matter would be satisfactorily settled in this 
way. He thanked the hon. member for 
South Bruce (Mr, Blake) for his speech on 
the introduction of this Bill, and he hoped 
the Government would sec that the measure 
was strictly carried ont on both sides, He 
believed that the Orange Young Britons 
in the City of Montreal had appeared 
in public oftener than they should 
have appeared. He hoped if that 
were so that the Government would keep them 
within bounds, Under present circumstances, 
hundreds of thousands would spend money in 
going to Montreal which their families 
reaeined, simply because a great interest was 
to be sustained, and they would stand by 
«thers and not allow them to be crushed out. 
He hoped there was nothing in_the character 
of ribbonism in this country. He did not say 
there was and he did not know there was, 
The conduct of the Roman Catholics of the 
County of Hastings was a credit to them- 
selyes. There were three Roman Catholic 
parishes there which advocated Common 
Schools, and celebrated St. Patrick’s Day as 
honorable, decent and sober men. From 10,- 
000 to 15,000 men walked in the city of 
Belleville on that day, and at six o'clock in 
the afternoon they wouldn't know there was 
anybody there, In that county both Orange- 
men and Catholics walked inypeace, and why 
could they not in Montreal, If the people of 
Montreal did not seriously consider this mat- 
ter, Ife was afraid a difficulty would arise 
which would call for Government interfer- 
ence, 


SESSION AL 
On the employment of Sessional Clerks, Mr, 
White spoke as under :— 


Mr. Wire (East Hastings) said there were 
in this House about forty Sessional Clerks 
employed, fifteen or twenty of whom were 
employed in pani work, the remainder 
were employed in sending communications 
favorable to the Government, to those Gov- 
ernment nowspspers which could not afford 
to keep correspondents at Ottawa. Why did 
not the hon, member for South Bruce stop 
this abuse? The hou. gentleman knew well 
that if he and the hon. member for Chateau- 
guay (Mr. Holton) were to use their influence, 
the hou. the Minister of Public Works would 
not dare accord to these men the positions 
they now oceupied. So long as this Govern- 
ment or any Government used public servants 
to work in their behalf, so long the Opposition 
had an equal right; but, in apy case, this 
country could not afford to pay civil servants 
and allow them to ure their time in taking 
part in elections. He admired the determin. 
ation and honesty of the hon, gentleman, and 
were he leader of this Government he (Mr. 
White) would consider himself bound to sup- 
porthim., The hon. the Kirst Minister knew 
those officers had left their offices and had 
gone canvassing, and if the Government were 
sincere, they would dismiss those officers from 
the public service, He charged the Govern- 
ment with having sessional clerks in their 
employment who never filled one sheet of 
foolscap for the public service, but simply 
wrote letters to newspapers in opposition to 
members in this House; and yet the hon. 
gentleman supported a Government that 
employed men to villify public men in this 
country who were to be of the most up- 
right character, “Lhe public mind was pois- 
oned by these sessional sneaks, So lon 
as men of this charecter were employed, 
so long would they have bitterness, hatred, 
malice and envy in this Honse. Tho herd of 
the Government had found fault when he was 
in Opposition, with the employment of too 
many civil servants, but as a matter of fact 
more civil servants were employed under the 
present Government than under their prede- 
cessors, and there are moro idlera now than 
then. The Minister of Finance knew it well, 
He (Mr. White) wished he would comé to 
Kast Hastings and explain this matter, When 
hie was thors botore he promised 'the people a 
duty on grain.

Ho | 
said that thero are, according to the test- 
imony of travellers, many cities in Bashan in 
a perfect state of preservation, only waiting 
to be inhabited when Israel returns to her 
own land. Dr. Porteus, in his surprising

Dr. Wild chose his text from the thirty- 
fifth verse of the fourth chapter of the Pro- 
phecies of Daniel ; 

“And all the inhabitants of the earth 
are reputed as nothing,and He doth accord- 
ing to His will in the army of heaven and 
among the nations of the carth, and none 
can stay his hand or say unto him, What 
doest thou ?” 


Before proceeding with his regalar dis- 
course, suggseted by the text, he said he 
would state that he had received sundry 
letters since his last discourse, asking ques- 
tions, one of which enquiredj why there 
were twelve tribes of Israel instead of nine, 
or fourteen, or some other number, Hoe 
could only say in reply that, while he did 


twelve a remarkable and emblematic num- 
ber, it is the number of the months of the 
year, the signs of the Zodiac, the Apostles 
of our Lord, and the tribes of Israel. 
Each of the tribes bore as its escutcheon 
one of the signs of the Zodiac ; thus Juda 
had the sign of theJion, another had the 
ram, another had the crab, another the 
virgin, and so on through the twelve. 
When they marched it was in three grand 
divisions of four tribes each, so that they 
reflected the signs of the heavens above 
from their camp below, and always had the 
utmost regularity and precision in their 
movements, for each tribe knew the exact 
locality of another, and there was no ‘‘con- 
fusion in the camp” of Isreal, The four 
tribes and three divisions added together 
numerically made seven, another scriptural 
mystic number, while the number three is 
another which,multiplied by four is twelve, 
the number of the tribes, and twelve 
squared gives one hundred and forty-four, 
the number of the measurement of the 
new temple.

SERMON BY REV, T DE WITT TALMAGE. 


Rev. Dr. Talmage preasked in the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle from the following text :—"" And 
he delivered them into the hands of the Gib- 
covites and they hanged them in the hill be- 
fore the Lord ; and they fell all soven togeth- 
er and were put to death in the days of the 
harvest, in the first days, in the beginning of 
barley harvest.

Shrink- 
ing not from the gloom of night, fleeing not 
from the outery of hungry beasts which filled 
the wililerness with horrible clamor, the ris- 
ing morning and setting sun looked upon that 
grief-worn soul guarding the dead. This 
strange incident in Bible story shows that at- 
Travtiveness of person _and~vrowdies, —ferepar 
tian vex-oauls favorites. Her personal 
attractions had won his heart. She had been 


carressed of fortune, and she had looked 
with priae on ber priucely children: but 
the scene changed. Behold her in ban- 
ishment! Some of the worst distresses 
have come to royalty and wealth.

You stand 
amid your slain, anguished and woe struck, 
like Rizpah on the rock. 

But that is the place towhich God comes. 
Jacob, with his head ona stone, saw the 
shining ladder, Israel in the desert beheld 
the marsballing of the fiery baton. John on 
barren Patmos heard trumpeting, and the 
clapping of wings, and the stroke of seraphic 
fingera on golden harps,and nothing but 
heavenly strength served Rizpah for harars 
palling mission amidthe screams of wild birds 
and the stealthy tread of hungry monsters. 
The grandest visions of glory, the most rap- 
turous of Christian love,tho greatest triumphs 
of grace, have come to the tired and the hard 
pressed, and the botrayed and the crushed,

Tho John Bull is informed that over one 
hundred members of the bas Rosina of 
St. Bartholomew's, Brighton, have joined 
the Roman Catholic Church during the 
past two weeks. 

Lady Ashburton bas just given a ball 
which is the talk of fashionable London. 
‘All the decorations consisted of masses of 
violets, and the dress of the hostess was 
elaborately trimmed with these odorous 
flowers. 

The lions in the London Zoological Gar- 
dens, or several of them, have bad colds, 
They will persist in standing in the pass- 
ages connecting their dens with their 
out-door cages, and the draughts are too 
much for them—delicate creatures that 
they are. 

The British Government has a now gun 
called the torpedo battery gun, which will 
henceforth be used in the navy as a special 
protection against the approach of the tor- 
pedo boats. it has been tried at Ports- 
mouth, with the most satisfactory result. 
Small-pox is very prevalent in London. 
During tho week ending 20th April there 
were eighty deaths in the city from this 
disease. Vaccination is not universal, in 
spite of the law enforcing it. Among the 
eighty victimeawere eight domestic servants, 
six of whom were unvaccinated. 

Mr. Gladstone was present at some ex- 
periments in domestic cookery, which were 
conducted at Hawarden, and in the course 
of a brief address pointed out the import- 
ance of a thorough knowledge of the art of 
cookery in a sense bearing alike on domes- 
tic economy and on the preservation of 
health.

It is somewhat unusual that a man 
should live long enough to see his son fil- 
ling for fifteen years the office of an Arch- 
bishop in the Church of England, yet such 
was the case with the late Mr. John Thomp- 
son, of Whitehaven, father of the Arch- 
bishop of York, who died at the house of 
his son, Bishopthorpe, at the age of 87, 


At the anniversary of the Spurgeon’s 
Pastor's College, held in London last 
month,it was stated that fifty three chapels 
had been erected in the London District 
alone, through the agency of that institu- 
tion, Since 1865, 32,477 persons haye 
been baptised by pastors educated in the 
college, and the number in church-fellow- 
ship of the churches in their charge is 37,- 
597. 

Mr. Francis Henry Moran, one of the 
Light Brigade in the Crimea, has just died 
at Chatham; England, He was the trumpet- 
er who sounded the memorable ‘‘ Oharge” 
at Balaklava when the order was received. 
He was dangerously wounded. For the last 
16 years he had been bandmaster of the 2d 
Battalion of the Fifth Fusileers, He had 
been in the service more than 32 years. 


‘The medical officer of health at Kidder- 
minster has been called in to seo a family 
named Oakley, four in number, who were 
sufforing from acute symptoms of poisoning. 
They were in great agony, and one child 
was nearly dead. It appears the attack 
came on after they had eaten of some Amer- 
ican tinned meat. The sale of the particu- 
lar brand concerned has been stopped in 
the town, pending an analysis. 


The London Standard says :—The pres- 
ent unsettled condition of affairs is haying 
a most distressing influence on the British 
shipping interest at various continental 
ports. At Antwerp, Rotterdam, Hamburg 
and Bremen, many merchants, in cases 
where a voyage of any length is anticipated 
are refusing to consign their goods on board 
ships sailing under the British flag, This 
has been entirely caused by the scare occa- 
sioned by the Russian declarations of pri- 
vateering. 

Mr. Guildford Onslow, who, with Lord 
Rivers and Mr. East, yisited the ‘ Claim- 
ant" a few days sinco at Portsea convict 
prison, has made the following rough notes 
of what took place and what his impressions 
wero at the interview:—“ Hairturned quite 
groy, and longer than usual ; face much fat-

A conditional order for a new trial has | 
been granted by tho Irish Exchoquer Court | 
in the great Blackwater fishery caso, which | 
has been tried six times already, in which 
the Duke of Devonshire claims the right 
to fish from Lismore to tho sea, a distance 
of twenty miles. 

On the 13th ult, a harness maker named 
Michael Heffernan, an inhabitant of Kill- 
mallock, died at the age of 150 years and 9 
months—throo weeks ailing previous to his 
death. He was présent at the battlo of 
Vinegar Hill, and was particularly romark- 
able for his strength and skill in military 
exercises, 

A monster fish has beon landed at Kin- 
sald by one of the boats engaged in tho 
mackerel fishing. It was captured about 
‘10 miles south of the Old Head. The fish, 
which measures 30 feet long and 16 feet 
round the body, got foul of the nots, and 
did considerable damage to them before he 
could be secured, 

At tho magisterial inquiry into the maur- 
der of Lord Leitrim at Lifford, County-In- 
spector Oarre spoke to the finding of scraps 
of paper on the spot where the murder took 
place corresponding with a copy-book found 
in the house of Thomas McGrenahan, the 
father of three of the prisoners. ‘The in- 
quiry was gain adjourned. 

The Waterford Citizen says :—‘* Water- 
ford had long been remarkable for an ox- 
cessive death-rate, according to the Regis- 
trar-General's returns, which was attribut- 
ed by eminent scientific men to the inade- 
quate supply of water to the people, and, 
above all, to its impure quality, It is 
gratifying, therefore, to notice the steady

The Duke of Buccleuch has intimated his 
acceptance of the office of Chancellor of 
Glasgow University. 

The West of Scotland Liberal Association 
has addressed a memorial to the Govern- 
ment in favor of peace. 

Within the past few weeks one Highland 
regiment, reduced to 416 on a peace foot- 
ing, has been made up to 1,180. 

The Rev. Yergus Ferguson's defence of 
his doctrinal position, and his plea for re- 
form, has run into a third edition. 

The Caledonian Railway employees at 
Perth have resolved to strike rather than | 
submit to a reduction of wages. 

The Crieff master builders and the other 
employers of laborers,have reduced the rate 
of wages from 5d to 4}d per hour. 

Sir J. T. Sinclair, M.P., for Caithness, 
has raised an action for divorce against his 
wife, on the ground of wilful desertion. 

The Senatus Academicus of Glasgow Uni- 
versity have resolved to confer the degree 
of D.D. on tho Rey. Principal Grant, King- 
ston. Canada. 

The Wick fishing has been very success- 
ful. Tho total catch for the season has 
now reached the unprecedented figure of 
94,000 cod and ling. 

A new departure of general interest has 
just been made in the management of the 
‘Abbey Poorhouse, Paisley, by the able- 
bodied paupers being put to break stones. 

The epidemic of measles has almost dis- 
appeared in Alloa, and tho burgh schools 
have been resumed. The epidemic has, 
however, broken out in the Sauchie dis- 
trict. 

The number of warrants issued by the 
Sheriffs in Aberdeen for the committal of 
lunatics to the Lunatic Asylum continue 
large. There were 13 inMarch, and 15 in 
April. 

eae have been issued by Sheriff 
Balfour, at Airdie, for the ejectment on 
eight days’ notice of miners from 43 of the 
colliery houses at Lonagrigg, and from 62 
at Roughriz, in the Slamannan district. 

The protest recently signed by the Bishop 
of the Scotch Episcopal Church against the 
Roman Catholic Hierarchy was,by instruc- 
tions of the Bishop of Edinburgh, read in 
the churches of the diocese on the 25th 
ult. 

The riots at Slamannan, Scotland, haye 
athousand men marching,armed with sticks 
to prevent the workingmen of Messrs. Nin- 
mo & Oo., from working at 43 per day. A 
strong body of police were armed, and 
order was restored. 

Archbishop Eyre, speaking at a Roman 
Catholic soiree at Glasgow, stated that while 
at Rome he had had an interview with the 
Pope, who stated that there was nothing 
nearer his heart than the ‘re-establishment 
of the Papal Hierarchy in Scotland.

Muck may be advantageously composted 
with barnyard manure in any proportions, 
from one load of oach to five ot the former 
with one of the latter; but the nearer the 
compost approachos to equal proportions of 
both tho'moro satisfactory the results. The 
heap should bo built in’ alternate layors of 
{tom six to eight inches, and care should be 
taken that the muck is wot whon composted, 
to promote fermentation and the diffusion of 
alkaline ingredients. ‘It should le worked 
over oceasionaliy, and if the heap is #0 oon- 
structed as to pormit this to bd done with 
the plough it will insure a considerable saving 
of labor, 

Under certain conditions, after partial de- 
cay lias taken ‘place, further decomposition 
ceases, unless promoted by alkaline applica- 
tions... The decaying yogotable matter con- 
tains sovoralacids, as gallic and tannic, which 
in developed by fermentation ; and the fibers 
in the muck become coated-with a species of 
asphaltum or pitchy matter, which prevents 
the necessary access of air to the inner _por- 
tions, and so provents decomposition. Under 
{Wave Cirolimatances, the contents of the heap 
should be freely exposed toyair. aod warmth 
and an alkali’ (lime, potash, or soda) should 
beapplicd, to neutralize the acids and dis- 
solve the asphaltic coating. 

In this connection tho application of ashes 
is generally very, offective; for, although 
there is considerably more alkali in a bushel 
of lime  froghly .alaked than in one of ashes, 
yet the potash in the former is much more 
soluble, and consequently more readily diffused 
throughout the heap. Marl, ghell-sand, and 
soapsuds, thoroughly mixed with the compost 
are also promotive of fermentation, as they 
also are rich in alkaline propertics. 

Finally, the best use of muck is as un ab- 
sorbent in thostable, pig-pon, sheep-fold, and 
barnyard. In these its oWn fertilizing pro- 
perties aro best doveloped, while it collects 
He retams much of the urine and ammonia, 
which ‘would otherwise be wasted. Properly 
decomposed, its effects are good on all soils, 
even on reclaimed swamp-land ; buvit is most 
beneficial on light, sandy ground.

Six prisoners who"haye ‘bedn detained in 
cuatody were present, They are three hro- 
thers named Anthony, Bernard, Thomas 
McGronaghah, two cousins of the latter, 
nained Anthony and MichaelMoGrenaghap, 
and a man named Michael Heraghty, 
Thomas’ P. Kerr, County Inspector of 
Constabulary, deposed to having examined 
the soph of tho murder ebout three or four 
hours after it was committed ; he described 
the position of the bodies as they had been 
pointed ont to him by Kincaid, the valet. 
Tw o of them were clearly enough defined 
by blood. . From, tho top of the. hill on | 
which the second Gar was when the valet 
heard tho firat shot to where thie murdered 
Earl Jay, was 203 yards. From the first 
named point the road dips, and on the bo- 
ginning of the ascent on the opposite side 
the body of Buchanan, the driver, was 
found. The top of the hill and some dis- 
tance on as the elevation continued was tho 
gcone of Lord Leitrim’s struggle with the 
two men when) he got off the oar, until he | 
was laid’dend in thé pool of water.

In this place witness found a large pistol, 
which had marks of being recently discharg- 
ed, a pieco of copyliook paper, and a soft 
felt hat with shabby silk band, which were 
all produced, The copybodk leaf appeared 
to have contained lead in a granulated form. 
This paper was proved. to.be part ofa leaf 
with lithographedand copied lines, and bore 
part of the name McGrenaghan. . 
In the house of the three first-named 
prisoners was found a copy book wanting 
this leaf, and with the name ‘‘Mary Mc- 
Grenaghan” written. on avery »page. A 
portion of the same leaf was also found in 
the case of a.watch in the same house, the 
watch having the name of Briney Bernard 
McGrenaghan on it, A copy book, No. 6,

SubGohstable William Anpstrong depos- 
ed to taking the watch referred to by the 
last witness from a‘nail in the rafters over 
abed. In the case of it he found apiece 
-of copybook: paper, which corresponded to 
the torn leaf already produced. On the 
same day witness went to the house of 
Michael andy Anthony) MeGrenaghan/and 
found a piece of cloth placed between two 
bags. 

Constable William Kelly deposed that 
he was in company with the last witness in 
the house of old Thomas McGrenaghan, 
and received from him the watch and piece 
of paper. Te was also with the party who 
searehed the house of Anthony and Michael 
McGrenaghan. He received a coat from 
Sub-Gonstable Sherry, which he gave to 
another Sub-constable to conyey to Prof. 
Hodges, in Belfast, for analysis, He re- 
ceived two pas of trousers, and there ap- 
peared to be small red spots on both, and 
they were remarkably dirty. He also gave 
them over to be seht for tho analysis of 
the spots. On the 13th of the present 
month witness searched the same house, 
and found hidden under the flooring of a 
loft and between the rafters a piece of blue 
coating. It was 4 square piece, dirty and 
damp. Witness could not say if thero were 
any blood marks on it, but it had been sent 
to the analysis in Belfast. Witness com- 
pared the two pieces'of cloth found, and 
they fitted to tho sleoves of the coat, from 
which they had evidently been taken, as 
they were of the same color and texture. 
County Inspector Carr then made aflidayit 
to the effect that ho believed he would be 
in a position, if, granted a remand for a 
week, to bring forward further important 
evidence against all the prisoners. The in- 
quiry is to be resumed on May 3rd.

In it not a fact that he is the groatest’ mono- 
poliat in the country t Why in the namo of 
common sonae does hoe not divido up his front- 
age and allow other manufacturers to come 
in? Why,simply because he prefers to ‘pro- 
tect’ himself. nd there wero a dozen manu- 
facturing establishments here, the price of 
labor would go up; and if they were in the 
samo business as himself, stock would advan- 
ce—he would have to pay more for his timber 
limits. These are two reasons, and a third

Free Trade in England. > 


Grit orators never tire of telling their 
auditors of the immense amount of good 
free trade has done for England and of the 
benefits which still result from the practical 

_ working of that policy in the mother coun- 
try. Tho following extract from the Lon- 
don Engineer (admittedly tho first trades 
publication in the world) tells quite a dif- 
forent story. Speaking of the condition of 
tho English labor market, the Engineer 
says :— 

“ Pacia it 
Raat acd thao ramon Goria tone 
facturers do not seem able to meet the competi- 
tion ot foreign firms. They have got the wages 


of the workmen down to almost unprecedenedtl: 
low level, yet CRs are not able to find eereaner 
employment for them. It was confidently ex- 
pected that after the iast lowering of the Wages 
of the iron-workers they would find compensa- 
tion for their reduced wages in more regular em- 
ployment, but such is not the caso. The hope 
‘was held out to them that thoy would,by making 
concession, enable local firms to defy foreign 
Sopa As yet that hope is not realized. 
Work is perhaps a shade more plentiful owing to 
one or two exoephional contracts, but in rtedaen 
the Belgian makers have still the run of thegood 
work, The pile of buildings at present erecting 
for the Firth University in $ hefteld will have 
Yery little local iron employed in the erection. I 
was over the wotk this week and was assured by 
the contractor that he was using Belgian iron 
exclusively because he could have it delivered 20 
r cent. less than charged by local makers. 
tected Belgium competes successfully in the 
very heart of the idle iron works of Free Trade 
England for the iron in connection with a public 
situation, while the starving workman walks 
round in vain seeking for the work that is denied 
him, but turned over to foreigners.” 


Coming from so eminent an authority, 
those statements must be accepted as facts, 
and perhaps they may prove rather stagger- 
ing to the advocates of free trade in Can- 
ada. The fact is that the workingmen of 
England are in about as bad a condition as 
are those of Canada,and this atate of affairs 
is attributable solely to absolutely free 
trade in England and what, under the cir- 
cumstances, is practically free trade in Can- 
ada. It will soon be for the people of this 
country to say whether, by continuing the 
present Government in power, they desire 
the continuance of this state of trade hero, 
or by returning the Conservative party to 
power the varied industries of the Domini- 
on shall havo fair consideration.

Multary Drill 


Orders have been issued for the annual 
drill as follow 

In order to bring the expenditure for 
drill and training of the active militia for 
the fiscal yoar 1878-79 within tho approprin- 
tion mado by Parliament, the strength of 
the force to be drilled and paid for that 
year has been limited by order-in-council 
to 20,000 officors,non-commissioned ofticers 
and men,and 1,276 horses, for a period of 
twolve days. 

As the nominal actiye militia is in excoss 
of the number which can be paid, and as it | 
not desirable to reduco the strongth of 
corps below that established for the drill 
and training of last year, viz., 42 non-com- 
miasioned officers and men, including ataff | 
sergeants. and bandamen—provision has 
been mado for the selection of the corps 
which may drill in the difforent districts, 
each district being allotted its full quota in 
proportion to the total strength of all corps 
therein. 

The annual drill of all corps (except field 
battories of artillery) authorized for that 
purpose, will be at the headquartors of 
corps on different days as may be most 
convenient, subject to the approval of the 
Doeputy-Adjutant-General of tho district. 
In all auch cases no allowance will be mado 
far rations or forage, The pay will be for 
officers, one dollar, non-commisssoned 
officers and men, fifty cents ; and for horses 
sovonty-five conta per diem. 

Tho maximum number of oflicers, non- 
commissioned officers and men to receive 
pay for drill in cach district will therefore

Cultivation of Plants, 

In ordor to obtain good plants, especially 
those for the waqetabte garden, it is abso- 
lutoly ossontial to raise thom from soed, 


grown for salo, and are neither hoalthy nor 
robust. If, however, there are no facilities 
for sood propagation, and tho purchaso of 
slants becomes unavoidable, the following 
instructions will be found valuable 

THE SUAPE OF GOOD PLANTS. 

Select those that have short, robust 
stoms, for a long or slender stem indicates 
that the plants have been rapidly forced by 
artilicial heat, or were grown too closo to- 
gother, in which case the sides and under- 
growth have beon excluded from the light 
and air, and the plants havo, aa it were, 
stroched their necks in their efforts to reach 
the light. Ifa plant hasa small amount 
of root in proportion to the foliage, it is 
weakly from having been forced too quickly 
or urider too great a heat. The more root 
tho stronger and greater the growing capa- 
city of the plant, If the leaves aro of a 
yellow castit may ovcur from an unliealthy 
condition, oyiey in all probability, from 
having boon but recently taken from the 
hotbed or forcing house, from having been 
taken from tho plant bed too long, and, in 
some cases, from there being insects or 
grubs at the roots, If the roots are very 
short, it shows that they have been care- 
loasly taken from the beds and tho rootlets 
havo been broken off. A short or stubby 
root is always detrimental to the plant, 
whilo if the root is strong and fibrous it is 
of little consequence if the foliage is small 
or short, providing that it hasa deep green, 
vigorous appearance. 


HOW TO PLANT TUE SEED, 

The beds to receive seed should be com- 
posed of a light, loamy, or peaty soil, pre- 
pared when comparatively dry, and finely 
pulverized. The bed should be raked level 
and smooth, the seed being sown not too 
thickly and covered toashallow depth. 
Large sized seeds should have nearly Alf 
an inch of covering, whilo fine seeds re- 
quire an eighth of an inch only, and very 
tine ones still less. The soil should be flat- 
tened about them sufliciently to close the 
earth without making it very compact, and 
the bed should be lightly watered immedi- 
ately after tho seeds are planted. 

WATERING THE SEED. 

A common error is the givingof water in 
too great a quantity,and in too large drops, 
Tho soil requires to be kept moist, but not 
wet, or the seeds are apt torot. It must 
be remembered that the seed has to force 
its way through the soil, and that the lat- 
ter will readily give way to the pressure 
when moist, but not when caked hard and 
dry. A little water often applied through 
a fine rose spout or sprinkler is the most 
advantageous, 

THY TEMPERATURE, 

If the temperature is too great the seed 
will propagate quickly and shoot up, in a 
spindling condition, above the surface of 
the soil. The stems will appear whitish and 
partly transparent ; the growth of tho foli- 
aye will be excessive in proportion to that 
of the root ; the plants rill be weak and 
comparatively valueless. If kept too cold 
they will appear yellowish and stunted, 
many will die, and the remainder will be- 
come old without attaining vigor. The 
best temperature ranges between 45° and 
60° Fah., and in order to maintain this as 
near as possible the plants should be water- 
ed, at this time of the year,in the morning. 
The plants should not be placed in a posi- 
tion in which light comes in from one side 
only, or they will stretch thomselyes in 
that direction. 

TRANSPLANTING, 


The object of transplanting is to check 
tho growth of the foliage and promote that 
of the root, and this is best done while the 
plants are young, so that, when they are 
finally planted out, there will be sufficient 
root to support a vigorous upper growth, 
As soon as the plants are well above the 
surface of the soil they should be thinned 
out ; that is, the weakor ones should be 
removed, so that those left may have free 
access to the air, and not be crowded. In 
thinning out, leave the shortest and strong- 
est plants, keeping them as nearly as pos- 
sible an eau distance apart, and with a 
small space between the leaves of one plant 
and those of the next. As soon aa the 
plant has six visible leaves the first trans- 
planting (called the picking out) should be 
performed. First the seed bed should be 
watered, and about an hour afterwards the 
plants should be removed to another bed, 
prepared of rich, light soil. In removing 
the plants from the old bed it is of great 
consequence to preserve the rootlets, and 
to this endathree or four pronged fork 
should be employed) lifting the plants 
gently and handling them caretully, plant- 
ing them nearly up to the leaves in the 
new bed, placing them three or four inches 
apart, and pressing the earth very lightly 
about them, and finally lightly sprinkling 
them with water. The bed in which they 
are transplanted should be prepared rather 
dry, and, if out of doors, just before a 
shower of rain is the best time. Plants 
that have thus been tratisplanted not only 
grow to greater perfection, but are more 
hardy, and will stand a protracted drought 
much better, 

SELECTING DOUBLE SEED FROM SINGLE 
PLANTS. 

Not many florists even aro aware of the 
manner of selecting from plants having sin- 
gle flowers seed that will produce plants 
having double flowers. If wo closely exam- 
ine the bloom upon single wall flowers or 
| singlo stocks, we shall find hore and there 

a bloom that has one more loaf in it than 
the ordinary bloom, and the presence of this 
leaf is an infallible sign that the seod pro- 
duced from that bloom will produce a plant 
bearing double blooms. To mark the seed 
a short pieco of scarlet silk is loosely tied 
upon the stem of the extra leaved flow- 
ers, or where the plants have different 
colored blossoms, the color of tho silk may 
| denote the color of the flower also, —Scien- 

tific American,

| Steaming Food for Stock. 


The disoussions which have taken place in 
| regard to the best mothod of preparing food 
| for atook, ai. the practice of soiling,steamin, 
| food, and cuttin, the fodder undoubtedly had 
tho offect to lead to a genoral improvement in 
the care and feeding of cattle, In questions 
of this kind, asin most others, the truth is 
most commonly found in the middle course, 
and howaver applicable it may be to special 
enson it if not universal, Though the opinions 
of practical farmors differ as to tho advantages 
of steaming food, for example, it is surprising 
to find that so many dairyroon who are rasing 
milk for aale or cithor steaming their food sys- 
| tematically, or doing what amounts to the 
| same thing essentially, treating it with hot 
| water poured upon it in tabs or feoding-boxes, 

which are covered and allowed to stand till 
tho materials are completely softened. In 
this way they indaco an enormous flow of 
milk, the quality of which depends chiefly 
upon the fngredionte which constitute tho 
moat subjected to this treatment. Btespalng 
food will undoubtedly pay ins large mill 
dairy—that is, steaming or its equivalont— 
but it will not pay, as «general rule, except 
whore the objest is to produce a largo quanti- 
ty, with less regard to quality. It has the 
advantage! of enabling the farmer to ecomo- 
«ize many feeding acbetances,like cornetalks, 
coarse hay and straw, since it softens and ren- 
ders them casily digestable. But though it 
pays to cut and steam such materials,the same 
can hardly be said of good English hay. That 
cooking food improves it is perfectly well 
known to most careful feedors ‘of stock. One 
bushel of dry corn, for example, made five 
pounds ton ounces of pork, while one bushel 
of boiled meal mado sixteen to eighteen pounds 
thus showing the groat advantage of prepar- 
ing food for fattening stock so as to put it in 
pot feotly digestible form, System and regu- 
arity in fecding are quite as important to suc- 
cosas as the conditionin which the food is given.

Mr, 
(now Lord) Coleridge, her advocate, stated 
in court before sentence was passed that 
she had herself desicved him to say that she 
was not driven to the terrible crime she 
had committed by any unkind treatment on 
the part of her step-mother. ‘She met 
with nothing at homo,” said he, “but tend- 
or, forbearing love. I hope I may add, 
not improperly, that it gives me a melan- 
choly pleasure to be mado the organ of 
those statements, because, on my honor, I 
believe them to be true.

Canadian Trophy at the Paris! 


Exhibition. 


This boautifal structore, now being 
erected under the north-west dome of the 
Exhibition building, is one for which thanks | 


are duc to the Prince of Wales. On onter. 
ing the principal doorway from the left | 
bank of the Seine one finds oneself in a 
tower 80 feet square, and at each end are 
towers, covered by domes, 111 fect square. 
The ceilings and walls of this immonso 
transept and its domes are profusely and 
gorgeously decorated with mouldings, gild- | 
| ing and carvings. It is probably ono of tho | 
largest and richest gallerios ever erected, | 
It was originally intended by the French 
Commissioners 4s a promenade and recep- 
tion hall for visitors, But as soon as His 
Royal Highness had seen it, he remarked | 
that it would be the principal and inost at- 
tractive part of the whole building. Ho | 
| immediately mado application to the French 
Commissioners for part of the space, point- 
| ing out its advantages asa gallery for the 
display of goods, and offering to let his In- 
dian presents be exhibited there. The | 
French Commissioners having granted his 
personal request, His Royal Highness,after 
consulting with Mr, Cunliffe Owen, the in 
defatigablo secretary of the British Com- 
mission, considered that, in addition to his 
own presents, it would also be a desirable 

place for the display of other important ex- 
hibits, After mature consideration, he de- 
cided to devote the principal space to the 
two most important, dependencies of the 

British Empire, India and Canada, which 
are both rendered dear to him by personal 
recollections, _ For this purpose he gave in- 
tions to Mr. C. Purdon Olarke, the 

to the Indian Section of the 
Commission, to superintend the 
erection of an Indian pavilion to contain 
Indian merchandise. At the same time, he 
offered the Government of Canada the 
centre of the space beneath the north-west- 
ern dome for the erection of a trophy. 
The Canadians,with Transatlantic decision, 
accepted this offer, and immediately prepar- 
ed for approval the beautiful and original 
design for a trophy, of which we give an 
illustration. The design, approved by His 
Royal Highness, was duly submitted to the 
French Commission, and a telegram was 
immediately despatched by Lord Carnar- 
von,—‘‘ Canadian trophy received and 
much admired.” 

This trophy was constructed in Canada, 
under the direction of Mr. Thos. S. Scott, 
chief architect to the Department of Pub- 
lic Works at Ottawa. It is now being put 
together under the superintendence of Mr, 
Ewart, one of his assistants: 1tis im te 
form of a tower, with a high pitched roof, 
The bese occupies a space thirty feet square, 
from the centre of which rises the main 
framework to a height of abont one hun- 
dred feet. This hvight is divided into four 
stages. Froin the angles of the framework, 
on the ground level, handsome glass-cases 
radiate, designed for the exhibition of 
manufactured goo The remaining three 
stages have projecting galleries supported 
by ornamental brackets. These galleries 
will contain the productions of the mines 
and forests. Access to them is obtained 
by means of a circular wooden staircase of 
noyel construction in the centre of the 


trophy. ‘Tho roof is divided in the centre 
of its height by a band, on which the word 
“Oanada” is cut out in fretwork. The roof 


is covered in part with slates and in part 
with shingles and bark. The exhibits will 
be so arranged thut the framing timbe 
which are of red pine, will be left exposed 
to yiew. The woodwork will bo finished in 
oil, to bring out the natural grain of the 
wood, so that visitors may examine speci- 
mens of the different kinds of timber grown 
in Canada 

It certainly speaks well for the enter- 
prise and ambition of the Canadians that at 
the Philadelphia Exhibition they had the 
largest arch and finest educational exhibit, 
and now they havo probably the most. or- 
iginal and most lofty construction in the 
Parisian building. Wo predict for the 
Canadians (hat their exhibition of this year 
will do much for the removal of the absurd 
opinion in the Europoan mind that their 
country isacold, ice-bound, hyperborean 
region. We have no doubt that this dis- 
play of tho products of their fields, forests, 
mines, fisheries, and manufactures will open 
up new avenues of trado and prosperity, 
and will redound to the credit of the active 
and energetic men intrusted with its man- 
agoment.—London Illustrated News.

Suppen Deats or Ex-Goyernon Wit- 
Mot.—A despatch from St. John, N. B., 
gives the following particulars of the sud- 
den death of Ex-Governor Wilmot :—Ex- 
Governor Wilmot died suddenly at Fredric- 
ton yesterday afternoon. Mr. Wilmot on 
reaching home after a drive walked in his 
garden feeling a slight pain in the region 
of his heart, He went inte the house and 
in five minutes waa a corpse. Dr. Atherton 
was in immediate attendance, but Mr. Wil- 
mot never spoke after reaching his room. 
The doctor says that the rupture of a blood 
vessel was the immediate cause of his death 
Deceased was 70 years of age. The deceas- 
ed gentleman was born in January, 1809, 
at Sunbury, N. B. and was descended from 


a United Empire Loyalist family. He was 
educated in his native Province. He was 
called to the Bar in 1831 and made a 


Queen’s Counsel in 1838, He occupied 
many prominent positions in the Provinces 
and was Lieut.-Col. of a volunteer regi- 
ment. He wasa prominent politician and 
held office in the Provincial Government 
at various times. He was made Lieut.- 
Governor in 1848, He was Attorney-Gon- 
eral and leader of the Government when 


he was appointed a Judge of the Supreme 
Court of New Brunswick in 1851. He 
was again appointed Lieut.-Governor in 
July 1868, He was a leading member of 
the Methodist Church, an active Sunday 
School worker, and at the time of his death 
wus a member of the General Conference of 
the Methodist Church of Canada, which 
meets quadrenially. Deceased occupied in 
his lifetime a great many positions of trust 
in both private and public affairs, and his 
death closes closes a career of more than 
usual activity and usefulness.

Death of a Modern Borgia 


A TERRIBLE OONPESSION 


Hantroun, May 16 rman, 
the notorious Derby poisonor, died in the 
Connecticut Stato prison at We ld 
to-day, where y out a life 
sentence for the murder of hor third hus 
band, Horatio N, Sherman. She s lifty- 
four years ofage. Hor Now 
Haven in the spring of 1872 was mainly on 
the brilliant toxicological oxidence of Pro- 
fessor Baker, then of the Yale Medical 
| School, but now of tho University of Penn 
| sylvania, A Oomnectioute 
permits a-verdiot of murder in the second 
decree when the evidence is purely cir- 
cumstantial and not equal in tho minds of 
the jurymon to the testimony of two direct 
witnesses, offered tho jury a way to escape 
from hanging a woman, but Ji LIAS 
Foster, the acting Vico-President during 
Johnson's term in the White House, ex- 
preesed his regrot when he pronounced the 
sentence that he could not send her to 
gallows, In January, 1873, she mado a 
confession of the murderous crimes which 
she had committed, contirming tho belief 
that her last husband was not by any moans 
the first person for whom she had mixed 
the poison bowl. According to this atate- 
ment she was born in Burlington, N, J., 
and learned to be a tailoress at New Bruns- 
wick, where sho also joined the Methodist 
Church. In this church sho met Edward 
Struck, whom she married and by whom 
sho bevame tho mothor of several children, 
Thoy lived together eighteen years, Struck 
was appointed a Now York policeman and 
stationed at Manhattanvillo, Mrs. Shor- 
man’s story is that he was finally discharg- 
ed from the force upon an unjust charge 
of cowardice. He bevame disheartened, 
would not work and took tohis bed, and 
even made two efforts to commit suicide, 
Tho police captain advised that he should 
be sent to an asylum, buta certain serge- 
ant recommended a dose of poison, so the 
wife bought 10 centa’ worth of arsenic and 
mixed it with his oatmeal grucl, and the 
next morning she was a widow. In the 
confession she respectively speaks of Struck 
asa devoted Christian. Soon after his 
his death sho made up her mind that her 
two chihlren, a girl of six and a boy of 
four, would be better off if they were out 
of the way, and, after thinking the matter 
over for several days she made them some 
of the same kind of gruel their fathor had 
eaten. Tho doctors said they died of 
gastric fever. She continued to keep house 
with her remaining four children. Tho 
oldest, a boy of fourteen, named George 
Whittield, was taken sick with painter's 
colic, the doctor said. As he did not get 
better his mother became discouraged and 
mixed arsenic with his tea. When tho

boy died the doctor still clung to his theory 
of painter's colic, When another young 
daughter, who is referred to as the happiest 
child her mother saw, was taken down with 
the chillsand fever, Mra, Struck became 
discouraged again, and put some of the 
ever-ready arsenic in her medicine, The 
child died four days afterwards. The eld- 
est daughter died not long afterwards, but 
in this cuse, the confession says, death was 
natural—at least, the mother did not give 
her anything the doctors did not order, 
Mrs. Struck had supported herself so far, 
queerly as it may sound, by going out as a 
nurse. 

The bereaved and now childless widow, 
was at length free to go into other pursuits. 
After being employed in several households 
sho became the housekeeper of an old man 
in Huntington, Conn., by the name of 
Hurlburt. He had some property, and in 
® few days after she came into his house he 
married her. This took place in November, 
1868, and the happy bridegroom lived four- 
teen months. He became sick after drink- 
ing cider in which he had put saleratus,but 
the confession denies that its author had 
anything todo with his death, Ho had 
made a will in her favor three months after 
their marriage, and the Connecticut people 
always believed that his wife had a hand in 
the old man’s taking olf. 


A Dorby painter, Horatio N. Sherman, 
who had been left a widower, with several 
small children, next married her, in Sep- 
tember, 1870, His youngest son fell sick 
about two months after the marriage, and 
Mrs, Sherman says sho was full of trouble, 
and thought he would be better off if she 
gave him something to put him out of the 
way. Sho put some arsenic, which they 
had in the house to kill rats, in his milk, 
and he went offatonce. Things, however, 
grew worse. Sherman quarrelled with his 
former wife’s mother, spent his money, and 
took to drink, His daughter Ada was sick 
and he drank up the brandy which had 
boen purchased for her and told his wife to 
pay the doctor herself. This made Mrs. 
Sherman feel bad, and her only means of 
relief was to mix arsenic with the girl's tea. 
Ada died the next morning. Mr. Sherman 
then began acting worse than , drink- 
ing very hardand leaving his family un- 
provided for. He sold his wife's piano and 
Went on a prolonged debauch with the pro- 
ceeds, according to her account. Having 
been taken sick, she gave him some brandy 
in which she had put the usual dose of ar- 
senic, intending, as she says only to make 
him sick of liquor. He drank more the 
next day and died in twenty-four hours 
afterwards, 

During her imprisonment, Mrs. Sherman 
behaved quietly and obediently. Sho pro- 
fessed to haye become religious and to be 
penitiont for her awful crimes. Hor health 
Was not good, and sho was allowed many 
privileges, taking advantage of which sho 
contrived to escape on the night of May 20, 
1877, and to make way to Providence, | 
way of Hartford. She was recaptured 
about a week afterwards, largely through 
her own carelessness, It is goucrally sup- 
posed that the escape was eflected only by 
the over confidence of the prison matron 
in Mr, Sherman's penitencoe—if indeod the 
matron was guilty of nothing worso than 
too great credulity.

P The Most Useful Animal. a 


(Prairie Farmer.) 

It would seom to be about time for that 
class of thoorista who proclaim that ‘ the 
horse is the most usefal of all animals, and 
also the mostintel to look into the 
merits of tho staten nowhat. 
quotation is from a weekly make up of tho 
daily journal which rons an agricultural 
“anuex.” It is neither new nor original. 
On tho contrary it is very old, so old that 
it is worn threadbaro, The fact is, tho 


most intelligent ani Horned cattlo far 
surpeasos horses in usefulness, and tho olo- 
phant is the superior of the horse in intelli- 
gence, With the intelligent: gacity 
clause of the statement, however, wo do 
not now propose to deal. Let.us aee bow 
horses, asaolass, compare with cattl¢ ah 
point of utility. ’ 

Suppose one or the othor rago werd dea- 
troyed. If the horse, then the ox would 
have to take his place as the draught ani- 
mal, and it would be found to be no mean 
ono. Itistrue our roads would not be 
filled with fast teams, rushing along ab a 
greatspeed,at tho risk of life to pedestrians, 
cavaliers would not race hither and thither 
on swift steeds, Moving loads, and travel 
on roads would be limited to the speed of 
tho patient ox ; nevertheless, trade and 
traffic would not be soriously incommoded, 
for steam would quickly be made available, 
and, in the end, transportation would be 
cheapened. Even under the oxisting stato 
of things, itis more than probablo, that 
fully one-half the ploughing aiid tho other 
labors of the farm, performed by animal 
power than that of the horse is goncrally 
used.ag a draught animal. Many others 
use oxen, ndoubtedly they might be 
used with profit, where systematic agricul- 
ture is practiced, if it were not a0. fashion- 
able to usg horses, Many first-rate farm- 
ers know this; and avail themselves of this 
valuable labor. Those wlio feed their ox- 
teams properly will find,in ploughing, that 
a handy yoke of oxen-will get over as much 
work, per day, asa team of horses. Here 
asmuch depends on the feeding,trainingand 
handling, as on the team used. A team 
of horses kept on grass and hay alone will 
not do as much work as a team of oxen, 
on the same keep, A teamof smart oxen, 
kept on oats, will do asmnéh ploughing ina 
day as a team of horses, but they may have 
to work, perhaps, an houra day longer to 
do it, 

Tho horse has.only one product to give 
us—labor. Thitis the most valuable ono, 
and indystry could not very well do with- 
out it. Still the wheels of industry would 
not stand still if Horses were awept out of 
existence. The Value of cattle is of tho 
manifold nature. The cow furnishes milk, 
cream, curd,butter und cheese ; the refuse 
from the manufactures feeds hogs. The 
6x furnishes labofpand, when this is done. 
neat and leater of tho most valuable kind, 
According to the report of the commiasion- 
er of customs at Washington, the export of 
butter from the United States for 1877, 
was 21,627,241 pounds, worth $4,424,616, 
Of cheese there*W#¥\ exported 107,364,666 
pounds. worth $12,700,627. The money 
value of the cows*of the country is $450,- 
000,000. To work the milk products 
$100,000,000 iswéquired, and the total sum 
invested in the industry is quoted at $1,420,- 
000,000, including $900,000,000 invested in 
other food. THe export of fresh beef to 
England alone, from Jan, 1 to Aug. LI, 
1877, amounted to $7,061,606, The total 
humber of horses in all North America, in 
1876, was estimated at 9,504,200. If worth 
on an average $100 each,—a largo estimate, 
—it would give $950,420,000,or only about 
60,000,000 more than the investment in 
land necessary to feed the cows of the 
country, “We are unable to find the value 
of the neat cattle for the samo year. Let 
us go back to the census of 1870, The total 
number of horses inthe United States in 
that year was 8,690,219." The number of 
cattle was 28,074,582, The average steer 
at three years old.is worth that of the 
average unbroken colt at the same age. 
The'reader can figure for himself as to the 
real value of cattle. and horses in the 
country at that time. Sinco then the scale 
has been turned largely in favor of neat 
cattle. 

Let us now look at the value of swine, as 
against horses ig the, United States. Ac- 
cording-to the Cincinnati Price Current, 
the total numberof hogs packed and mark- 
éted in the United:States and Canada, was 
12,301,589, of an aggregate net weight of 
5,048, 343,011 pounds, At 2 cents per 
pound, this would aggregate $127,417,160.- 
55, The whole. number of swine in the 
United States on Jan. 1, 1870, according 
to statistics of thedepartment of agrical- 
ture was 32,262,500. 

From the above will clearly be seen the 
vast interest involyed in the live stock of 
the country ; andthat the horse, while hold 
ing & prominent placé,is by no means first. 
Indeed, with the-eattle stock of the country 
loft intact, is more than probable that the 
horse stock of the’country, if swept out of 
existence, would occasion less permanent 
distress than if even the swine of the coun- 
try were destroyed?” Cattle would at once 
largely take thé place that horses now oc- 
cupy as draught animals, and steam would 
at once be utilized. On the other hand tho 
destruction of cattle would at once cause 
an universal famine that could not be 
stayed. 

In this we mast not be understood ad de- 
ee anything from the valuo of horses 
to the human race and the business of the 
country. We could not well do without 
them, They fill their place in the economy 
of civilized and enlightened comunities and 
nations. Each individual breed has its 
place, just as each breed of other domestic 
animals gives its quota of support to the 
over increasing nocessities of advancing 
civilization. All practical men know this, 
It is only theorists who catch at sensations, 
sooking to exaggorate or got local credit for 
astuteness, who -run into these errors, 
Novortholoss the *horao will continue to fill 
its valuable placo in tho economy of life, 
So will all other animals even the most in+ 
significant of those which go to assistin the 
development of modern civilization. 


Guilt, though it may attain temporal 
splendor, can never confer real happiness ; 
the evil consequence of our crime long sur- 
vivo thoir comission, and, like the ghonat of 
the murdered, forever haunt the steps of the 
malofactor ; “while the paths of virtue, 
Boneh seldom those of worldly greatnons, 
are always thoso of pleasantness and poace,

The loss of friends, the loss of wealth, the 
loss of property, the loss even of a certain 
portion of social esteem, admits of certain 
compensations. ‘The losing of « loved friend 
or relative often serves to introduce a spiritu- 
al clement into one’s life, It chastens and 
refines the soul, and out of the sadness thus 
created, the nature grows, expands, becomes 
better. The loss of money frequently teaches 
& man what he nover fully appreciated before 
—the hollowness and heartlessness of the 
werld, and the unsatisfactoriness of riches 
merely as a means of happiness, Bat when 
a man’s health and strength are swept away

Mingott at his moral vature, and he finds in 


the recoil how far he has fallen below his own 
esteem, then consolation becomes a more dif- 
ficult thing. 

George Eliot,in more thni one of hernovels, 
dwelt upon the manner in which a great sin 
oragreat crime may become the instrament of 
bettering the nature of the one who has com- 
mitted it, The sharp stings of conscience be- 
come gonds to good. The self-hate aman 
feels spurs him on to reach that sphere where 
ho shall have a right to respect himself and 
taste something ifike happiness. 

The sick and helpless are not entirely with- 
out their consolations and the position they 
ocoupy is in some respects one of the noblest. 
Humanity is advancing—is constantly,though 
slowly, growing better. It does so through 
vast experience of pain. It is forced to battle 
with ignorance, want, crimo, pestilence, 
famine, and miscellaneous “liseasos. In this 
Titanic struggle many go under, but their 
liyea are nor worthless, not lost. They have 
fought and borne the brunt ; they have evo 
ed sympathy, love and kindness m those bet- 
tor off than themselves, and they have set the 
example of patient endurance, an examplo 
which can never be wholly lost. Their con- 
solation must be to know that they have done 
their part woll ; that they lave contributed 
to the advancement of humanity, and that 
their influence will have lived long after they 
have been gathered into the eternitics, 


Ponder the Word. 


The word of God, read cursorily. will be 
as yapid and asuninfluential upon the heart 
and life as if it were a mero list of dates and 
names; it must be deeply, and constantly, 
and prayerfully pondered. Read over simply 
the eighth chapter of Hebrews, the sixth 
chapter of Romans, or the fifteenth chapter of 
Ist Corinthians, and they will come upon the 
ear with no more power than would the 
noise of sounding brass or tinkling cymbal 
But take these passages sentence by sentence, 
and word by word—ponder them with the 
deep conviction that a golden treasuro is en- 
shrined in their unattractive exterior, and you 
will find a beauty, and a glory, and a vigor 
in these passages, which, while it refuses to 
manifest itself to the cursory seckor, waits to 
bless the laborious and prayerful.

Of the first great stone amphitheatre, con- 


} structed about the year of Rom6725,upon the 


Campus Martius, by Statilius Taurus, there 
now remainn not asingle trace. Augustus 
declared his intention of constracting anotHer, 
but this task was leftto be accomplished by | 
Vespasian,. who made his Jowish .priconers 
work for him gratuitously. Titus built the 
Flavian amphitheatro, and dedicated it about 
the year 80 A.D, Struck with its immense 


proportions,thepeople callod itthe Colosseum. 

At tho inauguration under Titus, 5,000 wild | 
beasta were put to death, and 11,000 on the | = 
occasion of tho games which celebrated Tra- 
jan’s Victory over tho Parthians. Probus 
caused a little forest to be planted in the 


arena, in which he placed a thousand ostrich 
es, and a vast number of other animals, In 
the sixth century Yho practice af eclobrating 
the barbarous games for which the building 
was reared was discussed, A fortress in the 
Middle Ages, and afterwarcs a hospital, the 
Colosseum “finaly bocame a sort of a quarry 

from which the Farnossoand others took mater. 
ial to build thoir palac put an ond 
to theso deprodations, and consecrated the 
building'to the inemory of the martyrs that 
had boon devoured within it by wild beasts, 
Walls and buttresses of support were latterly 
employed to arrest the decay of the building, 
and these accomplished tho object ina large 
ineasuro even after half the interior wall had 
disappeare 4, 


The exterior of the Colosseum presented 
four stories superp 1 ; three arcades with 
picrs ornamented with Doric, Ionic and Cor- 
1othian columns ; and one with pilasters or- 
namonted with a bold cornice, at which wero 
fixed mats, to be etrotched across for the pro- 
tection of the spectators fromthe sun. ‘I'wo 
subterranean stories contained the animals, 
which were brought up by traps. Altogether, 
the building covered a space of 65,000 square 
fect. Tho oval arena, 260 fect long by 150 in 
width, had its two entrances situated at the 
two broad extremities of the circus. It was 
surrounded by gradually ascending steps, 
which formed seats for the spectators. On 
the first rank were placed, at one side the 
box for the imperial family, and on the other 
that of the consuls. Right and left w 
ses reserved for ambassadors, first magis- 

atora, and other great dignitaries, 
The senators and equites occupied ntalls of 
white marble, these ‘upper ten” being separat- 
ed from the plobeians byja deeply cut division, 
forming a kind of a fixed gulf betwoen them, 
Tho amphitheatre terminated with a beautiful 
portico at the roof, formed of eighty marble 
columns. The colosseuin accommodated 90,- 
000 spectators. Night is the time whon one 
should contemplate the Colosseum, when a 
| beautiful, clear moonlight plays among the 
hollow vaults and on the broken steps, giving 
to what it lighte up and what it aarkens with 
shadow proportions more vast and shapes 
oven stranger than their own, Then it is that 
the ternble scenes of the past crowd on the 
memory of the traveller, 


We imagine we see, says Chateaubriand, 
*‘tho people assembling in the theatre of Ves- 
pasian ; all Rome gathered to drink the blood 
of the martyrs; 100,000 spectators, some 
shaded by the hems of their robes, others by 
umbrellas, crowding the seats: multitudes 
vomited forth, as it were, by the porticocs ; 
descending and ascending the lony stairs, and 
taking their places. Railings of gold ward off 
the Senators’ box from the attacks of the fe- 
rocious beasts, Ingenious machines scatter a 
perfumed spray throughout the vast space, 
cooling the air and making it ploasant, Three 
ohew wend a am come need wre wna ALT 
titude of pistun, Ee en ee 
phyry, balustrades of crystal, vases of the 
richest workmanship, dazzle the eye and lend 
variety to the scene. In a canal surrounding 
the arena swim a hippopotamus and croco- 
diles. Fiye hundred lions, forty clepkants 
and tigers, panthers and bulls, accustomed to 
the slaughter of human beings, rage and roar 
in the cayerns of the amphitheatre ; while 
here and there gladiators not less ferocious 
wipe their blood-stained arms.— Wonders of 
Architecture,

Glengarry, 1 believe, fled to this country, 


ifnot from Culloden, at all events from 
their Highland homes, to avoid the 
|tyranny of him whom they called a 
usurpor, whose descendant now alts 


upon the throne. (Hear, hear.) Yet where 
| is there to be found a more loyal people in 
the world than the people of Glengarry | 
(Hear, hear.) In considering, therefore, 
the possible occasions on which we may 
hayo to rely upon the yalor of our gallant 
troops, I repel with horror from my 
thoughts the idea that they should ever be 
| called upon to shed the blood of even the 
most inconsiderate or irreconcilable of our 
Irish fellow-countrymen, (Loud cheers.) 
And, gontlomen, if this cloud—or rather 
phantasmal oxhalation—be disporsed along 
our southern boundary, what is there be- 
hind it in that direction but illimitable 
sunshine and the prospect of perpetual 
peace? (Applause.) It is true even so we 
are still liable to invasion, and to-day we 
have witnessed how soldier like and mar- 
tial is the array of our Southern neighbors. 
(Laughter,) But if they have forced the 
bulwarks of our land, if they have peno- 
trated to the heart of our richest city, it 
they have established themselves within 
the precincts of our camp, it has only been 
to givo us a fresh proof of the kindly feel- 
ings entertained for us by themselves and 
their fellow-countrymen in the States— 
(cheers)—perhaps to lay siege to the hearts 
of our young ladies--(loud laughter)—and 
to join with us in doing honor to our 
Gracions Queen, (Hear, hear.) In the 
namo, then, of all those who are present 
of the volunteer army of Canada, of tho 
people of Canada, I bid them welcome. 
And inasmuch as it is the habit of every 
politic Government to extend to deeds of 
military daring substantial rewards, [hereby 
promise to every American soldier-citizon 
who is now present, or shall ever after take 
part in our reviews, a free-grant farm with- 
in the Arctic Circle the day he takes the 
oath of allegiance, (Loud laughter.) But 
though we haye thus disposed in the most 
satisfactory manner of all possible foes 
within the circle of our immediate vision, 
it is not the less necessary on that account 
that we should take those precautions 
which every nation since the world 
began his found requisite for its safety. 
(Hear, hear.) Let us learn a lesson from 
the fate of tho aboriginal inhabitants of this 
very continent. We readin the pages of 
Prescott how happy and careless were their 
lives, how destitute of fear, as they sported 
and slept beneath the umbrageous shelter 
of their tropical groves. War with them 
had ceased to be an imaginable contingency. 
Every foe had disappeared from the limits 
of thoir world, yot suddenly, unexpectedly 
coming from where none knew, there stood 
upon their shores steel-clad men armed with 
the thunderbolts of death, and in a few 
short years that harmless, flower-crowned 
people were annihilated, their altars, cities, 
and temples laid waste and desolate. Hap- 
pily the repetition of such a catastrophe in 
our case is impossible, but for all that a war 
cloud seems to be gathering in Europe which 
may involve the entire empire in its dread-

Lord Dufferin in Montreal. 
Another Brilliant Speech by the | 
Governor-General. | 


His Excellency the Governor-Genera) 
attended the great volunteer review in 
Montreal on the 24th, and on the evening 
of that day was entertained at a banquet, 
when he spoke as follows in response to the 
toast of his health :— 


Gontlemen,—I thank you most heartily 
for the cordial manner in-which you haye 
drunk my health. I should have felt L had 
lost one of the pleasures-te which my office 
legitimately entitles mo had I been compell- 
ed to leave Canada without taking part in 
such a celebration as the present. During 
the whole term of my office I haye never 
had an opportunity of seeing myself sur- 
rounded by the representatives of our Cana- 
dian forces. It is true I have had the good 
fortune to come into individual contact 
with most of the distinguished officers of 
the Dominion, but until now I have never 
seen them gathered around me in their cor- 
On my arrival in Ottawa 
six years ago one of my first duties was to 
go to assist at areyiew at Kingston, but 
since then until to-day I have never hada 
chance of seeing any large body of troops 
assemblo in the field. My experience of 
the military tenue of Canada has been con- 
fined to guards of honor. (Laughter.) 
These I have seen in a greater number of 
places than the Sovereign of the most mili- 
tary nation in the word, and though a 
civilian, Tam sure I have acquired as good 
an eye for criticizing their special and pecu- 
liar formation as my friond the Lieutenant- 
General hiinself. “Last year I endeavor- 
ed to collect under my roof as many offi- 
cers of our national army as I could 
lay my hands on, but an unfortunate 
ident preyented me receiving my 
guests in person, The spectacle, how- 
ever, I have witnessed this morning, the

as men of British descent, as subjects of 
Queen Victoria, it may benccessary for us to 
face the responsibilities which our nation- 
ality entails. You have seen by the papers 
tho precautions the Govornmont has lakou 
to protect that—happily for us—restricted 
portion of our seaboard which is within 
reach of an enemy's assault. But I am 
proud to think that the spint of Ca- 
nadian patriotism has not confined itself 
merely to these exertions. Almost every 
mail has brought either to me or the Prime 
Minister or the Minister of Militia the 
most enthusiastic offers to serve in the 
Queen’s armies abroad in the ovent of For- 
eign war, (Loud cheers.) Theso offers 
have represented not merely the enthus- 
insm of individuals, but of whole regiments 
and brigades of men, (Renewed cheers.) 
It has been my duty to transmit them to 
tho Home Government and to the foot of 
the Throne, and I should be failing in my 
daty if I neglected to tell you that they 
have been duly appreciated, not only by 
the Queen's Ministers, but by the Queen 
herself, (Prolonged cheering.) It will un- 
doubtedly require a great deal of consider- 
ation to determine to what extent and in 
what manner advantage cquld be taken of 
such noble self-devotion. Happily the 
timo has not yet arrived—and I trust to 
God it may never do so—for giving prac- 
tical effect to the suggestions which have 
been received. But I feel that I could not 
have a better opportunity of recording 
and emphasizing facts so indicative of 
the martial and loyal spirit of the Canadian 
people as those I have indicated. No, gen- 
tlemen, God grant that many a long year 
may pass before the note of warlike prepara- 
tion rings through the quiet hamlets, the 
sun-lit fields, and the prosperous cities of 
Canada. But should the oyil day arrive, let 
it find va prepared and ready to do our 
duty. (Oheors.) It is not by undiciplined 
levies, however enthusiastic, that the homes 
and liberties of a country can be guarded. 
Every day war is becoming a more compli- 
cated science, the problems of which can 
only be successfully dealt with by highly 
organized battalions and trained and scien- 
tific officers. (Hear, hear.) Above all, 
remember things are not with you as they 
wore a fow short years ago. British North 
America is no longer a congeries of discon- 
tonted Provinces dertitute of any strong 


have thismorning saluted the birthday of 
Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen, 
(Cheers.) It is not for me to indicate even 
by praise the professional oxcelloncies of 
the maneuyres. That pleasurable task 
will be performed in Que time by a more 
competent authority. But there is one 
characteristic of tu-day’s performance, at 
all events, which must have attracted 
everyone's attention, that is the magnili- 
cent appearance, the patriotic enthusiasm, 
the spirited alacrity, the loyal sentiments 
which have been exbibited by each and all 
of the regiments that have paraded before 
vs. Though I should be very far from 
wishing to depreciate the effects of train- 
ing and discipline in producing efficiency, 
we must all admit—even the greatest mar- 
tinéts amongst us—such a spirit of patriot- 
ism, such a joyous, such an exuberant al- 
acrity in the performance of their military 
duties as have been exhibited by our sol- 
diers, is the first step towards the forma- 
tion of victorious battalions, Happily the 
prospect of the Dominion being required to 
array itself in dofence of its homes and lib- 
ertics is remote. We have but ono nation 
for our immediate neighbor, and with that 
nation we are united by long tradition, by 
a community of interests, and by a contin- 
ued interchange of courtesies, in qn indis- 
soluble friendship (loud oheor@) ; while 
those foreigners who under any unhappy 
circumstances might attempt to assault us 
are remote, and separated from our shores 
by leagues of sea. It is true of lato thero 
have been heard a few vague and probably 
exaggerated rumors of a certain amount of 
Celtic effervescence (loud laughter), slong 
our southernffrontier, but I cannot believe 
that such anunpardonable crime asa second 
filibustering attack upon the sacred peace 
of Canada can be in contemplation. I 
nover have, and never will, speak harshly 
or disrespectfully of my Trish countrymen, 
however wrong I may consider thoir opin- 
ions or misguided their conduct. (Cheers.) 
It is not by harsh or violent language we 
shall win them back to a friendlier frame of 
mind, Undoubtedly in past days Leland 
has suffered ill-treatment and injustice, but 
for generations England has strained every 
nerve to make reparation for those ancient 
wrongs.

ried her he was very attontivo to her for a 
time, but of late ho had been very violent.

He then took off his tur- 
ban and tied her hands withit, and told her 
that a deal more would be done to her ; she 
was thon kept tied up, down in the cellar, 
for about eight hours, until 12 o'clock that 
night. He then took her up-stairs vo the 
bedroom, and tied her hands and feet with 
some linen ; these bandages were made fast 
to a line which was in the room. Whenslic 
was thus helpless he struck her on the feet 
twelve times with a bastinado made of some 
kind of horn, She screamed for mercy at 
tho first blow, but he placed a gag in her 
mouth, and put his foot on her chest to 
keep her down. The gag almost suffocated 
her, and when he saw that, he took it out, 
and went down stairs, saying that he had 
not finished with her yet. He thon gota 
pair of scissors, with which he cut off every 
bit of her hair. 

Mr. Patterson—Cut off your hair? 

The complainant at this question reluc- 
tantly removed hor hat, when it was seen 
that her hair was cut as close to her head 
asaman’s. On the hat being replaced, 
however, the loss could not be notic 
since she had a clever arrangement of arti- 
ficial hair which had prevented discovery. 
The complainant, continuing, said that the 
defendant got a razor and threatened to 
shave her head, but at her earnest entrea- 
ty he refrained. About one o'clock in the 
morning he was going to leave her tied, but 
she begged for mercy. The defendant 
said, ‘On one condition will I release you ; 
and that is that you will never tell anyone 
what has passed.” The complainant gave 
this promise, and was released. On the 
next day she ran away to her mother, but 
at the defendant's request returned. On 
the 22nd ultimo, her mother being still ill, 
she went out to see her, and on returning 
the defendant told her to go away, saying 
that he did not want her at his place ; and 
he gavo her 10s, to go. She refused, how- 
ever, to go, saying that she wanted main- 
tenance from him. He replied, “If you 
come here, the cellar is your home.” She 
replied, “I cannot live in that damp cellar.” 
Besides those things the ‘lefondant took 
away the wig which she had been wearing,

He was now living with an assistant in his 
shop whom he called “Pepper,” that being 
Persian for “duchess.” 

Evidenco having been given as to the as- 
sault on the 22nd ult., Mr. Bartlet opened 
the case for the defence. Ho said that tho 
occasion on which the complainant’s hair 
had been cut off was this :—Her husband 
came into the shop one day and there 
found a gentleman in the act of cutting off 
a lock of her hair.

Canadian Live Stock in England. 


(From our Liverpool Correspondent, ) 


Tho Dominion Lino 8.8. Ontario arrived 
in Liverpool or the 11th inst. with 30] head 


horses and hunters in excellent condition. 
115 of the cattle were purchased at Guelph, 
Ontario, by J. A. Thomson & Co., of ‘To- 
ronto, and shippod to Mr, W. 8. William- 
son, at Liverpool. Thirty head of these 
wore taken to tho Salford (Manchester) 
market, and elicited great admiration, The 
Liverpool Daily Post market report says : 
“About. 300 foreign beasts—Spanish, Ca- 
“‘nadion, and Danish, were offered. The 
‘Canadian beasts formed « prominent fea- 
“ture in the show, comprising heifers of 
** the choicest quality, and in prime condi- 
**tion; and holders had no difficulty in 
‘making the exceptionally high figure of 
“9d. per lb,” 

Mr. Williamson, who has paid great at- 
tention to the best trade of Manchester, has 
now thoroughly established the reputation 
of our Canadian herds, his cattle being usu- 
ally the best at that market, 


Mr. S. Price, of Montreal, had 100 head 
of very fino steers on board the “Ontario,” 
which were sold by his brother at the Liv- 
erpool market on Monday last. ‘hese 
brought £40 10s. each ; twonty-two others 
averaged £34 each, and ono pnir of steers, 
bred and purchased at Stanstead, Eastern 
Townships, brought the extraordinary price 
of £84. It will be thus seen that the Prov- 
ince of Ontario does not entirely monopo- 
lise the trade in fino cattle. 

Canadian farmers should carefully ponder 
over theso figures. The extra prices given 
were more on account of quality than heavy 
weight. It must be borne in mind that it 
costs no more to raise a first-class beast like 
the above, than it does one of those animals 
which are sold with difficulty at 3 cents per 
Ib, ;and the transatlantic freight is the same. 
Canadian atock-raisers have the ball at their 
foet, and it will be entirely their own fault 
if shippers of cattle have to purchase stock 
in the western States. That the finest cat- 
tle in the world can be raised in Canada, 
both in Ontario and Quebeo, has now been 
fully demonstrated. 

A market in Great Britain is now open 
for all they can raise, if thoy will steadfast- 
ly persevere in improving their herds by 
using short-horn bulls, which haye been in- 
troduced into Canada at enormous expense 
by their enterprising neighbors. 

The rate of insurance on live stock was 
formerly 8 per cent. in winter, and six per 
cent ip summer, Through the representa- 
tions of Mr, J. Dyke, tho Canadian Goy- 
ernment Agent at Liverpool, the under- 
writers at Lloyd's have been induced to re- 
duce this to £3 per cent. against all risks, 
including mortality or washing overboard. 
This will amount to about $9.50 each on 
horaos of HO w9lnn,O2CK an anttla of LOK 
Torty cents on pigs at £4, twenty cents on 
sheep at £2, which the trade can assuredly 
afford, as it is as legitimate a charge as 
freight, or any other incidental expense. 
The benefit of this arrangement can hard- 
ly be over-estimated, as all possibility of 
loss is avoided, whilst increased banking 
facilities will be obtained, resulting in a 
rapid extension of the trado. 


Items of Interest. 


(From the London, Eng., Farmer.) 


Profeasor J. P. Sheldon, one of the 
Cirencester Agricultural College, writes to 
us as follow, :—‘‘Mr. Dyke, of Liverpool, 
agent to the Canadian Government, has 
kindly forwarded me samples of various 
kinds of fall and spring wheat, of white 
and black oats, of peas and beans, barley 
and linseed, &c., which were exhibited at 
London, Ontario, not long ago, and of 
which larger samples have been sent to tho 
Paris Exhibition. Some of the samples of 
wheat are remarkably fine; the grain is 
well fed, plump, very dry, and an excel- 
lent color. I do not remember seeing finer 
samples for a long time past, if ever. The 
barley, too, is well fed, and an excellent 
color. The oats are a very good color, but 
not so well fed as one could wish. The 
Canadian summer is rather too hot and 
dry to produce the finest oats. The lin- 
seed is a vory excellent sample, and so are 
the field peas.” These pulse and cereals 
are very intereeting, and they are a credit 
to the country where they were grown, 
Farming cannot easily be an unprofitable 
occupation where fair crops of such grain 


| as these samples are can be grown year by 


year.

Village Improyement. 


Associations have been organized in 
many of the villages of New England, com- 
posed of public-spirited ladies and gentle- 
men, (for in many cases the ladies have 
taken the inital steps in tho matter,) and 
having for their object the setting out of 
ornamental shade trees, building sidewalks. 
the retirement from conspicuous places of 
venerable ash-heaps, tilling up dangerous 
ditches, fencing and turfing commons, und 
all such like repovations, costing so little 
money that the vonerablo town fathor can- 
not be made to spend his valuable time up- 
onthem. It is said the last improvement 
which a New England town can be induc- 
od to make is the laying of side-walks. 1t 
will vote money liberally for schools and 
public buildings, take” stock in railroads 
and reservoirs and buy public libraries, but 
there is ever a suspicious eye on all pro- 
positions for walking facilities beyond the 
dumping on of dirt and gravel, which, with 
the fall and spring rains, require a good 
stock of rubber boots. Thus it is that there 
are probably more rabber boots used in 
New England than in any like populous 
region of the earth, 

Not many years since, a wealthy and 
liberal gentleman offered to puta marble 
fountain on tho common of Massachusetts 
town, if the authorities would keep it in 
order after the waterworks were completed. 
This they declined to do, the argument be- 
ing that the common was bringing them in 
$40 yearly from the hay mown there, and 
they did not wish to stop this revenue for 
fancy notions. This same town has recent- 
ly organized a Village Improvement 
society, and although a fountain has not 
been brought, the new paved streets, the 


pastures, of whose arrival at Tonning wo | 
| gave a short account a fortnight ago,appear | 


which formed a part of the consignment | 


clean turf of the common, and the long 
lines of young shadetreesnowly set out,now 
testify to the eflicacy of an energetic band 
of workers, not only in the interest of good 
taste, but of real estate, for it cannot be 
denied that the price of a farm is often as 
much enchanced by an ayenue of elms ora 
luxurious bower of grape-vines as by an 
application of the best fertilizers. It costs 
very little money to buy grape-vino slips, 
but an arbor at every cottage or mansion in 
a yillage is the rich return of this nominal 
expense. The New England villages are 
admirably adapted for ornamentation, with 
their broad streets, ample commons, and 
often their “gray, historic elms.” Stock- 
bridge, Amherst, Williamstown, North 
Adams, and ascore of other villages, have 
now regularly organized societies, looking 
solely to local msthetic interests, 

At Brunswick, Me., the students and 
villagers recently united in forminga Village 
Improvement Association, and, after a lec- 
ture, paothe aabich by Han Be Mon ghth 
N. J., organized for a similar purpose. Of 
course it is trite to say that we learn beau- 
ty by seeing it, yet it does not seem to be 
understood by people who send children 
into yards to play or to dismal school-rooms 
to study. Example is everything, and 
when the yillage adorns the public ways,and 
grades and turfs the school grounds, and 
perchance adds a fountain or two on the 
square, the citizens will be sure to enjoy 
the goneral atmosphere of refinement, and 
will set to work on his own dilapidated 
lilac-bushes, sage-beds and unpainted fen- 
ces. Filthy streets, gnarled, neglected 
apple-trees, and a want of house paint, well 
nigh neutralize the culture of the school- 
room and justify the most persistent efforts 
of these Village Improvement Associations. 
—N. Y. Observer. 


The Old Age of a Planet. 


Mr. R. A. Proctor lately gave a lecture 
at the London Institution on ‘ The Old 
Age of a Planet,” being a sequel to a pre- 
vious lecture on the ‘ Youth of a Planet.” 
The duration of the various phases of a 
planet’s existence depends on its dimen- 
sions, Planets smaller than tho earth were 
referred to as representing vations stages 
of planetary old age. Venus, which is 
nearer to the sun than the earth, and, 
therefore probably of later birth, is also 
smaller than the earth, and is theoretically 
either in the same stage of planetary exist- 
ence or even less developed than our planet. 
The evidence gained by telescopic observa- 
tion accords with the view. 1t has recent- 
ly been noticed that in certain phases wo 
catch the ulumination of whatare regarded 
as the oceans of Venus, though some have, 
as Mr. Proctor considers widely, interpret- 
ed the phenomena as indicating that Ve- 
nus has a metallic surface enclosed in a 
glassy envelope. About Mercury we know 
too little to express any very confident 
opinion, but being near the sun and being 
probably therefore the last born of tho 
planets, his small globe would pass quictly 
through the stages of planctary life. Of 
Mars we know more. being much smaller 
than the carth and also more remote from 
the sun, and therefore probably of earlier 
birth, this planet might be expected to 
have reached a much larger stage of devel- 
opement, an inference which facts obsery- 
od by the telescope support. Our moon, ao 
still smaller planet, and cortainly as a fully 
formed planet older than the earth from 
which it was thrown off, gives still better 
opportunities of telescopic observation, and 
is theorotically-most likely to tell us of the 
old age of a planot. It seems to all intents 
dead, without air (or having air of extreme 
rarity) and without seas. There can bo 
hardly a doubt that many of the features 
observable aro tho rosult of oxtinct craters, 
though some of the amallor of the circular 
markings, Mr, Proctor thinks, aro the re- 
sult of rolling into the moon’s mass of me- 
tooric bodies nt a period prior to her at- 
taining rigiditly. Though we seo some plan- 
ols that have reached the death-like stage, 
and others slowly tending towards it, 
when wo look with still wider scope, we seo 
somo of our own solar system, and some of 
other aystoma, perfecting towards tho lifo 
poriod. ‘Tho heat and light of one particu- 
lar ayatom in not lont, but goes to keep up 
the oternal interchanges of cosmical vita- 
lity.

Instead of retaining the 
sureties Mr, Mackenzie returned them in- 
tact, and in addition allowed his claim of 
$41,000 for survey work alleged to have 
been done, so that instead of being pen- 
alized for the non-fulfillment of his con- 
tract, Mr. Foster was liberally paid for 
breaking it, and the public treasury was 
made the vehicle of rewarding him for his 
political services. This is clear enough 
from theo testimony taken before 
the Public Accounts Oommittee of 
Mr. Sandford Fleming, the Chief Engin- 
eer, who stated that he had never certi- 
fied forthe payment. Tho same Mr, Fos- 
ter also received the contract for the ox-~ 
tension of the Canada Central Railway to 
the eastern terminus of the Georgian Bay 
branch, it being provided in the contract 


that he was to receive payments “on ac-

227 tons of them, in security for which he 
gave bonds of the South Eastern Railway 
Company, of the nominal value of £6,000 
sterling. The rails have never been re- 
turned, and as the bonds aro utterly worth- 
less, the country has sustained n loss of 
$8,172 owing to Mr. Mackenzie's disregard 
of the authority of Parliament in his earnest 
desire to ‘‘support a supporter.” Mr. 
Foster, therefore, not only was returned 
the $85,000 security which he had deposit- 
ed, but made in addition the snug sum of 
$109,000 by befriending Mr. Mackenzie in 
his efforts to attain to power, Certainly, 
it is not a bad thing to be a supporter of 
men who are so lavish of tho public funds 
as are tho head of the present Government 
and his colleagues. 

Another friend of the Government who 
was rewarded was Mr. J. D. Edgar, now 
the candidate in the interests of the Grit 
party for the county of Monck. Mr. Ed- 
gar was given a political mission to British 
Columbia and was paid, for afow weeks’ 
services, the handtome sum of 86,000, 
although his mission was nolely in the ine 
terest of the Ministry and not of that of 
the country.

Hobart Pasha is reported to have said to 
ajfriond :—Unless England speaks more 
frankly to the Turks than has yet been 
done, the Russians will take Constantinople 
and the Bosphorus forts, But even then 
we could starve them out by stopping sup- 
plies by sea and cutting their communica- 
tions by land.” 


Mr. Henry M. Stanley does not seem to 
have improved his manners in Africa, At 
the Academy dinner in London the London 
World informs us that his place between 
Mr, Vicat Cole and Sir Coutts Lindsay re- 
mained vacant till the banquet was two- 
thirds over, when the explorer sauntered 
coolly in. 


Tho Manchester Guardian publishes an 
appeal for aid from the weavers’ secre- 
taries. This document states that 200,000 
persons are aflected by the strike, that no 
less than £140,000 has been already lost in 
wages, and that it will require £19,000 a 
week to afford a moderate amount of relief 
to the distressed people. 


The Stratford-upon-Avon Herald states 
that the work in connection with the build- 
of the Shakespeare Memorial Library and 
Picture Gallory has conimenced. With the 
theatre portion of the momorial progress 
is being made, and it is hoped that in about 
4 month's time the building will be ready 
foe roofing.

Having rapidly sketched 
the circumstances leading up to Confedera- 


Sir John Macdonald #s\tho first Premier of 
the new Dominion was guided by obvious 
and just considerations, The position he 
held among the public men of Canada left 
him practically without competitors for 
this great office, “it was Eclipse first and 
‘all the rest nowhere, 
‘ance of this task Sir John Macdonald 
‘acted on tho understanding that the 
‘* coalition out of which the confederation 
** rose would be continued still in order to 
* overcome any difficulties which might 
** arise in getting the new ship of state 
** fairly off the stocks,” How Sir John 
Macdonald inyited prominent Reformers 
as well as Conservatives to accept office in 
his Cabinet, how his invitation was accept- 
ed, and how the Dominion was launched 
under the fairest auspices having been de- 
scribed, a due appreciation is shown of the 
part Mr. Brown playod as the Discord of 
tho Dominion- the stormy petrel of Can- 
adian politics The calm which preceded 
the birth of the new constitution was the 
prelude of storm. ‘‘ While the coalition 
‘“was maturing its plans oné of its mem- 
‘* bers, the Hon. George Brown, suddenly 
‘resigned his portfolio, without any 
‘definite indication of the reason which 
“led him to abandon his colleagues.” 
His action was~ explained afterwards. 
Sir John Macdonald had succeeded in 
forming « Cabinet which was a fair repre- 
sentation of the component parts of the 
Dominion. But ‘‘to Mr. Brown it was a 
“* sufficient objection to the Ministry that 
‘its head was his old political foe. His 
“ friends of the Reform Party who had ac- 
‘ cepted office (and who chose not to desert 
“the ship) became thereby in his eyes 
‘renegades from the cause of Reform ; 
“* and if any one urged that it was unfair 
‘to attack the new Administration before 
‘its policy was known, the answer was 
‘ready, that the only safe Government is 
‘by parties, and that it would be hazard- 
** ous to the interests of the new Dominion 
‘if its Government were unwatched and 
* unchecked by a regularly orgonized Op- 
“position.” But even if Mr, Brown's 
motives were right the reviewer donsiders 
he made a political blunder of the most 
serious nature. Was it legitimate cven 


from his own point of vio raat he, goy- 


of his Party to fall under the control 
politicians worthy of being ‘denounced in 
** the passionate language which he uni- 
“ formly employs |” His conduct, we are 
told, seemed to many to “involve a betray- 
‘al, not only of the interests of Party, but 
‘* of the more sacred interests of the whole 
** people.” It is evident that Mr. Brown's 
ignoble envy will be seen in its true light 
by the impartial historian, and that the 
yainest, most passionate, and the most un- 
scrupulous of Canadian politicians will, 
when a calm judgment is formed of him by 
men of other times—(for an English critic 
is now very much in the advantageous po- 
sition of an historian)—be placed in the 
pillory of history. 


The reviewer tells us—and again romem- 
ber he is a Liberal of the Liberals—that if 
Mr. Brown's position was justifiable the 
formation of the Dominion was meaning- 
less. Inthe fairy stories we met with 
children over whose cradle good fairies bend 
and bring all sorts of good gifts and bless- 
ings. But there always comes a bad fairy 
to mar as much as possible what the good 
fuities had done, The reviewer regards 
Mr. Brown as tho bad fairy who scowled 
over the cradle of our national life, and 
cursed it with his factions spirit of strident 
abuse and blatant egotism. He brought 
strife where there might have been harmony 
and jntent on personal aims, and maddened 
by wounded vanity, used his influence as 
the master of an influential newspaper and 
a Party leader to nip in the bud, to endang- 
er the existence of, if he could not destroy, 
the fairest hopes of Canada. The answer 
to his demand for strife without cause 
was “ decided enough." He was defeated 
nt the polls, andthe Government entered 
on their duties backed by an “enormous 
‘© majority, throughout the country as well 
‘Cas in Parliament, The result in itaelf 
“was one on which the Canadians were to 
‘be congratulated ; it was ono of the most 
‘ crushing defeats which the spirit of fac- 
‘tion ever received.” The Government 
was now confronted by an ‘*‘ Opposition 
‘+ which could vindicate its existence by no 
** political reason.”” 

The history of the fall of Mr. Sandfield 
Macdonald is then given and, in doing this, 
credit is given to the late Mr. J, S. Mac- 
donald for guiding himself by just princi- 
ples.and.adhering-to economy,but tho-writ- 
or is evidently not. acquainted with some 
of the discreditable tricks which brought 
about his defeat. We are then taken to

Major Walsh. 
SKETOM OF MIS LIFE. 


(Prescott Cor. Canadian Ml, News.) 


Major Walsh, of the Northwest Mounted

When ho 
reached man's estate he was chosen Captain of 
the Fire Company, and in that capacity evinc- 
ed the qualities which have served him so 
well in his dealings with the aborigines, His 
advent in business was asa dry goods clerk,an 
occupation which did. not prove congenial 
He next went to learn to be a machin at 
the St. Lawrenco & Ottawa R. K. shops, and 
subsequently tried tho life of an engine- 
driver. After that he went ‘‘clerking” ouce 
more. He was next heard of as an exchange 
broker. When the Fenian raid of 1866 start- 
led the Dominion, Mr. Walsh joined the yol- 
untecrs. Having passed the Military School 
at Kingston, he was soon made an Ensign, 
and, later on, Acting-Adjutant. When the 
battalion known as tho Lisgar Rifles was 
formed, he was not long in attaining a Cap- 
taincy. In 1868 ho enterod the Cavalry 
School. When ho had completed the course, 
Col. Jenyns highly complimented him, declar- 
inghim to be the best drilled and plackiest 
gavalryman that had passed through the 
School. In 1870 he married a daughter of 
Mr. John Mowatt, of Bre ille, and settled 
down to civil pursuits—this time as_proprie- 
tor of the North American Hotel, Prescott. 
But the passion for military life end adven- 
ture proved too strong for him. In 1872 he 
organized a troop of cavalry, which he com- 
manded till the fall of 1873, when ho went to 
the Northwest with the first detachment of 
the Mounted Police, holding the position of 
Sub-Inspector. ‘The following year he return- 
ed with Colonel French, and was engaged in 
recruiting service, purchasing stores, horses, 
ete, While at Toronto he was promoted to 
the rank of Superintendent and Inspector. 
He left with the second detachment in May, 
1874, and niarched from Dufferin to the Rocky 
Mountains—some 1,400 miles—establishing 
the post now called Foré Walsh. In Septem- 
ber last he took a leading part in negotiating 
a treaty with the Assiniboines, which ceded a 
large and important tract of land to the Do- 
minion. 

‘The official reports show that Major Walsh 
has led an active life in the Northwest, and 
worthily fulfilled the expectations of thore 
who knew him asa youth. I have only space 
for one characteristic incident. In June, 
1877, a Saulteaux Chief, named Little Child, 
caine to Fort Walsh and reported that he and 
his people, numbering about fifty souls, were 
cam) with a large party of Assiniboines. 
When the former intimated their intention 
to move away, an Assiniboine, named Crow's 
Dance, declared that they must first get his 
permission ; he having previously formed, a 
war lodge and gathered about 200 warriots 
around him. Little Child protested against 
this and said he would inform the ‘*White 
Mother's Chiot.” at i Piers 
ry lance_and 
attacked t ar Bonltennes inoe guns reckless- 
ly, killing a number of their train dogs, be- 
having very badly and ,threatening to do 
worse. Finally the two hands separated, and 
Little Child reported as aforesaid. Major 
Walsh started off with fifteen men anda 
guide to arrest Crow's Dance and his head 
men. They travelled from 11 am, till 3 
a.m., when they came up with the camp I 
will let the Major tell the rest of the story ; 
“The camp was formed in the shapo of a 
wor camp, with awar lodge 10 the centre. In 
the latter I expected to find Crow's Dance 
with his leaders. Fearing they might offer 
resistance (Little Child said they certainly 
would.) I halted, and had the arms of my 
men inspected aud ise loaded. Striking 
the camp so early, | thonght I might take 
them by surprise ; 801 moved west along a 
ravine about half'a mile. This brought us 
within three-quarters of a mile if the camp 
At a sharp trot we soon entered the camp and 
surrounded the war lodge, and found Crow's 
Danco and nineteen warriors in it. I had 
them immediately moved out of camp toa 
small butte half a mile distant, and then ar- 
rested Blackfoot and Bear's Down and took 
them to the butte. It was now fivea. m. I 
ordered breakfast, and sent the interpreter to 
inform chiefs of camp that I would meet them 
in council in an hour. The camp was taken 
by surprise, arresta made and prisoners taken 
tothe butte tefore a chief in camp knew any- 
thing about it. At tho appointed time the 
following chiefs assembled: Long Lodge, 
Shell King, and Little Chief. I told them 
what I had done, and that I intended to take 
tho prisoners to tho Fort and try them by the 
Jaw of the White Mother for the crime they 
had committed; that they as chiefs should 
not have allowed soch a crime to be commit- 
ted. They replied that thoy tried to stop it, 
bat could net. At tena. m. I left council, 
and arrived at the Fort at eight p. m., a dis- 
tance of fifty miles. If the Salteaux, when 
attacked by the Assiniboines, had returned 
one shot, there would, in all probability, have 
been a fearful massacro.”” 


In reporting this affair to the Government, 
Lieut.-Col Irvine wrote; “I cannot too 
highly ‘write of Inspector ‘Walsh's prompt 
conduct in this matter, and it must be a mat- 
tor of congratulation to feel that fifteen of our 
men can ride into an enormous camp of Indi- 
ans and take out of it as prisoners thirteen of 
tho head mon. Tho action of this dotach- 
ment will have great effect on all the Indians 
throughout the country.” 1t was certainly a 

lucky act, In his reply, the Secrotary of 
State desires Col, Irvine to convey to Inspeo- 
tor Walsh his appreciation of the courage and 
determination shown by him and tho officers 
and men under his command in carrying out 
tho arrest. $4 

The abovo incident illustrates how British 
authority is respected by tho Indians, and 
domoastrates tho fitness of Major Walsh for 
the position he occupies. 

During his sojourn in the Northwost, Major 
Walsh has learned sufficient of the Sioux and 
Blackfeet languages to be able to converse in 
both slowly. Phe Peigans oll him tho 
“White Chief of the Assiniboines The lat- 
tor call him “The one that Tios,” from the 
fact that ho shacklod four of them on the oo- 
casion of his firat visit to punish somo wrong: 
doors, Tho Sioux know him as ‘Long 
Lance,” because sometimos his men carry

Tn addition, Mr. Marceau, the Grit candi- 
date in Dorchester, who contested the elec- 
tion of Mr, Rouleau, was himself disqualified 
for corruption, thus making a total of thirty 
members of this pure party who have been 
Unseated for bribery and corruption.

Earl Russell. 


Earl Russell, of Kingston-Russell, died on 
the 28th May at the advanced age of 86 years, 
after a Parliamentary. career of 65 years. He 
was the third son of the sixth Duke of Bed- 
ford, and was born in London in 1792, His 
early education was obtained at Wostminster 
School, after which he waa sent to Edinburgh 
University, which was at that time preferred 
to the English ones by the great Whig fami- 
lies. In his earlier years he directed his at- 
tention to literaturo, and wrote his ‘ History 
of the Pritish Constitution,” the ‘‘ Memoirs 
of the Affairs of Europe fron the Peace of 
Utrecht,” and tho ‘ Life and Times of Charles 
James Fox.” In his later years the “ Riso 
and Progress of the Christian Religion in tho 
West of Europe,” * Recollections and Sugges- 
tions from 1813 to ’73,” and other works pro- 
ceeded from his pen. He was firat elected to 
Parliamont in 1813 to represent the family 
borough of Tavistock. Hejmade hia firat mo 
tion in favor of Parliamentary reform in 1819, 
and until 1831 he almost yearly brought the 
subject up before the House. In tho latter 
year, after tho resignation uf the Duke 
of Wellington, and when Russell hid 
been mado a Ministor of tho he 
had the honor of proposing this bill for tho |

Cyclone in the South Pacific: 120 
Lives Lost. 


GKEAT DAMAGE TO PROPERTY, 


The Messager de Tahiti gives details of 
the destructive cyclone which swept over 
the Society and Tuamotu Island on the 8th 
February. Tho storm is described as of a 
severity altogether unprecedented, and as 
causing most destructive damage to property, 
as well as theloss of a great number of lives, 
estimated at 120, The island of Anaa was 
partially engulphed by the sea, the house 
of the Resident being submerged, and a 
large number of houses swept away. The 
quays, wharves, warehouses, and a number 
of vessels suffered severely, and the cocoa 
trees, which form the chief product of this 
as wellas of tho othor islands of that group, 
were nearly all destroyed. The island of 
Raroia was also partially submerged, and 
two vessels which were lying at anchor 
have boen carried a mile inland and left 
high and dry. A cemetery on the island 
was devastated by the waves to such an ox- 
tent as to expose the corpses, some of which 
were afterwards partially devoured by dogs 
and pigs. The island of Kankura suffered 
the most extensive damage, having received 
the full fury of the storm during the whole 
of its continuance. For three days the 
winds were blowing with hurricane force,

The cyclone bas had the 
most disastrous effect upon the commerce of 
the islands by reason of the great amount 
of damage done to the cocoa trees and 
other products.

The day he was last 
seen he drew $6,500 from the Exchange 
Bank on a cheque he had received from his 
father, who lives in Buffalo, Foul play is 
feared, as Kelly could have no object in 
absconding, not being in debt, and thu 
money he had was his own private means. 
Detectives have made an active search, but 
failed to find any clue to the missing man,

Thomas A, Edison, the famous inventor of 
the phonograph, recently contributed to the 
North American Review an interesting account 
of the probable apple ion of the phonograph 
which, as the realization of these requires the 
exercise of, mechanical ingenuity, will com- 
mand the attention which tho great number 
of conjectural and prophetic opinions of en- 
thusiasts. threaten to usurp. Among the 
more important applications, which Mr. Edi- 
son classes under *‘probabilities,” the follow- 
ing may be mentioned : 

Letter writing and other forms of dictation, 
books, education, reading, music, family 
record ; and snch olectrotype application as 
books, musical boxes, toys,clocks, ardvertising 
and signalling apparatus, speeches, ete. The 
inventor is now perfecting an apparatus in 
mechanical detail which is to become the 
standard phonograph, and which may be used 
for all purposes except such as require a spe- 
cial form of matrix, such as toys, clocks, ad- 
vertising, etc., for an indefivite repetition of 
the same thing. The main utility of the pho-

Conouns, May 29, 

The closing exercises were continued yes- 
terday. The Senate held its meeting for con- 
forring degrees, Ata meoting of the College 
Board in the afternoon the financial statement 
yas submitted. The income of last year was 
in advance of the expenditure. The endow- 
ment fond is rolling up. About $114,000 
have beon invested, $35,000 of which is for 
the Theological Department exclusively. Tho 
meeting of the Alumni Association was held 
in the evening. 

The number of graduates since the opening 
of the University is as follows: Arts, 256 ; 
Medicine, 812 ; Law, 70 ; Divinity, 39, 

Faraday Hall, the new Science building of 
the University, was formally opened. It cost 
about $20,000, and is the gift of the people of 
Cobourg, as is also the beautiful grounds up- 
on which it is erected, eight acres having been 
given to the College about 15 or 16 yéars ago. 

The proceedings commenced at 10 o'clock 
to-day in the Lecture Room of the Hall, which 
was well filled with the alumni of the College, 
students, the principal contributors to the 
building fund, and several distinguished gen* 
tlemen from a distance.

As toa hen not being profitabl 
keep for eggs after she is two years old, I can- 
not endorse it, as I have hens that are four 
years old, and still continue to deposit one 
dozen per month ; still I prefer young hens. 
Tn selecting eggs to set,select eggs from those 
hens in your flock that you know are continu- 
ally laying.

Lovely woman is never more lovely than | 
when holding forth hor hands to choor,help 
and elevate, Her activities in some direc- | 
tions are less than man’s ; but in ingonuity 
and power of sympathy sho is his superior, 
To find spheres within which she can re- 
yolve without criticism, outside homo, ap- 
pears to some a difficult task. Wo yenture 
to recall a few of her offorts, of which the | 
writer has had personal cognizance, with 
opportunity to observe, during tho last 
winter, and which might be reproduced in 
every considerable town over the country. 
We throw the yiows into didactic form for 
tho sake of directaeds, and to savo ciroumlo- 
cution—and type, 

Are there eve twenty poor women, 
mothers, or not, living on the edge of star- 
yation, doing a little neeedle work when 
they can, some of them unskilled in doing 
it, with poor clothing, cheerless homes,and 
few sympathizers? Gather them together 
once a week, (half a dozen Iadies ‘can do 
it), say in the lecture-room or Sunday- 
school room of a church, for a couple of 
hours, A littlo fund will provide needles, 
thread, and some useful stuffs,and muslins, 
to be cut by the ladies into forms of grace 
and usefulness, and to be completed by the 
poor woman, there and at home, and paid 
for, not below store-rates, and then sold to 
the women, not above store-rates, when 
they want them, or to others if they wish 
to buy. Blend with the details kind words, 
smiles, hand-shakings, cheerful hymns, 
and, in proper ways, verses and prayers, 
and call the: institution Helping-Hand or 
Employment Society, according to taste. 


Are there even twenty little girls of the 
poor in the place, getting no instruction ia 
the use of the needle, though perhaps, am- 
bitious, some of them, of the piano! They 
will be girls by-and-by, then women, and 
wives, with husbands and boys endowed 
with boundless capacity of wearing out 
things; they will not know how to deal 
with the difficulties, and boys, and even 
fathers, will lose temper, money, and much 
besides in consequence. Gather them as 
above, say on Saturday (no school that 
day), having obtained at the dry goods 
store multitudinous pieces, old patterns, 
ete. (pay for them, please ; it is poor work 
to be benevolent at other people's cost), 
and on these teach the girls to sew, cut, 
hem-stitch, work button-holes, and all the 
art and mystery of the plain sempstress, 
throwing in, as before, counsels, children’s 
molodies and kindliestencouragements and 
stimulus to all womanly respect. You can 
call this The Sewing School.

Only when drinking, then he was very bad. 
He gave some incidents of his personal 
history ; said he was born on the reserva- 
tion about five miles from Hagersville ;

J. Brown, of Ingersoll, had formed a part- 
nership under the firm namo of Oliver, 
Davidson & Co., and had purchased lot 6 
in the Township of Neebing, 156 acros, at 
$5 per acre, and a small tract adjoining. 
These lands were valuoless intrinsically tho 
‘speculation hinging on the possibility of 
the Lake Superior terminus of the Pacific 
Railway boing located there. In 1874, 
Mr. Murdoch, one of the Government en- 
gincers, was appointed to solect a site for 
the terminus on the Kaministiquia, and in 
November of that year Mr. Davidson, of 
tho firm above mentioned, commenced buy- 
ing up lots in the Town Plot, giving what 
was considered by the vendors large prices 
for them. Mr. Davidson,in making his pur- 
chases, stated to some of the vendors that 
Mr. Mackenzie had told him the terminus 
was to bo located there. Sure enough, the 
terminus was so located, though in justice 
to Mr, Mackenzie it is only fair to say that 
the only evidence of his having given the 
information to Davidson on the point, is 
that worthy’s own statement. However, 
the purchase was made by the Government, 
despite the report of their engineer Mur- 
doch against their selection, and despite 
the fact that the McKellar farm,a short dis- 
tance down stream, could havo been bought 
for $75 per acro. Thus the terminus of 
this groat national highway was placed 
‘some five miles up a narrow river, with in- 
sufficient depth of water for the accommo- 
dation of large vessels—but then Messrs, 
Oliver, Davidson & Co. wero rewarded for 
thoir services to the party, Mr. Oliver in 
particular for retiring in favor of Mr. Crooks 
in Oxford. Tho Government then proceed- 
ed, instead of tendering a reasonable price 
for their new purchase, and then going to 
arbitration in caso of its refusal, to appoint 
yaluators to determine the amount to bo 
paid for theso lands. Mr. Wilson, of 
Mount Forest, Surveyor, and Mr, Robert 
Reid, of London, Stationer, were appoint- 
ed for this purpose, with Mr. P. J. Brown, 
one of the three persons who owned the 
Tands to be valued, as thoir legal adviser— 
an entirely disinterested party, of course ! 
Theso gentlemen commenced their labors in

‘the Premier's [not Mr. Bowell’s} state- 
“ment that the only duties of the Seminary 
were spiritual ones,” 

It will readily be seon from this quotation 
why the four ** * * wore put in the ex- 
tract we have quoted above. By leaving 
out part of the sentence, Mr. Bowell is made 
to uso language, and is held responsible for 
and condemnod for, opinions held and ut- 
tered by the Premier, Mr. Mackenzie. Mr. 
Borland continues in his letter to say, ‘It 
«is much easier to account for Mr. Bow- 
* ell’s deference to Mr. Langevin’s opinion, 
“than it is for the Premier's conclusions” 
“that the duties of the Seminary were 
spiritual only.” 

With this lotter before the writer of tho 
xtracts which we have quoted, it will be 
difficult for honest men to conceive how it 
is possible that such gross and palpable un- | 
truths and mis-quotations could dare to be 
written. Yet the so-called Reform Asso- 
ciation of this city is sending this paper, 
containing these falsehoods, into almost 
every Conservativo’s and every Orange- 
man’s home in North Hastings.

Previous to 
that, the regular price at which the Ontario 
Governmont sold half-acre lots was four dollars, 
and, but for tho railway, these lots would be of 
but little more value to-day than they were 
then. For the land taken from Oliver, David- 

& oF and others. the Government paid at 
the rate of $500 to $600 per acre. In 1872 or 
1873, Oliver Davidson & Co. chased lot six 
in the township of Necbing he town 
plot, containing 136 acres, for about hyo dollars 
Vee Acre. Your Committes submit that the en- 

anced value of this property was duo to the 
Placing of the terminus where it is. Yet for 
eight acres.of it the Government, advised by 
the valuators, paid about five hundred dollars per 
acro, being about four thousand dollars for eight 
acres, or over three thousand more for the eight 
acres than Oliver, Davidson & Co, paid for the 
entire lot of one hundred and thirty-six acres.”

Wueat Fro Manitopa.—The Oswego 

Times of Wednesday says: ‘A now feature 

in the grain trade of Oswego is the import 

of wheat from the far off region of Manitoba, 

some 300 miles northwest of Lake Superior, 

Two cargoes of wheat have already arrived 

here via Toronto, in transit to Now York, 

and thence to England. The route from 

Manitoba is up the Red river to Pombina, 

thence by the St. Vincent branch of tho 
Northern Pacific Railway to Glyndon, where 
it intersects the main lino running to Du- 
luth. From Dulnth the route to this port 
is by the way of Lakes Superior and Huron 
and Georgian Bay to Collingwood ; thence 
over the Northern Railway to Toronto, and 
over Lake Ontario to Oswego. Manitoba 
is above the 49th degree of latitude, and 
onthe same parallel with the island of 
Anticosti, in tho Gulf of St. Lawrence, By 
observing the isothermal lines it will be 
noticed that the region of Manitoba is con- 
siderably warmor than the temperature at 
Anticosti. While Anticosti is a barren 
island, Manitobais a grain-producing ro- 
gion.”

Hon. Mr. Mills was made tho aubject of

It may be as well to remember that Can- 
ada isan integral portion of the British 
Empiro, and that it is quite competent for 
a Canadian Government to bear this in 
mind when regulating its Tariff policy. 
The United States is a foreign power, ani 
stands upon a different footing. The 
could therefore be no juat ground for com- 
plaint if the tariff of Oanada permitted ad- 
vantages to English interests which it 
denied to American manufactorers. It is 
notorious that the industries of this coun- 
try do not suffer from undue competition 
with those of England, That country is 
too remote, the time occupied in transmit- 
ting goods too long to permit of it, It is 
here, on our vory borders, that the compo- 
tition arises which is said to be so hurtful, 
and which the Opposition is pledged to 
deal with. Dr. Smith seems to auppose 
that it isintended to adopt a prohibitory 
tariff with respect to England, and he de- 
clared that such a course would be ‘tunpa- 
triotic.’’ We are not aware from what 
scurce the gentleman obtained his informa- 
tion on that particular, but we are not 
afraid to say that ho is altogether mistaken 
in his facts, No one in Canada has com- 
plained, so far as we are aware, of English 
competition. But complaint has been rife 
of that uncertain state of affairs under 
which Canadian manufacturing interests 
are liable to become periodically depresspd, 
in consequence of surplus stocks of Ameri- 
can goods being placed on our markets at 
or below cost. Jn order to meet this dan- 


creates, might it not be competent fora 
special tariff to be arranged with respect to 
foreign countries in general, while Eng- 
land wight remain upon. the existing foot- 
ing! And none would havearight to 
complain! The United States have ab- 
solute free trade between different parte of 
their country, and if England and Uanada, 
being parts of the same empire, think 
proper to enjoy mutually satisfactory ar- 
rangements, there would for the same 
reason be no ground for objection. It will 
be thus seen that Dr.Smith’s idea that the 
Opposition seek to place a prohibitory duty 
on British goods by endeavoring to protect 
Canadian industry from undue American 
competition, is an erroneous one, Wado 
not suppose thatthe wished to misrepre- 
sent the Opposition policy, but that like 
many others he has not taken the trouble 
The statement that it 
consists in advocating a wholesale and in- 
discriminate advance of duties and tax- 
ation is an erroneous one. In many cases 
reduction would be resorted to, aud ar- 
ticles*that are now dutiable would be plac- 
ed upon the free-list altogether. It is 
quite plain to those that consider, that 
manufactures may be fostered and pro- 
moted in two special ways, first by lotting 
in free thoso raw materials upon which in- 
dustry and talent is to be employed ; and 
secondly, by giving the opportunity to 
labor to obtain employment by keeping at 
arms-length the articles manufactured else- 
where from similar materials. It is repre- 
sented that by means of this kind the 
manufacturer may be well “protected” at 
both ends of the transaction ;—by getting 
the materials upon which lis capital and 
labor are to be used at a low price, and, 
then, in securing a steady and constant 
market for his goods when made, It is a 
joint system of ‘‘free trade” and ‘‘pro- 
tection.” One portion of this policy—that 
of the free admission of raw materials and 


profitably made in Canada free of duty
